SINGING THE BLUES 
Five years ago: August 31, 1990 

> After guitarist Stevie Ray Vaughan 
died in a helicopter crash at 35, Ted 
Drozdowski remembered Vaughan’s love 
and enthusiasm for the blues. 

“Stevie Ray Vaughan loved music so 
greatly that he accidentally died for it. Al- 
though he could have spent more time off 
the road, touring only to support the re- 
lease of albums, nearly all of the seven 
years that followed his debut album, Texas 
Flood, were a blur of buses and planes and 
helicopters like the one that crashed against 
a Wisconsin ski slope in the early morning 
of August 27 and took his life. 

“Vaughan was generous. He had a gift 
and an enthusiasm for the blues that he 
needed to share. He proved to the record 
industry that blues is a vital 
and viable commodity.” 


GLORY DAYS 

10 years ago: 
September 3, 1985 

>» Even though Bruce 
Springsteen is still one of 
the best live performers in 
the music business, Milo 
Miles felt that the Boss’s 
switch from small venues 
to stadiums was bringing 
down the quality of his 
shows. 

“Of course, the Boss 
could have filled yawning 
open-air monsters years 
ago: he had always sworn 
he wouldn’t. His earliest 
supporters passed on the 
blessed news that their 
performer never indulged 
in a stock live set, that the 
breadth of his passions 
could be relished only in 
sweltering nightclubs, that 
he made believers night after night and 
could be deeply loved only up close. Disil- 
lusioned Springsteen loyalists with vivid 
memories may turn away from Springsteen 
right now. The question is, will this year’s 
fans still love him tomorrow, forever?” 


GETTING IN TUNA 

15 years ago: September 2, 1980 

» Why did the first annual World Tuna 
Tourney (WTT), in Gloucester, attract the 
attention of 60 Minutes, Sports Illustrated, 
and our own Michael Gee? Simple. The 
Moonies sponsored the event and offered a 
prize of $70,000 for the catch of the 
biggest bluefin. 

“There are a lot of people in Gloucester 
who'd like to see the Moonies take up per- 
manent residence offshore, at the same 
depth as a sounding Thunnus thynnus. The

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The right enemies 


Barely a month after her debut 
as a Boston Globe Metro colum- 
nist, Eileen McNamara has been 
singled out for criticism by the 
ultraconservative activist Brent 
Bozell’s Media Research Center. 

In the center’s latest issue of 
Notable Quotables (“A biweekly 
compilation of the latest outra- 
geous, sometimes humorous, 
quotes in the liberal media”), 
McNamara is flogged for her Au- 
gust 16 front-page commentary 
in which she skillfully linked the 
Boston Latin School lawsuit over 
admissions with lingering social 
discomfort about race, women’s 
rights, and reproductive choice.

Notable Quotables includes 
a lengthy excerpt from McNa- 
mara’s thoughtful piece, and 
then explains it all by attach- 
ing the headline: WHITE MEN RUIN 
EVERYTHING.

TIEBREAKER 


The making of 
Justice Fried 


The confirmation of controver- 
sial Harvard law professor 
Charles Fried to the state’s 
Supreme Judicial Court on 
Wednesday may be as much of a 
victory for Senate President Billy 
Bulger as it is for Governor Bill 
Weld. 

Bulger helped influence Gover- 
nor’s Councilor Kelly Timilty (D- 
Canton) to cast a crucial vote in 
Fried’s favor. Timilty had been 
skeptical of Fried, given the hos- 
tility toward the concerns of 
working people expressed in 
many of his writings. But an 
11th-hour push by Bulger and 
other right-to-life leaders put 
Timilty in the pro-Fried camp. 
When Democrat Jordan Levy of 
Worcester then cast his pivotal 
vote for Fried, the deal was 
cinched. 

Fried was the 1980s solicitor 
general who led the Reagan Ad- 
ministration’s crusade against 
Roe v. Wade, the US Supreme 
Court’s abortion-rights decision. 
Fried then switched to a pro- 
choice position when he was 
nominated for the judgeship. But 
anti-choice activists continue to 
embrace him. 

“I think he’d make a fine jus- 
tice,” says Dr. Mildred Jefferson, 
a leading anti-choicer who at- 
tended last week’s hearings on 
Fried’s confirmation. 

Of Bulger’s persuasive talents, 
Timilty says: “Any time that any- 
body of that stature takes the 
time to call on someone’s behalf, 
that is important.”

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Newcomer asserts his mail ego 


A pony-tailed poet babbles on about death. A young waif in a high-cut skirt talks tortured love. And 
then along comes Richard J. Mackin. Relief. 

He has a suit and sideburns, carries a sign with the head of Shirley from What’s Happening, and im- 
mediately states that he, a featured Stone Soup Poetry performer at T.T. the Bear’s, is not a poet. He 
writes letters, gets answers, and turns the correspondence into art. 

Since he began 18 months ago, Mackin — painter, punk singer, and Copy Cop professional — has 
corresponded with hundreds of companies and people. His missives about the sinful nature of candy 
drew responses from the spitting preacher in Harvard Square and from a pastor in Oklahoma City. 
Mackin’s plea for giveaways from Scott toilet paper came up empty. As did his letter to Chelsea Clin- 
ton. (If she’s interested in “a weird pen-pal,” he writes, “that would be cool.”) But he keeps writing. 

Mackin’s not the first of his kind. In the day of the eight-cent stamp, comedian Don Novello, a/k/a 
Father Guido Sarducci of Saturday Night Live, wrote everyone from McDonald’s to Nixon under the 
name Lazlo Toth, and published his letters (Workman Press, $7.95) in 1976. Whereas Toth generally 
toyed with politicians, Mackin plays with corporate wonks. He writes Maruchan Ramen Noodles, re- 
marking how cheap the product must be if, with the shipping and packaging costs factored in, Star 
Market still sells the noodles for just 10 cents a pack. “I thought I might buy some wholesale. Please 
find enclosed a dollar. That should buy a few cases.” (Maruchan sent back the dollar.) To Maxwell 
House, Mackin writes, “Thanks for not being like Folger’s and killing people in El Salvador, or, if you 
do, good job on not getting caught.” (Maxwell House: no comment on the human-rights observation.) 

Mackin’s performing is not restricted to the page. When abortion protesters got on his nerves, he 
took to the streets with the Shirley sign and an intermittent chant for Big Boy, America’s favorite sec- 
ond-rate restaurant mascot. And after moving to Boston from Connecticut, he noticed that only out- 
siders referred to the city as “Beantown.” Naturally, he began a campaign to change the official name 
to Beantown, handing out pamphlets on the Common and writing Mayor Menino. (No response.) 

For those who think Mackin is no more than a pest with a word processor, consider a response from 
the Garelick Farms dairy company. Mackin sent a simple question: what the hell does the “nog” in egg 
nog mean? 

“When I received your note, Mr. Mackin, I must confess that I was somewhat embarrassed as I did 
not have a ready answer,” writes Arthur Fraser, consumer-affairs director. 

He follows with an entry from the Dictionary of American Food and Drink, defining “nog” as an old 
English term for ale. 

“Thank you for your input and interest, Mr. Mackin,” Fraser continues. “It has been an interesting 
interruption in our daily routine.”

BOMB THREAT 


Aiming for a 
millennium 
free of nuclear 


A group of doctors thinks it 
can do what whole governments 
haven't done since Hiroshima 
was destroyed: get rid of nuclear 
weapons. 

International Physicians for 
the Prevention of Nuclear War 
wants to have every nuclear- 
armed government in the world 
sign a complete ban on the 
atomic bomb by the year 2000. 
The organization won a Nobel 
Prize in 1985 for educating polit- 
ical leaders about nuclear war, 
and now it’s focusing on a pro- 
ject called Abolition 2000, which 
commits the IPPNW to organiz- 
ing a world treaty within five 
years. 

“We're not going to go to 
Strobe Talbott, who’s one of 
Clinton’s experts on nuclear- 
weapons policy, and say, ‘Under- 
secretary Talbott, do you think 
abolition of nuclear weapons by 
the year 2000 is possible, yes 
or no?’ ” says Dr. Lachlan For- 
row of Cambridge, chair of the 


IPPNW’s board of directors. 
Instead, the group wants to 
ask leaders how it might be pos- 
sible to have all countries lay 

down their arms at once. 

“This has nothing to do with 
whether you think the bomb 
should have been dropped once 
or twice or 10 times in 1945,” 
says Forrow. “in 1995, we all 
have the same interest in mak- 
ing sure that that kind of nuclear 
explosion never happens again.” 

The doctors know that elimi- 
nating the world’s collection of 
nuclear weapons will also mean 
controlling black-market bombs. 

“If we don’t have airtight con- 
trol over weapons-usable materi- 
al within the next three, four, or 
five years,” says Forrow, “then it 
becomes much less plausible 
that we ever could. From our per- 
spective, it’s probably Abolition 
2000 or never.”

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It's no occident: cracking down 
on abuse in the Asian community 


A small group of dedicated activists, in- 
cluding two of Boston’s most prominent 
women, are seeing to it that Asian women 
are not forgotten in the battle against do- 
mestic abuse. 

Boston’s First Lady Angela Menino and 
Susan Weld, wife of Governor William 
Weld, are behind the September 9 gala to 
raise $70,000 for the Asian Task Force 
Against Domestic Violence. The money 
will go toward the $450,000 annual oper- 
ating costs of the task force’s crisis shelter, 
which has assisted 40 victims and their 
children since its opening last year. 

Asian women represent a disproportion- 
ate number of those abused. Thirteen per- 
cent of women killed in Massachusetts by 
their husbands or boyfriends are Asian im- 
migrants. Yet Asian immigrants on the 
whole make up only 2.4 percent of the 
state’s population. 

Task-force director Nalina Narain says 
that because of deeply rooted cultural be- 
liefs, Asian women have particular difficul- 
ty bréaking out of abusive relationships. 
They are an almost invisible underclass in 
an already repressed class of women. 

“Domestic abuse is completely different 
within the Asian community,” says WLVI- 
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You’re standing in line at the super- 
market, waiting to pay for a loaf of 
bread and a gallon of milk. Out of the 
corner of your eye you catch the head- 
line emblazoned in 140-point type on 
the front of the Weekly World News: 
STONE AGE HUMAN CLONED! Or: MAN 
MUMMIFIES WIFE’S BODY IN KITTY LITTER. 
Or perhaps: ELECTRIC WHEELCHAIR RUNS 
OVER MAN 14 TIMES. 

You look around, making sure no one 
you actually know is watching. Then 
you scarf a WWN from the rack and 
furtively page through it, catching up on 
all manner of news that the New York 
Times (hell, the New York Post) deemed 
Unfit to Print. 

But if you’re a subscriber to America 
Online, you can dispense with this em- 
barrassing ritual. In perhaps the ulti- 
mate hybridization of high technology 
and low culture, the WWN is'now avail- 
able on AOL; just enter the keyword

Between co-chairing a presidential can- 
didate’s fundraising machine and thinking 
about running for the US Senate, Gover- 
nor Bill Weld has little time to do the job 
he was elected to do. This isn’t exactly 
news, but, as the competition for Weld’s 
time and energy increases, his juggling 
act is becoming more difficult. 

Weld jetted off to New York last Mon- 
day to join in California governor Pete 
Wilson’s official presidential-campaign 
announcement. Then Weld sped up to 
New Hampshire for a repeat performance 
with Wilson there. On Tuesday, Weld, 
who is co-chair of Wilson’s fundraising 
committee, joined Wilson at Faneuil Hall 
for a third appearance. 

But if you’re Pete Wilson, looking at 
the $30 million you need to raise for your 
White House bid, the thought that Weld 
may skip out midway to wage a US Sen- 
ate campaign must be unsettling. 

Weld has pledged to raise $10 million

TV 56 co-anchor Susan Corwin, who will 
serve as MC for the fundraiser. Not only 
do men play the dominant role in the 
household, she says, but their presence de- 
fines the status of women within their fam- 
ily and community.

“It’s hard to imag- 
ine, but some of these women don’t know 
how to use a pay phone or ride the T,” 
says Narain. “And their own family warns 
them against divorce, which would ostra- 
cize them from their community.” 

The black-tie Silk Road gala is Septem- 
ber 9 at the Cyclorama, in the Boston Cen- 
ter for the Arts. Food, entertainment, and 
art from different Asian cultures will be 
featured.

These include fla- 
vor enhancers like chocolate, licorice, 
and sugar; “burning agents,” like turpen- 
tine and benzene, to ensure that the 
cigarette continues to burn when put 
down in an ashtray; and other strange 
chemical compounds, such as formalde- 
hyde, described as “plasticizers,” and 
“ash adhesives,” which regulate the rate 
at which a cigarette burns.

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of that sum for Wilson. Even Weld’s top 
fundraiser, Peter Berlandi, has taken on 
official duties with the Wilson committee. 
A senatorial bid by Weld would yank 
Berlandi’s attention back to the home 
front, perhaps crippling Wilson’s money 
machine in mid-campaign. 

Wilson is also depending on Weld to 
deliver votes. Wilson campaign manager 
Craig Fuller acknowledged in the New 
York Times Monday that Weld has been 
quietly laying the groundwork in his re- 
gion for a Wilson candidacy. 

Weld’s interest in a Senate bid appears 
to rise when Wilson’s own prospects fall, 
and then dip again when Wilson’s 
prospects improve. Earlier this year, when 
Wilson began plotting his national cam- 
paign, Weld lost interest in the US Senate 
(a chamber that Wilson himself left to be- 
come governor of his state). But when 
Wilson, the anti-immigrant pol, stumbled 
on disclosures that he had once hired an 


illegal alien and evaded paying taxes on 
her employment, Weld — surprise, sur- 
prise — warmed again to the idea of 
challenging Kerry. Weld even gave a 
speech last June backing affirmative ac- 
tion, cutting Wilson’s major campaign is- 
sue off at the knees. With friends like 
these... 

Lately, though, as cracks have surfaced 
in the armor of GOP frontrunner Bob 
Dole, the Wilson campaign seems a tad 
more viable. This is likely to keep Weld in 
Wilson’s corner for a time. It may also 
delay Weld’s decision on whether to run 
for Senate until next February or later, 
when the early caucuses and primaries 
will demonstrate whether Wilson is a seri- 
ous candidate. 

Weld’s fickle approach to choosing 
which field he wants to play on has the 
potential to ruin both games for the way- 
ward governor of Massachusetts.

Wrestling with the 
Fells Acres ruling 


Does a constitutional ruling that the chil- 
dren who testified in the 1987 Fells Acres 
Day School molestation trial were seated at 
the wrong angle amount to exoneration? 

That’s the question the media had to 
wrestle with following Middlesex Superior 
Court Judge Robert Barton’s decision, 
handed down Tuesday, that Violet Amirault 
and her daughter, Cheryl LeFave, must be 
granted a new trial because they were not 
allowed to face their accusers. 

The third person convicted in the case, 
Violet’s son, Gerald Amirault, has a nearly 
identical appeal pending, and it seems likely 
that he, too, will win a retrial. 

The Boston Globe and the Boston Herald, 
as well as local radio and TV stations, 
played it pretty straight, letting pass without 
comment the two women’s contention that 
Barton’s decision had vindicated their oft- 
repeated assertions of innocence. 

But the Globe and the Herald also went 
out of their way to interview the outraged 
parents of the children who testified. The 
Globe published a courtroom diagram 
showing that the two women were seated no 
more than 20 feet from the child witnesses, 
who in fact were required to point to the de- 
fendants and identify them during the trial. 

On the editorial pages, things were a bit 
murkier. The Globe took a pass on Wednes- 
day. Though that appeared to be 4 lapse, the 
Herald’s conflicted editorial demonstrated 
the shortcomings of instant analysis: it mild- 
ly criticized the “literal interpretation” of the 
“face to face” requirement, mused inconclu- 
sively on accusations that the children were 
“browbeaten” into accusing the Amiraults, 
and, in closing, intoned, “All that aside, 
child abuse still happens.” Not much of a 
conclusion. 

Not surprisingly, the Wall Street Journal 
trumpeted Barton’s decision as vindication. 
It was Journal op-ed-page columnist 
Dorothy Rabinowitz’s three pieces on the 
Amiraults that led to the re-examination of 
the case that culminated in Tuesday’s ruling 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, April 28). 

In a lengthy editorial on Wednesday 
headlined JUSTICE FOR THE AMIRAULTS, the 
Journal hailed Barton’s ruling, linked it to a 
series of day-care child-abuse convictions 
that have been overturned nationally, and 
asserted: “By now, the public and juries are 
beginning to see how the child-interrogation 
techniques of zealous investigators can lead 
a four- or five-year-old to say anything the 
investigators want.” 

Judge Barton upheld a vital constitutional 
right. And, indeed, a number of child-abuse 
convictions have been thrown out because 
of problems with the way those cases were 
prosecuted. But the Amiraults were convict- 
ed by two separate juries in front of two dif- 
ferent judges, and their appeals had been de- 
nied repeatedly prior to Barton’s. ruling — 
which he arrived at by applying retroactively 
a 1994 decision by the state’s Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court. Middlesex DA Tom Reilly says 
the SJC will now be asked to determine 
whether Barton correctly interpreted that 
decision. 

Perhaps the most shallow observation was 
offered Wednesday morning by Pat Whitley, 
co-host of WRKO Radio’s Clapprood & 
Whitley, who asserted for the better part of 
an hour that the Amiraults were victims of a 
“witch hunt.” His evidence? 

“I remember the case vividly,” Whitley 
told his guest, Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger, who supervised the Amiraults’ 
prosecution when he was Middlesex DA, 
“but I don’t remember the details.”

Death-penalty question puts 
Harshbarger in the hot seat

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ttorney General Scott 
Harshbarger must 
make one of the most 
important decisions 
of his career by 
September 6: whether a binding ref- 
erendum enacting the death penalty 
will be placed on the 1996 ballot. Le- 
gal considerations and his own politi- 
cal interests appear to be at odds with 
one another. 

The state constitution, defining the 
matters that may be determined by 
referendum, excludes anything that 
interferes with the operation of the 
courts. Since the death-penalty refer- 
endum is a set of instructions to the 
judicial branch in the handling of 
first-degree murder cases, it would 
seem to be excluded. 

Yet if Harshbarger, a longtime op- 
ponent of capital punishment, de- 
cides not to certify the death-penalty 
referendum, its supporters will ac- 


| cuse him of tipping the legal scales 


to favor his personal opinion. As a 
likely candidate for governor in 
1998, Harshbarger could face at 


| least three pro-death-penalty oppo- 
| nents who might try to make politi- 
| cal hay out of his decision: Con- 
| gressman Joe Kennedy, a Democrat; 


| and Lieutenant Governor Paul Cel- 


lucci and State Treasurer Joe Mal- 
one, Republicans. 
Harshbarger insists that his office 


| will decide solely on legal grounds. 


“My role in this matter is clear-cut 
and narrowly defined,” he says. “A 
decision is based on the facts and the 
law and nothing else. Any debate 


| over the merits of a particular pro-

The easy path for Harshbarger 
would seem to be approving the ref- 
erendum and letting the voters and 


the past, as with last year’s rent-con- 
trol referendum, he has allowed bor- 
derline ballot questions to go to a 
vote. GOP political consultant Char- 
lie Manning thinks the AG will do the 
same with the death-penalty decision. 
“Harshbarger’s been pretty good at 
offering the broadest interpretation 
and then putting these questions on 
the ballot, just sort of leaving it up to 
the voters,” he says. 

Though the easy path, at first 
glance, would also appear to be the 
most beneficial politically for Harsh- 
barger, the drawbacks of such a deci- 
sion would outweigh the benefits. 
Even before the referendum hits the 
ballot box, his certification decision 
could be reversed in the state courts; 
the judges who have the power to 
overturn an AG-certified referendum 
are the very judges to whom the ref- 
erendum’s instructions would apply. 
Such a reversal would threaten 
Harshbarger’s reputation as a politi- 
cian who calls the shots according to 
the law and not according to the 
polls. For Harshbarger, that would be 
a major political blow. 

And anti-tax crusader Barbara An- 
derson, a veteran of numerous refer- 
endum campaigns and a proponent of 
capital punishment, confirms that 
Harshbarger has established himself 
as a fair arbiter of these constitutional 
questions, regardless of his personal 
opinions. 

“If he were the type of politician 
who was always trying to keep the 
people’s petitions off the ballot, or if 
he were the type who says we 
shouldn’t have these initiatives, that 
would be a problem,” says Anderson. 
“But I think he’ll do the right thing, 
even though it’s controversial.” 

The Western Massachusetts po- 
lice officers who submitted the ref- 
erendum proposal — with its 13 
pages of instructions on how the 
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courts should implement the death 
sentence — copied it verbatim from 
Governor Bill Weld’s own death- 
penalty bill, defeated by the House 
of Representatives last June. They 
did not draft an original bill to fit 
the constitutional requirements for 
referenda. 

Although there is no legal obstacle 
to the legislature enacting such a 
law, the Massachusetts constitution 
places different limits on the kinds of 
laws the electorate may pass. The 
constitution is quite clear that a law 
that infringes on the powers of the 
courts cannot be proposed by refer- 
endum. (That’s the reason the legis- 
lature, last year, attached its pay- 
raise proposal to a judicial salary 
hike. The last time legislators voted 
themselves a raise, in 1988, voters 
repealed it by referendum.) 

The proposed death-penalty law 
would interfere with the judicial 
branch in the following ways: it man- 
dates that all grand-jury indictments 
for first-degree murder must contain 
a list of circumstances that warrant 
the punishment of death; it tells the 
court when and how to show that list 
to the jury; it forces the courts to con-

From 1988 to 91, Bourquin was 
the assistant attorney general respon- 
sible for determining whether pro- 
posed referendum questions passed 
constitutional muster. Her opinion is 
backed by some of the leading legal 
observers in the state. The Massachu- 
setts Bar Association, the Massachu- 
setts Association of Criminal Defense 
Lawyers, the National Lawyers’ 
Guild, the American Jewish Congress, 
the League of Women Voters, Har- 
vard law professor Charles Ogletree, 
Suffolk law dean Stephen J. Callahan, 
and Northeastern law professor 
Frank Herrman have all endorsed her 
legal argument that this referendum 
is unconstitutional. 

The proponents of the death-penal- 
ty referendum have not yet responded 
to Bourquin’s memorandum; their in- 
action is indicative of the sloppy ap- 
proach they took in proposing this 
ballot question. 

“There is another side,” says John 
Skroski, the Western Massachusetts 
police officer who is spearheading the 
death-penalty drive. “Our lawyers are 
working on it, and that’s all I can tell 
you at this point. We’re going to try 
to file our response to the opponents 
next week.” 


Brackett Denniston, the governor’s | 


legal counsel, says Weld’s office “may 
yet get involved” in trying to persuade 
Harshbarger to approve the referen- 
dum. But with the deadline in less 
than a week, it’s clear that the admin- 
istration has not done any heavy lift- 
ing on this matter. 

For the attorney general, there is 
no easy way out. Anything less than a 
by-the-book ruling would erode the 


constitutional boundary between ref- | 


And Harsh- 
barger’s career — founded on the 
public’s confidence in his integrity — 
is at stake.

avid Larson, vice-presi- 
dent of marketing for Fi- 
delity’s 117 suburban 
newspapers, bounces 
around like a 12-year- 
old boy with the latest version of Mortal 
Kombat. 

He calls up a color map of Greater 
Boston on his industrial-strength Macin- 





| tosh. In the center is a prospective adver- 
| tiser. On top of that he layers data show- 


ing the average family income for every 
zip code within a 15-mile radius. The 
number of households, sorted by commu- 
nity. The locations of competitors. And, 
most important, the Fidelity papers inside 
that radius. When he’s done, he prints 
out a full-color report that an ad rep can 


take with her on a sales call. 


“When you talk to people about their 


| business,” he says, “it’s amazing how 


much they open up to you.” 

Larson’s maps may seem like a small 
step, but they’re one of a number of 
signs that Community Newspaper Com- 
pany (CNC), Fidelity Capital’s money- 
hemorrhaging newspaper venture, may 
finally be getting its act together. 

Five years ago Fidelity was a bit player 


| in the newspaper business, owning minor- 


ity shares of weekly chains on the North 
Shore and Cape Cod. Today the company 
is the largest local-newspaper publisher in 
Greater Boston. By buying up recession- 
racked chains at rock-bottom prices, Fi- 
delity has assembled an empire of 93 
weekly newspapers, three dailies, and 18 
“shoppers,” industry jargon for advertis- 
ing giveaways. If you live anywhere in 


| Boston’s suburbs, to the north, the west, 
| or the south, chances are excellent that 


you read a Fidelity newspaper. 
Collectively, these papers have a total 
circulation of more than one million. 


Full circle 


Fidelity newspapers now 
‘surround Boston. What next? 


They range in size from tiny weeklies like 
the Randolph Mariner (1217), the Lin- 
coln Journal (1581), and the Georgetown 
Record (1797) to the Framingham-based 
Middlesex News, which has a daily circu- 
lation of 33,887 and sells 42,930 papers 
on Sundays. CNC’s holdings include 
several urban papers as well, including 
the Cambridge Chronicle, the Cambridge 
Tab, the Brookline Tab, and the 
Somerville Journal. 

The numbers for 117 separate papers 
are not directly comparable to those of a 
large metropolitan newspaper, but it is 
nevertheless interesting to note that 
CNC’s combined circulation exceeds that 
of New England’s largest newspaper, the 
Boston Sunday Globe, which sells just 
under 800,000 copies per week. 

Although Fidelity is thought to have in- 
vested some $100 million in its newspa- 
pers, and may be losing as much as several 
million dollars a year, CNC chairman and 
CEO Bill Elfers says the chain may have a 
positive cash flow this year for the first 
time. Profitability, he adds, will have to 
wait until revenue catches up with the 
company’s long-term investments in 
equipment and technology. 

The buying spree is over, says Elfers, a 
laconic 46-year-old who worked for his 
school paper at Princeton, and who got Fi- 
delity Capital into the newspaper business 
in 1986, when he bought into North Shore 
Weeklies. Following Fidelity’s binge, no 
more than a handful of independent sub- 
urban papers still exist in the Boston area. 
And despite occasional rumors that Fideli- 
ty would like to add the Boston Herald to 
its holdings, there is no sign that Herald 
publisher Pat Purcell wants to sell. 

Thus CNC now has an opportunity to 
put behind it the tumult that came with its 
explosive growth: the high-level firings and 
unexpected departures, the changes in edi- 
torial direction. Elfers and company ap- 


pear to have settled on a philosophy of 


centralizing business and advertising oper- 
ations at CNC’s sprawling new headquar- 
ters in Needham while allowing local edi- 
tors and publishers almost entirely free 
rein. It’s a direction that Elfers hopes will 
lead to quiet success, slowing the seeming- 
ly endless stream of negative headlines 
he’s had to read in the Globe, the Herald, 
and the Phoenix. 

Despite nostalgia for the independent 
yeoman publisher of old, it’s clear that the 
mega-chain Fidelity has assembled is the 
future. Not only does chain ownership al- 
low for the sharing of costs, but advertis- 
ing has changed with the growth of malls 
and the decline of suburban downtowns. 

“A regional buy makes a lot of sense for 
an ad buyer. Nobody now wants a single- 
town buy. That local one-town publisher is 
left high and dry,” says Northeastern Uni- 
versity journalism professor Bill Kirtz, who 
owned the Marblehead Messenger in the 
1960s. Kirtz eventually sold out to Bill 
Wasserman’s North Shore Weeklies, a re- 
gional group that’s now part of the Fidelity 
chain. Kirtz’s old paper lives on as the 
Marblehead Reporter. 

“The trend in suburban newspaper 
growth is finding economies of scale,” says 
Tonda Rush, president of the National 
Newspaper Association, a trade group of 
some 4000 weeklies and small dailies. 

Nevertheless, former CNC president Jim 
Hopson calls Fidelity’s effort the biggest, 
most complicated such undertaking in the 
country, and sees more rough times ahead 
before it finally starts to click. Predicting the 
venture’s ultimate success, he says, would 
be “like trying to predict the outcome of a 
baseball game in the second inning.” 


From here to stability 

More than anything else, Elfers needs to 
assemble a management team that can 
move the chain toward stability. He’s had 
some notable failures in that area, but 
there are signs that he may finally be on 
the right track. 

David Bonfield, recruited last spring 
from the New Jersey-based Journal Regis- 
ter Company to serve as CNC’s executive 
vice-president of sales, is widely regarded 
as a tough, experienced leader. “He’s 
ruthless, but he’s good,” says one knowl- 
edgeable source. 

The Tab newspapers, a once-proud 14- 
paper chain that has floundered since 
CNC bought it at the end of 1992, are re- 
portedly moving in the right direction un- 
der a new publisher, Kirk Davis, and a 
new editor, George Donnelly. Davis is an 
alumnus of the Thomson chain, in central 
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Ohio. Donnelly was promoted from 
CNC’s smaller Bay State group to succeed 
Rick Manning. “Things are re-energized 
here,” says one staffer. 

Likewise, Jim Malone, the new editor of 
CNC’s 17-paper North Shore group, is 
winning praise as a low-key leader who’s 
brought together a staff that was divided in 
its loyaities under his predecessor, Bill 
Castle, who originally hired Malone to edit 
North Shore Sunday. 

CNC’s long-touted “cross-selling” pro- 
gram, which makes it possible for an ad- 
vertiser to buy space in any combination of 


‘CNC papers with one phone call, is now 


largely in place, with final implementation 
said to be a few months away. 

Yet warning signs remain. CNC is cur- 
rently conducting a nationwide search for 
an editor-in-chief. Elfers says the editor 
will be hired before a new president is 
brought on board, which means the presi- 
dent may be stuck with an editor who’s 
not to his liking. That’s what happened in 
early 1994, when just-hired president 
Hopson abolished the position of editor in 
order to get rid of John Wilpers. Barely a 
year later, Hopson himself was gone, mov- 
ing to what he said was a better opportuni- 
ty with the Thomson newspaper chain. 

Even Elfers himself, a Fidelity Capital 
managing director whose family has long 
been friendly with Ned Johnson, the 
reclusive chairman of the parent organi- 
zation, Fidelity Investments, is grist for 
the rumor mill. Several sources say 
Elfers’s power declined following divisive 
(though unsuccessful) union-organizing 
efforts on the North Shore and Cape 
Cod, not to mention the continued finan- 
cial losses. These sources say Elfers’s in- 
fluence now appears to be on the rise 
again, although they speculate that Fi- 
delity Capital president Jim Curvey may 
be keeping him on a short leash. 

Elfers, not surprisingly, scoffs at such 
tales, and says he, Curvey, and Johnson 
continue to have a cooperative relationship. 

Among those who think CNC is making 
progress is Jack Authelet, who publishes 
and edits the NEPA Bulletin for the New 
England Press Association, a trade organi- 
zation. CNC’s papers are dues-paying 
members of NEPA, so Authelet clearly 
must be circumspect in what he says. Even 
so, he’s written several tough pieces about 
CNC for the.Bulletin, and doesn’t. shy 
away from criticizing the company for its 
thin editorial staffing, a problem it inherit- 
ed from the previous owners but that it has 
done little to rectify. 

Nevertheless, says Authelet, “I think 
they’re getting serious about being news- 
paper people. The Elfers that you talk to 
today is not the Elfers that we were able to 
kick around a couple of years ago. He’s 
learned a lot.” 

Authelet is also among the few observers 
who takes Elfers at his word when he says 
Fidelity is in this for the long haul, and is 
not looking to sell out for a quick buck. 

“Jesus Christ,” says Authelet. “If all they 
want to do is turn some money, there are 
easier ways.” 


Staying alive 

Indeed, if Fidelity were looking for 
easy profits, it could start by shutting 
down newspapers. Tiny papers in the far 
reaches of its domain will probably never 
make money on their own. And it pub- 
lishes competing newspapers in seven 
communities, although Elfers insists 
most of them serve complementary audi- 
ences. In particular, Elfers and others 
say the free Tab papers, which compete 
with CNC’s Middlesex weeklies in the 
western suburbs, serve readers who are 
younger, hipper, and more irreverent 
than those who buy the more traditional 
papers. 

It could be argued, in fact, that Fideli- 
ty is responsible for saving newspapers 
and jobs at a time when community jour- 
nalism has become a precarious business. 
In the months before Fidelity increased 
its stake in North Shore Weeklies in mid 
1990 to become the majority partner, 
that chain was laying off people nearly 
every week and borrowing money to cov- 
er operating expenses. Before Fidelity 
bought the Tab, those papers were run- 
ning ads asking readers to send money. 
In the case of CNC’s other newspaper 
groups, their owners wanted to sell, and 
Fidelity was just about the only company 
that was interested in shelling out. 

“I'd be surprised if half of these papers 
would be around if they had to be self- 
sufficient,” says Elfers. 

As recent events show, it’s a tough 
world out there for local newspapers. 
Earlier this month, editorial employees at 
the Quincy Patriot Ledger agreed to take 
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unpaid, two-week furloughs to avoid lay- 
offs at a paper beset by lost advertising rev- 
enue and skyrocketing paper costs. Dow 
Jones’s Ottaway chain bought the Salem 
Evening News last 
spring for $16.5 
million and folded 
its Beverly Times 
and Peabody Times 
into it, eliminating 
about a dozen edi- 
torial jobs. The 
Berkshire Eagle, 
long a_ national 
model for outstand- 
ing local journalism, 
recently sold out to 
a cost-slashing new 
owner after it was 
laid low by a bad 
real-estate deal. 

Yet Elfers talks 
mildly about look- 
| ing at less drastic 
| steps to decrease 
| paper use_ if 
newsprint prices 
continue to rise, 
and isn’t shy about 
moving aggressively to take advantage of 
opportunities created by his competitors. 
For instance, not long after Ottaway an- 
nounced it was doing away with its Bever- 
| ly Times nameplate, CNC said it would 
unveil a new weekly, the Beverly Citizen, 
after Labor Day. Such a move would be 
inconceivable for a company with shallow- 
er pockets. 

“We've had first-class treatment. Ev- 
erything we’ve asked for we’ve gotten,” 
| says Howard Iverson, associate publisher 
| of CNC’s North Shore group and one of 
| the driving forces behind the creation of 
| the Citizen. 


Think locally, sell regionally 

During the year-long regime of editor 
| John Wilpers, steps were taken to bring 
| some uniformity to CNC’s newspapers, 
| with somewhat damaging results. Inves- 
tigative reports were produced to be run 
| in every paper. One, in particular, stood 
out as an embarrassment: a tough story 
on discount brokerage firms that never 
acknowledged Fidelity’s highly visible 


role in that business. Other projects were 
more successful, but some CNC publish- 
ers complained that Wilpers was interfer- 
ing with their papers. 
That led to a major 
shake-up in early 1994. 
Jim Hopson’ was 
brought in as president, 
and he _ eliminated 
Wilpers’s job, saying it 
didn’t fit with his phi- 
losophy of local editori- 
al autonomy. At roughly 
the same time, Tab 
founders Russel Perga- 
ment and Steve Cum- 
mings, who’d taken 
high-level positions with 
CNC after selling their 
papers, were forced out, 
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chairs CNC’s editorial council, “is to remain 
intensely, passionately local. We're not call- 
ing the shots from a central location.” 

There are those who think that’s a 
mistake. For instance, Sally Stitt, presi- 
dent of the Star Media advertising agen- 
cy, of Boston, told the Phoenix that agen- 
cies would find CNC more attractive if 
its papers came out on the same day of 
the week and had the same format 
(“Don’t Quote Me,” News, December 2, 
1994). Others point to a chain of week- 
lies in St. Louis, all of them called the 
Journal, which regularly break major sto- 
ries that run in all of their papers. 

But David Bonfield, the CNC advertis- 
ing chief, says that’s not going to happen 
here. The strength of his papers, he be- 
lieves, is their appeal to local readers and

Company spokeswoman Patti Em- 
bry-Taupenhan says HCHP’s ads in the 
Globe and the Boston Herald are “posi- 
tioning or image-oriented,” whereas its 
ads in CNC papers are custom-tailored 
to give readers information about their 
local HCHP clinic. 

Says Bonfield: “Largely the difference 
between us and the Globe is that they do | 
one version of an ad. We have the oppor- 
tunity to be as small as an advertiser 
wants or as big as an advertiser wants.”

It’s late afternoon in Bill Elfers’s of- | 
fice, 25 floors above State Street in | 
downtown Boston. Posters highlighting | 
the journalism awards his papers have | 
won dominate one wall. Large picture | 
windows frame a spectacular view of the 
Charles River. Sitting in his shirtsleeves, | 
wearing a muted blue patterned tie, the 
initials WRE monogrammed on the left | 
pocket of his white shirt, Elfers speaks | 
slowly, ponderously, but with intensity, 
his pale blue eyes flashing as he describes | 
the challenge ahead. | 

“Let me state the | 
obvious,” he says. 
“We have basically

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he first decade of Phyllis 
Schlafly’s visible national life 
was a swooping, squawking, 
soaring campaign to defeat the 
Equal Rights Amendment. ‘In 


the second decade, Schlafly’s triumphant Ea- 
gle Forum spread its wings wide enough to 
span everything from nuclear weaponry to 


first-grade physics. 


Now it’s 1995, and Schlafly presides 
over a quietly purchased, million-dollar ed- 
ucation center in Clayton, Illinois. The 
Bonhomme Building serves as headquarters 
for her Eagle Forum Education and Legal 
Defense Fund, home base for two political- 


action committees (PACs) and the mouth of 
a river of communications: daily radio shows 
that broadcast on 270 stations; a Saturday 
call-in hour; the Phyllis Schlafly Report 
newsletter; the Education Reporter newsletter; 
and the Eagle Forum house organ. 

Schlafly is busier than ever. Because ev- 
erything that outraged her a quarter-centu- 
ry ago has come both true and false. In the 
early ’70s, when the rest of the country was 
gleefully testing new rights and freedoms, 
Schlafly was already warning of “a sad de- 
terioration in the moral fabric of our coun- 
try.” She talked then about the importance 
of the family; pointed to the devaluation of 
the tax deduction for children; criticized 
schools for avoiding basic education and 
the absolutes of right and wrong. 

While others were applauding Lyndon 
Johnson’s Great Society, she was criticiz- 
ing Roosevelt and Truman for expanding 
the role of the federal government. Now 
we’re living under a contract she could 
have written. 

“I haven’t changed, the country has,” 
she says crisply, tracing the beginning to 
her hero, Ronald Reagan. Unlike Reagan, 
Schlafly is capable of tremendous com- 
plexity — but she likes her truths simple. 
For broad-brush social criticism, this 
method works beautifully. Up close, life 
keeps getting in the way. 

She wrote in The Power of the Positive 
Woman (Arlington House, 1977) that 
“women don’t take naturally to a search 
for the intangible and the abstract.” But 
she holds summa cum laude degrees in 
political science, government, and law. 

She denounces homosexuals as perverts 
and refuses to honor their marriage com- 
mitments. But the son she adores — the 
son who played romantic songs on the pi- 
ano while she sang along — is now pub- 
licly known to be gay. 

She spent 23 years fighting for the 
“right” of wives to be supported by their 
husbands. But her own father lost his job 
when she was six, and her mother sup-

ported the family. 

It’s become a liberal pastime to call 
Phyllis Schlafly a hypocrite. Discussions 
usually center on how often she scrubbed 
the bathroom floor herself, and how dare 
she fly all over the country telling other 
women to stay home. But Schlafly never 
said women shouldn’t work. What she said 
was that women should stay home to rear 
their children. As for her raptures over di- 
apers and pancake-flipping, they may have 
been sticky-sweet, but there is nothing to 
suggest they were inaccurate. She did, in 
fact, teach all six of her children to read, 
make sure they ate brown bread and or- 
ganic food, and refrain from full-time em- 
ployment for 25 years. 

Far from being a hypocrite, Schlafly is 
principled and rigidly consistent. She 
prefers analyzable factoids and truisms 
to imagination, deep reflection, and em- 
pathy. And the clarity she imposes on life 
is convincing. 

“She speaks the truth,” insists Colleen 
Parro, who consults for the Eagle Forum 
and directs the Republican National 
Coalition for Life, which Schlafly chairs. 
“She always does her homework, and she 
says things in a way that is easy to un- 
derstand. I think of her as a female 
Ernest Hemingway.” 

Hemingway? A pugilist perhaps, but 
never an expatriate. Misogyny might be a 
similarity, if you asked some of the femi- 
nists (she used to call them “weirdo wom- 
en’s libbers”) whose “idiocies” so amuse 
Schlafly. But asking’s easier said than 
done. I called — repeatedly, doggedly — 
Gloria Steinem, Betty Friedan, Ms. maga- 
zine, the National Organization for Wom- 
en (NOW), and the National Women’s 
Political Caucus. No one was available to 
talk about Phyllis Schlafly. The few femi- 
nists who did comment spoke reluctantly 
at first, with a hundred caveats about how 
cordial she’d been to them personally. 
Then the old outrage rose. 

Joan Krauskopf, a law professor at Ohio 
State University, debated Schlafly in the 
early ’70s. “No matter what question she’s 
asked, she responds with her prepared 
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speech,” Krauskopf says. “She lines up a 
long list of points and fires them off like a 
machine gun. She’s fanatic in the sense of 
not recognizing inconsistencies. And she’s 
facile.” Karen DeCrow, former president 
of NOW, says Schlafly “would say some- 
thing in a debate that was factually wrong, 
quote a law-review article where the au- 
thor had been pro-ERA and mis-cite it. I 
would elaborately bring out the correct ci- 
tation, and she would back off. Two weeks 
later, she’d do the same thing.” 


‘True believer’ 

Krauskopf says Schlafly “talked about 
the right of a wife in an ongoing marriage, 
because her religious beliefs did not allow 
her to contemplate divorce. Well, anybody 
who knows anything about family law 
knows there has never been a way for a 
wife to enforce her right of support unless 
she leaves her husband. The only case on 
record — because no one else was foolish 
enough to argue it — is a Nebraska 
Supreme Court case which flatly said there 
is nothing the wife can do. So Schlafly 
said, ‘Well, that’s the only case 
like that.’ ” 

Krauskopf’s husband, 
Charles, is a respected 
psychologist and the 
author of Personality 
and Ability (Univer- 
sity Press of Ameri- 
ca, 1994). He at- 
tended his wife’s de- 
bates and began to 
study Schlafly, whom 
he found both brilliant 
and intellectually rigid. - 
“If someone’s belief sys- 
tems distort incoming infor- 
mation, all that 
brightness just isn’t 
applied,” he re- 
marks. “What they 
do is apply the 
same process to draw a conclusion. 
But what looks like one piece of in- 
formation to you is treated as if it’s 
different.” People with the “true be- 
liever” cognitive style tend to de- 
mand all the facts first, he continues, 
and “once some form of factual under- 
standing gets installed, it’s harder for them 
to change it, harder for them to see any 
differences out in the world.” Instead, they 
rationalize new facts to fit the old frame- 
work. Schlafly’s positions have held like 
glue since childhood. 

First, she sees a canyon of difference 
between men and women, and puts them 
on separate pedestals. Second, she glori- 
fies mothers, inventors, conservative-style 
heroes, and the US Constitution. Third, 
she wants to be safe, whether that means a 
traditional life, a capitalistic economy, a 
strong national defense with women and 
homosexuals barred from combat, or an 
atomic-bomb shelter in her basement. 
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Fighting fie 


Was anti-feminist Schlafly flying ahead of her time? 
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When she decided that the ERA threat- | 
ened her core principles, Schlafly raised | 
her sword and charged — Joan of Arc in 
pearls. Journalist Carol Felsenthal wrote | 
an unauthorized biography of her in 1981, | 
then went on to research the ERA lobby. | 
“There are very few issues in American | 
politics where you can say one person was | 
the cause of the defeat,” Felsenthal says | 
slowly. “But I am absolutely persuaded | 
that if Phyllis Schlafly had been busy else- | 
where, the ERA would be part of the Con- | 
stitution today.” 

The real question is whether its defeat | 
made any difference. Schlafly was afraid | 
the ERA would, as she told the St. Louis | 
Post-Dispatch in 1973, turn the US into | 
“another Russia where women are forced 
to work and leave their children to grow 
up with strangers.” It’s happened anyway. | 
She wanted to protect women’s right to be | 
supported by their children’s fathers, but | 
women can’t get child support as it is. She | 
wanted to keep women out of combat, but | 
they’re demanding to be fighter pilots. 

The world just won’t hold still. 


Just old-fashioned? 
Schlafly, it’s been said, 
lives in a time warp. She’d 
like to see feminism 
stripped from the text- 
books: “The way it is 
now,” she once com- 
plained, “you can’t 

show a picture of a 

woman washing the 

dishes.” Margaret 

Thatcher is her idea of 
“an old-fashioned, proper, 
traditional lady.” In The 

Power of the Positive 

Woman, she writes 

that “most women 

would rather deal with 
male than female doctors, 
lawyers, and bankers.” 

When her grandchil- 
dren come over, she rents an Errol 
Flynn movie, or The Young Tom 
Edison with Mickey Rooney. In a 
February 1995 Phyllis Schlafly Re- 
port, she worried whether pregnant wom- 
en in the Navy could receive a chivalrous 
“Can I help you lift that, ma’am?” She 
loves Jerome Kern songs, and insists that 
“young people today don’t know ro- 
mance.” She sees herself as old-fashioned 
only because she has not “indulged in the 
current fads of divorce, fornication, adul- 
tery, abortion, illegal drugs, indecent 
clothing, four-letter words, obscene art, 
dirty entertainment and TV.” 

“She sees the world in perhaps starker 
and simpler terms than I do,” comments 
Mara Tapp, who regularly invites Schlafly 
on her talk show at a National Public Ra- 
dio affiliate in Chicago. “I do think she’s 
longing for a different time in this country,

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and it’s probably a time that never existed.” 
Which may be one reason she makes 
people so mad. “The negative response to 
Phyllis Schlafly on this program has been 
greater than to anyone else,” Tapp con- 
cedes. “People can’t listen to what she is 
saying. They hear the name and become 
inflamed.” Betty Friedan once said she’d 
| like to burn Schlafly at the stake. 
| Schlafly once compared feminists to the 
| “ liberated’ Roman matron [who] helped 
bring about the fall of Rome through her 
unnatural emulation of masculine quali- 
ties.” But her own “unnatural emulation” 
has gain ‘ !:er considerable political clout. 
An AP poli once named her one of the 10 
most powerful people in Illinois — male 
or female. Her ERA fame only fanned a 
flame lit the previous decade, when her 
conservative political treatise A Choice Not 
an Echo (Pere Marquette Press, 1964) 
sold three million copies and helped win 
Barry Goldwater the 1964 Republican 
nomination. Some say it was the Goldwa- 
ter supporters galvanized by Schlafly who 
laid a foundation for the Reagan-Bush 
years. Meanwhile, Schlafly co-authored 
five books on nuclear strategy, including 
the 1965 Strike from Space (Devin-Adair 
Company) that foreshadowed the “Star 
Wars” Strategic Defense Initiative. She 
once called the atomic bomb “a marvelous 
gift given to our country by a wise God.” 
“In 82, she held a seminar about missile 
| defense,” recalls Elaine Donnelly, a former 
| Eagle who now heads the Center for Mili- 
| tary Readiness. “It was Phyllis who sat 
down with Ronald Reagan and said, “This 


| is what you should talk about. This is what 
| we need to win the Cold War.’ In a matter 


of months, he made that same speech.” 
Schlafly ran for Congress in 1952 and 


| 1970, pushing motherhood and military 
readiness, but she was dismissed — an- 


| other glorious irony — as a powder-puff 
| candidate. Her real political activity has 
| taken place behind thrones: pundits say 
| she helped talk Bush out of the anti-ballis- 





| tic missile treaty, and it was her early criti- 
| cism of Hillary Clinton’s health-care plan 


that gave legislators such as Senator Phil 
Gramm the courage to oppose it. In 1992, 
the Eagle Forum PAC backed six of the 
conservative women who won office. The 
PAC may not command big money 
($250,000 in the last election), but it’s 
strategic. “She knows which races to 
back,” comments Donnelly. “In the mili- 
tary, they call it force multiplier.” 

Has the Republican Party bolstered 
Schlafly’s organization? “You’ve got it 
backwards,” she snaps. “The Republican 
Party owes lots of its success to me and to 
my leadership on behalf of issues and can- 
didates.” She doesn’t always take credit 
where it’s due, though: according to Eunie 
Smith, president of the Alabama Eagle Fo- 
rum, “Phyllis will step back if she thinks 
that’s helpful to the end result. If an elect- 
ed official would like to get credit, for in- 
stance, that’s fine, as long as we get the 
work done. I don’t think anybody but the 
good Lord knows the influence she’s had.” 


No whining 

Abortion is Phyllis Schlafly’s greatest 
horror. She set up a pro-life PAC in 1991, 
and she chairs the Republican National 
Coalition for Life. Her secondary horrors 
include any educational trend whose psy- 
chological influence she fears: guided im- 
agery, critical thinking, self-esteem devel- 
opment, conflict resolution, and so on. 
This March, she urged parents to beware 
the US Department of Education’s Goals 
2000 curriculum proposal: “Thieves are 
stealing American history, American 
heroes, and the knowledge of America’s 
greatness.” 

Schlafly’s pet cause is convincing par- 
ents to teach their children to read by 
phonics. Literacy is hard to argue with, 
but accepting the notion that any move 
away from phonics is a liberal plot to 
“dumb down America” (as one of her Ea- 
gles put it) is sort of like accusing Pinky 
and the Brain of planning to take over the 
world. Still, Schlafly has published her 
own reading primer, sold complete with 
two fat pencils, and says it’s her plan to 
save the country. 

Everyone calls Schlafly brilliant; everyone 
who disagrees with her calls her rigid; but 
precious few will call her warm. Despite all 
her paeans to women’s nurturing, brisk 


self-reliance matters far more to Schlafly 
than coddling or cuddling. Last year, for 
example, she explained away bedtime sto- 
ries: “Reading to your child will give you 
and your child a warm, cozy feeling, but 
you can get those same warm feelings by 
teaching him how to read, and then your 
child will have a skill he can use himself.” 

Daughter Anne Schlafly, a 30-year-old 
St. Louis caterer who loathes politics, says 
Phyllis is not cold; she’s just rational. 

“She’s very focused, not the type to waf- 
fle or be indecisive,” Anne comments, her 
own voice soft and hesitant. “I think you 
probably get more done 
if you’re not worrying 
about whether it’s right 
or wrong.” What moti- 
vates her mother? “The 
belief that she is right. 
And her desire to make 
a better world. Her fa- 
vorite parable is the one 
about the talents; she 
thinks she must use her 
talents.” Did Anne ever 
wish her mom would 
chill out, get silly, stop 
the endless treadmill of 
work? She’s silent a 
minute, as though she’s 
trying to comprehend 
the question. “Then 
she wouldn’t be the 
same woman,” she says 
finally. 

Remember: this is a 
woman who can type 
with a toddler on her 


four hours of sleep a 

night; who refuses to indulge in alcohol, 
whining, caffeine, or a good cry; and who 
does a half hour of exercise while she 
watches the evening news. She holds her- 
self erect, and energy streams from her, 
creating the illusion that every problem 
can be fixed. Spit-spot — no spoonful of 
sugar needed. 

She uses all that energy to communicate 
— copiously, emphatically, clearly. John 
Wayne has been quoted as saying, “The 
reason I like Phyllis is that she talks 
straight.” Colleen Parro and her husband 
read A Choice Not an Echo in 1963, and it

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swung them from South Side Chicago 
Democrats to conservative Republicans. 
“We never knew we had a political philos- 
ophy. We just knew how our parents vot- 
ed,” she explains. “Her book crystallized 
what we really stood for.” 

Schlafly has 80,000 Eagles, 50-50 male- 
female, with female leadership. She’s now 
recruiting Eagle Forum Collegians who re- 
sent “pressure on campus to be politically 
correct” and “classroom promotion of the 
radical leftist agenda.” But most of the Ea- 
gles have worshipped her since the ERA 
days. “They would drool over how she 
looked and how thin she 
was and how well her 
clothes coordinated,” 
Felsenthal recalls. “They 
looked to her for the 
clarion call, for advice 
on living their lives. And 
I’m sure she would nev- 
er go home and laugh 

. or call them nin- 
compoops. She could 
call these people at 4 
a.m. and say, ‘Be in 
Springfield. We need 
you for the rally tomor- 
row.” If she had disdain 
for them, it would have 
come through.” 

True believers are loyal, 
but they’re also more 
likely to flip completely 
to the opposite end than 
to simply loosen up. 
What would have hap- 
pened if Phyllis Schlafly 
— who had a bright 
mother, a staunch fa- 
ther, innate drive, an excellent education, 
an adoring husband, a self-determined ca- 
reer, and no excess of empathy — had run 
into oppression? After all, both she and 
Bella Abzug used the line “a woman’s 
place is in the House — the House of 
Representatives.” 

Former NOW president Karen DeCrow 
once admitted that she’d like her daughter 
to grow up like Phyllis Schlafly. And radio 
host Mara Tapp? “We always do a delicate 
dance on this,” she smiles, “but I told 
Phyllis I think she’s a feminist.” 

Her own worst enemy. Q 
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rapped in 
a worn 
polka-dot 
housedress, scuffs on 
her feet, -Dale 
O’Leary is seducing 
me with her pas- 
sionate discourse.

Scheduled 
for September 4 
through 15 in Beijing, 
the conference is a 
momentous event that 
O’Leary and her col- 
leagues in the religious 
right charge has been 
hijacked by radical 
feminists. O’ Leary, the 
proud mother of four 


adult children and a writer who espouses 
conservative Catholic doctrine, swears 
the Platform for Action, the document of 
policy recommendations to be agreed 
upon by conference delegates, is nothing 
short of an attack on motherhood. 

Take, for example, the frequent refer- 
ences in the platform to gender, as in 
“gender gap” and “gender sensitivity.” 
The platform’s working definition of 
gender as “the socially constructed roles 
placed on women and men” is both non- 
sensical and threatening to O’Leary. 

“My objection is to . . . the idea that 
everything is ‘socially constructed,’ that 
nothing is natural. We’re defending na- 
ture,” says O’Leary of conservative ac- 
tivists like herself who will travel to 
Beijing to oppose the platform. “I am a 
realist. I believe people have a human 
nature.” 

Though intellectually I can’t accept 
most of O’Leary’s claims — for instance, 
she sees the platform’s call for gender 





balance in legislative and policymaking 


bodies as a way of forcing mothers out of 
their homes and away from their children 
— I find myself nodding in agreement 
with many of her generalizations about 
women as mothers. Yes, it does seem 
that women naturally place their parent- 
ing role above all else, including their 
professions, in a way that men do not. 
And, indeed, motherhood is not held in 
high enough esteem by hard-core femi- 
nists with rigid agendas. 

As a working mother afflicted with the 
usual guilt and self-doubt, I lean long- 
ingly toward her vision of a well-cared- 
for world, where mommies are home 
happily tending the toddlers, and daddies 
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dutifully return from work every night, 
rounding out the nucleus of the model 
family. That was the world of my child- 
hood, one where everything 
seemed safe and predictable. 


Mommy dearest 
But the religious right’s 
romantic rhetoric deceives. 
For at the heart of 
O’Leary’s criticisms of the 
platform, which echo those 
of the Vatican and many 
conservative religious orga- 
nizations in the US, is the as- 

sumption that women have a 

“unique” nature as mothers, 

which by necessity limits their 

participation in society. The 

Vatican has promised to push 

for the enshrinement of moth- 
erhood in the Platform for Ac- 
tion — intending, that is, to 
recognize motherhood as the 
primary function and contribu- 
tion of women. 
What sounds like reverence 
for women is, in truth, stultify- 
ing. The conservative activists 
use motherhood to subordinate 
rather than lift up women. Noth- 
ing the Vatican and its allies say 
about the importance of mother- 
hood and family will do anything 
to improve a world where 60 per- 
cent of all women live in poverty. 

And that is, after all, the pur- 
pose of the Beijing conference: to 
work toward removing obstacles 
to the advancement of women. 

One of a series of United Na- 

tions meetings on human 
rights, population, poverty, and 
the environment, the conference will 
bring together delegates from more than 
180 nations to finalize a document as- 
sembled at preparatory gatherings over 
the past year. 

The Vatican and its handful of allies — 
such as the governments of Guatemala, 
Malta, and Honduras — will work inside 
the conference to sprinkle references to 
motherhood throughout the document, 
while non-governmental organizations 
gathered at a separate site will lobby dele- 
gates in the press. Conservative women’s 
groups, who have lately discovered in- 
ternational politics, will be well-repre- 
sented, says Frances Kissling, president 
of Catholics for a Free Choice. Her group 
will be on hand to “serve as a voice of 
Catholic people who disagree with the of- 
ficial position of the Church on the sexu- 
ality of women and abortion.” 

The Vatican assumes that “women’s 
dignity is somehow based in reproductive 
capacity,” observes the Women-Church 
Convergence, a national coalition of Ro- 
man Catholic women’s groups with a 
commitment to feminism. “No such as- 
sumption is made, ever, with regard to 
men, whose dignity is presumed simply to 
be conferred by their humanity.” 

In contrast, the Platform for Action, 
rather than limiting women’s opportuni- 
ties, embraces women as mothers and 
much more — as reflected in the many 
jobs they do — and calls for improve- 
ments in their economic and social cir- 
cumstances. Giving women better access 
to education, ecoriomic opportunity, and 
health care, representatives from both de- 
veloping and industrialized countries 
hope, will rein in population growth and 
increase prosperity. 

“We need to meet the women where

they are and empower them in the roles 
they already play,” says Rachel Kyte, a 
senior policy analyst for the International 
Women’s Health Coalition in New York, 
one of the non-governmental organiza- 
tions invited to the conference. 


Balancing acts 

Many women would not quarrel with 
the notion that their reactions differ from 
men’s, particularly when it comes to rela- 
tionships and parenting. There do seem 
to be natural tendencies (see Men Are 
from Mars, Women Are from Venus) that, 
though not necessarily irreversible, 
nonetheless affect the way men and wom- 
en relate. But religious conservatives seek 
to set those differences down in stone 
and use them to declare women’s rightful 
place to be the home. 

The platform seeks to eradicate the 
kind of thinking that enables systematic 
discrimination against women, some- 
times from the moment they are born. 
According to the US Department of 
State, boys under the age of five are giv- 
en 16 percent more food than girls in 
Bangladesh. In India, girls are more than 
four times as likely as boys to suffer from 
acute malnutrition, but 40 times less 
likely to be treated at a hospital. And in 
many Asian countries, where sons are 
preferred to daughters, the ratio of re- 
ported female to male births is mysteri- 
ously lower than the norm. 

Any woman who manages to balance 
children and work would probably argue 
that this achievement should, if anything, 
heighten society’s respect for her gender. 
Even when denied education and kept in 
poverty, women in many developing 
countries not only take vare of 
the children, but are more 
dedicated breadwinners 
than men. The Worldwatch 
Institute reports that 
women in Mexico, for 
example, contribute 100 
percent of their earnings 
to supporting their fami- 
lies, while men contribute 
75 percent or less. 

But raising the status of 
women through econom- 
ic and social reform 
threatens “a very vocal 
but small body which is 
uncomfortable with any 
redistribution of power in the family 
and the world, anything that upsets 
the traditional balance,” says Kyte. 
“Nothing in this document says 
motherhood is not good. But it acknowl- 
edges all the other jobs [women] do.” 

Kyte also observes that, for all their 
emotionally charged criticism, religious 
conservatives are not offering any solu- 
tions of their own to improve the plight 
of women or preserve crumbling fami- 
lies. Laurel Heiskell, legislative coordi- 
nator for Concerned Women for Ameri- 
ca, one of the largest conservative wom- 
en’s groups in the country, says her or- 
ganization would support a document 
only if it made a “very broad statement 
in favor of the inalienable rights that all 
women and all men hold, and if it didn’t 
seek to legislate and radically alter cul- 
tures and religions around the world.” 
Such a statement, however, would hard- 
ly improve women’s access to reproduc- 
tive health, nor would it help eliminate 
such “cultural norms” as genital mutila- 
tion, wife-burning, domestic violence, 
and forced abortions. 

Instead of suggesting alternatives, the 
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right has resorted to offering hysterical 
interpretations of the draft document that 
are inflaming the American public. In a 
letter mailed to more than two million 
households last month, James Dobson, 
president of the Christian-right organiza- 
tion Focus on Family, described the Plat- 
form for Action this way: “Everything re- 
lated to traditional male and female rela- 
tionships is despised. Men are seen as | 
oppressors and exploiters whom women 
should regard as lifelong enemies. The 
family is also blamed for most of the vio- 
lence suffered by women and girls.” 
That kind of hyperbole ultimately con- 
tributes nothing constructive to the de- 
bate about the roles of men and women. 
Because in fact, as noted in a rebuttal to | 
such criticisms by Catholics for a Free | 
Choice, the document takes the state of | 
the family very seriously, calling for poli- 
cies and programs to help families in | 
their “supporting, educating and nurtur- 
ing roles” and advocating “an environ- 
ment conducive to strengthening” fami- 
lies. And the so-called blame heaped on 
families for violence is actually an ac- 
knowledgment that, “in many cases, vio- | 
lence against women and girls occurs in | 
the family or within the home, where vio- 
lence is often tolerated.” 





Beyond the status quo 
The right’s strategy for undermining | 
the platform reminds me of an experience | 
I had last year with Dale O’Leary during | 
a taping for a television talk show in | 
Rhode Island. The topic was working | 
mothers, and O’Leary stated very matter- | 
of-factly that women who work are sim- 
ply selfish and not willing to make the 
sacrifices that would allow them to 
stay home with their children. 
Much to my surprise, her 
statement infuriated me 
nearly to the point of tears. 
“I would have done any- 
thing to stay home with 
my son during his first 
year,” I raged at her. “But 

I have a mortgage to pay. 

You tell me how I was sup- 
posed to pay that bill and stay 
home. You tell me.” 

She had no answer, but 
her snap judgment of my 
motivations and situation 

left me literally shaking 

with anger. O’Leary had suc- 
ceeded in finding my weak point, the 
spot where my sense of self as a pro- 
fessional and as a mother conflict. 
The language of the religious right is ex- 
pertly effective at resurrecting lingering 
guilt and fear, swaying people’s emotions 
and dividing them, all without offering 
them anything but the status quo. The 
Platform for Action, however, gives women 
hope for a lighter burden through its call 
for more equal sharing of family responsi- 
bilities and greater access to education and 
economic opportunity. 

The notion of equality for women has

been cast as radical and threatening at ev- | 


ery step of the struggle. Kyte, originally 
from Great Britain, measures the progress 
by generations in her family.

Boston’s resurgent teams are 
making sports fun again

he buzz is back. It’s Septem- 

ber. The Red Sox are in first 

place by 15 games, looking 

like a good bet to reach the 

World Series for the first 
time in nine years. The Patriots — the Pa- 
triots! — are considered to he legitimate 
Super Bowl contenders as the NFL season 
begins Sunday. And suddenly, thankfully, 
Boston is a sports town again. 

It feels like it did in 1986, when the Pa- 
triots, Celtics, and Red Sox all appeared in 
the finals of their respective sports, a 12- 
month roller-coaster ride that left everyone 
breathless and wanting more. Only the 
Celtics won a championship that year, but 
that wasn’t the point. It was the games, the 
buzz, the electricity, the waiting — waiting 
for the next game, the next moment, the 
next goose bump. 


Patriot games 

It’s hard to decide which franchise has 
made a more remarkable comeback. First 
you have the Patriots, our Patriots, an 
eternal laughingstock that almost moved 
to St. Louis three years ago and somehow 
became the hottest team in the NFL today. 
Expectations are so high in New England 
that when the Pats stumbled to a 1-3 
| record in the meaningless exhibition sea- 
son, listeners deluged WEEI Sports Radio 
with calls to complain about everything but 
Drew Bledsoe and the water boy. 

In their concern and excitement, people 
may be forgetting one simple thing: Kraft 
and Parcells saved the franchise. They 
weeded out all the losers, bringing in some 
no-nonsense players and coaches, and 
picking quarterback Bledsoe first in the 
1993 draft, when everyone wanted Notre 
Dame’s Rick Mirer. And Bledsoe be- 
came the most exciting young 
player in football, the type of play- 
er you build a team around and 
watch as he carries it on his 
back. 

Bledsoe is the Anti-Patriot. 
He’s young. He’s a role model. 

He sells tickets. And he’s great. 
This is a guy who’s at his best 
when the chips are down, a guy 
who makes fans think that their 

| team still has a chance, regardless 
of the score, because he’s on the 
| field. That’s why everyone feels 
| Drew Bledsoe could become the 
next Boston superhero, the football 
equivalent of Ted Williams, Bobby 
Orr, and Larry Bird. He certainly 
| has the God-given talent, the 
| charisma, and the legendary com- 
petitiveness of those three. 

Bledsoe just wants to win. When 
he became the hottest story in the 
league last season and endorsement 
| offers started pouring in by the 
dozens, Bledsoe refused even to dis- 
cuss that stuff until after the season. 
| He didn’t want any distractions. 
And during the off-season, when 
he had every right to enjoy his 
| celebrity status and make some

money, Bledsoe remained in 
New England and studied 
game tapes of other great 
quarterbacks with Pats de- 
fensive coordinator Al Groh. 
He wanted to look at the 
game from another angle — 
the defensive side — and he 
wanted to pick Groh’s brain. 
Bledsoe thought it might give him 
an extra edge this year. 

He’s such a godsend that fans keep 
waiting for something terrible to happen to 
him. Williams lost four years of his prime 
to service in World War II and the Korean 
War. Orr lost the last chunk of his career 
to knee injuries. Bird lost the final years of 
his career to foot and back injuries. And 
here’s Bledsoe, 23 years old, young, 
healthy, superb . . . and a Patriot? It seems 
too good to be true. 

Of course, Bledsoe can’t be seriously 
compared to guys like Bird and Orr until 
he gets himself a championship ring, and 
that’s where Parcells comes in. The Big 
Tuna has spent three years crafting a team 
to win it all, nothing less. He jettisoned All- 
Pro tight end Marv Cook to make way for 
Ben Coates last year, and Coates respond- 
ed with the best season of any tight end in 
recent memory. He used the draft as an as- 
set instead of a crapshoot, picking up out- 
side linebackers Chris Slade and Willie 
McGinest — who look like All-Pro book- 
ends for the next decade — and receiver 
Vincent Brisby, who seems poised to make 
a leap to superstar status in his third year 
this fall. When the team showed a disturb- 

ing lack of speed in the 
secondary and in the 
backfield last season, 
Parcells grabbed de- 
fensive backs Ty 
Law and Jimmy 
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VAUGHN’S bat has been 
punishing the rest of the league. 
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Hitchcock and running backs Curtis Mar- 
tin and Dino Philyaw in April’s draft with 
four of his first five picks. 

Parcells’s best quality? He admits when 
he’s made a mistake. When he brought in 
Marion Butts from San Diego to run the 
ball last season, Butts had a terrible year, 
and Parcells released him. He dumped two 

high draft picks from a year 
ago when they showed up for 
the pre-season unprepared 
and out of shape. He 
geared last year’s of- 

fense around the run- 

ning game in the 
pre-season, but 
quickly

handed the car keys to 
Bledsoe as soon as he 
saw Butts and Leroy 
Thompson meandering 
upfield. When 1994 offensive starters 
Kevin Turner, Michael Timpson, and 
Thompson asked for more money last 
winter, Parcells simply let them go and 
found people who wanted to play for him. 

All the Tuna craves is one more champi- 
onship. Even when the city became swept 
up in Patriots fever last season, he kept a 
level head and never lost sight of his goal. 
We deemed 1994 a success for the fran- 
chise — and rightly so — but Parcells saw 
it merely as a step forward. He’s exacting: 
demanding nothing but the best from his 
players, eschewing showboat plays, frown- 
ing on mistakes. Penalties drive him in- 
sane. It’s no accident that his Patriots 
went 6-2 in their last eight games in 1993 
and 7-1 in the last eight games of 1994; 
Parcells’s teams become stronger and 
more cohesive as the year wears on. 

And don’t forget something else: the Big 
Tuna is fun to watch, whether he’s explod- 
ing during a press conference or brow- 
beating an official during a game. What 
Patriots game is complete without a cam- 
era shot of a disgusted Parcells looking 
like he just smelled a dirty diaper? (A wel- 
come change from guys like Raymond 
Berry and Rod Rust, who resemble 
propped-up corpses on the sidelines.) Yes, 
Bill Parcells is the best, certainly the most 
influential coach we’ve had here since Red 
Auerbach. And, for whatever reason, he’s 
with the Patriots and he’s ours. 


The hot Sox 
The Red Sox were a consensus fourth- 
place pick this year, but general manager 
Dan Duquette used the winter baseball 
strike to bend the rules and play the other 
27 teams in the league like cellos. He re- 
fused to sign any ludicrously overpriced 
free agents, guessing correctly that the lost 
revenues from the devastating strike would 
bring salaries down in the spring. When 
the debilitating strike finally ended in 
March, and the owners were reeling like 
drunks in the Combat Zone, Duquette 
jumped on bargain-basement veterans like 
Eric Hanson and Mike MacFarlane and 
gambled on two guys on the waiver wire 
— Troy O’Leary and Tim Wake- 
field — who became Boston’s 
starting right fielder and staff ace 
respectively. Duquette also 
guessed that when other teams 
were losing money during the sea- 
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son, they would unload their high-priced 
talent — thus, a savvy July trade for Min- 
nesota closer Rick Aguilera. 

Amazingly, the Red Sox are cruising 
into September as a World Series favorite 
without Duquette’s having strayed from 
his original plan — which is long-term, 
not “this year” or “next year.” The Red 
Sox had perennially shunned player devel- 
opment, preferring the quick-hit route of 
free-agency veterans like Jack Clark, 
Frank Viola, Danny Darwin, Andre Daw- 
son, and Jeff Russell, all brought in as 
short-term fixes. There was no emphasis 
_on scouting, and little minor-league devel- 
opment. When holes sprang up in the 
pitching staff or the everyday lineup, the 
Sox would simply sign a veteran bat or 
arm. It was like a guy with an oil leak in 
his car putting in new quarts of oil every 
week, but never getting the leak fixed. 

Duquette changed this, revamping the 
scouting department and hiring a slew of 
respected young coaches and talent evalu- 
ators. And suddenly the Sox have a nice 
little nest egg of prospects on the lower 

levels. He hired a bright, veteran coach- 
ing staff led by former Texas manager 

Kevin Kennedy. And he carefully con- 

structed the team around the ’96 and 

"97 seasons, heading into the ’96 cam- 
paign with only two players under 
contract: veterans Roger Clemens and 
Mike Greenwell (although young stars 
Mo Vaughn, John Valentin, and Tim 
Naehring will certainly be re-signed). 
By 1996, some of his young prospects 
will be ready for the majors, and Du- 
quette can then fill in the holes with some 
carefully constructed free-agent signings. 
As a bonus, the veterans on the team, 
whose contracts are up next year, are play- 
ing for their professional futures. 

The season itself has been one memo- 
rable moment after another. There’s been 
the clutch hitting of Vaughn and Valentin, 
the charisma of Jose Canseco, the surpris- 
ing play of guys like O’Leary and Hanson, 
the struggle and redemption of Clemens, 
and — best of all — the inspiration of 
Wakefield, a knuckleballer who almost 

fell out of baseball last year and some- 

how rejuvenated the ’95 Sox pitching 

staff. For weeks, the whole team’s status 

rode precariously on his knuckleball, 

which seemed as though it might stop 

dancing at any time. New Englanders 
held their breath until August, when the 
team finally blew the doors open by win- 
ning 20 of 22 games, sweeping the Blue 
Jays, Indians, Orioles, and Angels, and 
gelling at the right time. Even the most 
die-hard, worn-down, emotionally scarred 
Sox fans have to be pleased. 


What's past is past 

The buzz is back, but these are still the 
Red Sox and the Patriots, and something 
always goes wrong. Always. 

Patriots fans can rattle off excuse after 
excuse: Sugar Bear Hamilton’s rough- 
ing-the-passer penalty in ’75; the 
Gray/Hannah contract holdouts in ’78; 
coach Fairbanks leaving the team right 
before the ’78 playoffs; Stingley’s injury 
in the ’79 pre-season; Tatupu’s fumble in 
Denver in ’87; the ’88 strike; Veris, Lip- 
pett, and Tippett all going down with 
season-ending injuries in the final exhibi- 
tion game of 1989. Even the most mem- 
orable, exhilarating stretch in Patriots 
history — three playoff road wins over 
New York, Miami, and Los Angeles in 
the winter of ’85-’86 — was tainted 
when the Pats were molested by Chicago 
in Super Bowl XX and embroiled in a 
drug scandal days later. 

For Red Sox fans, there’s always a 
defining moment when the train went ca- 
reering off the tracks, and we can rattle 
them off, too: Pesky’s throw in 46; 
Williams pitching Lonborg on two days’ 
rest in °67; Aparicio falling as he rounded 
third in ’72; Bill Lee’s blooper pitch and 
Johnson pinch-hitting for Willoughby in 
75; Bucky (Bleeping) Dent in ’78; losing 
Fisk to Chicago in ’81; Schiraldi, Stanley, 
and Buckner falling apart in ’86. 

Maybe Babe Ruth did curse the Red 
Sox. And maybe the Patriots are cursed, 
too. 

Or maybe the Red Sox and Patriots 
will both win championships this year 
and put this “curse” nonsense to rest. 
After all, we’re talking about sports, not 
the Amityville Horror house. It’s foolish 
to think that a team could be jinxed — 
especially when its roster changes so fre- 
quently. Sports is supposed to be fun, 
and when our teams let us down we 
seem to forget that simple fact. We have 
two winners in Boston again, and, after 
the last few years, maybe that should be 
enough. QO

Alice K. (not her real initial) sits in a coffee 
shop, writhing with annoyance, despair, 
and worry. 

Her annoyance stems from a simple 
source: Elliot M., who has been intolerable 
to live with — intolerable — since August 9 at precisely 1 
p.m. That, you see, was the moment Elliot M. first received 
word of Jerry Garcia’s untimely demise. Elliot M. has been 
beside himself with grief, inconsolable. He’s spent the last 
three weeks hunched over his computer terminal, trading 
long, heartfelt e-mail messages with members of a chat 
group called TLSTIFO (an acronym for The Long Strange 
Trip Is Finally Over). He’s been sleepless and distracted. 
He keeps losing things — his car keys, his glasses. And he 
keeps seeing things that aren’t there. The other day, he and 
Alice K. had a huge fight because he swore he saw her in 
line at the post office (she was home at the time), and he 
swore she had her hair in a 
ponytail (she never wears 
her hair in a ponytail). 
Alice K. thinks he’s lost his 
mind. One night, she 
found him standing in the 
kitchen, staring at a photo- 
graph of Garcia that he’d 
tacked up on the refrigera- 
tor and repeating, “the end 
of musical integrity . . . the 
end of musical integrity,” 
over and over. She finally 
lost it. Alice K. knew Elliot 
M. was a Deadhead but 
honestly: he’d taken this 
just a tad too far. 

“Elliot M.!” she shout- 
ed. “Snap out of it!” 

Elliot M. just looked at 
her, a dazed expression in 
his eyes. 

Alice K. stared back. 
“Come on,” she finally said. 
“I mean, for God’s sake, he 
was just a musician.” 

Silence. 

Elliot M.’s eyes nar- 
rowed. He glared at Alice K. He said, “I cannot believe 
you just said that,” and then he turned on his heel, walked 
out of the kitchen, and locked himself in his study for the 
rest of the night. He didn’t speak to Alice K. for two days. 

Finally, with the encouragement of a friend, Elliot M. 
joined a men’s Jerry Garcia Bereavement Group and his 
mood improved slightly, but only slightly. He’s still angry 
at Alice K., and he’s still acting morbid and depressed. 

Hence, her annoyance. 

Alice K.’s despair runs a little deeper. She has not heard 
a word from Ruth E. since their hostile exchange in City 
Hall, the day Ruth E. married the odious Jean-Paul C. 
She’s been losing sleep over this. At night, when she closes 
her eyes, it all comes back to her: her failed attempt to 
stop the marriage; her brief interment in the City Hall 
security office; and her subsequent encounter with Ruth E. 
— the way Ruth E. shouted “Fuck you!” at her, the way 
she hurled the bouquet of white roses straight into Alice 
K.’s face. Sitting in the coffee shop, Alice K. shudders just 
thinking about it, and her heart feels heavy and cold, as 
though she’s suffered a terrible loss. 

Which, of course, . 1s. Alice K. can’t imagine life 
without Ruth E., and at tie same time she can’t imagine 
what it would take for Ruth E. to forgive her, can’t even 
visualize a reconciliation. She prays at night: “Please let 
Ruth E. see the light. Please let her realize that Jean-Paul C. 
is evil and odious. Please bring Ruth E. back to me.” But 
her prayers feel a little hollow, and deep in her heart Alice 
K. feels that Ruth E. is lost to her. She feels terribly lonely. 

And as if all that weren’t enough, Alice K. has worries. 
Big worries. Or, at least, one big worry. For the last two 
weeks, Alice K. has been overcome by the strange sensation 
that she is being followed. She has no proof of this. Every 
time the feeling comes over her and she turns around to 
see if anyone is there, she sees nothing, no one. She hasn’t 
heard footsteps on the pavement behind her. She hasn’t 
seen anyone trailing her in a car. But the sensation has 
become increasingly intense. She feels it in her bones: 
someone is out there. Someone is watching Alice K. 

She finally got sufficiently upset about this to mention it 
to Dr. Y. during their last session.

We'd all better brush up on this stuff — if they’re 
bringing back the chain gang, can keelhauling be far 
behind? Not that the latter is a realistic possibility if they 
nab you for jaywalking in Omaha. Keelhauling was 
meted out to sailors for minor infractions at sea. 
Typically, the victim was tied to a rope looped beneath 
the vessel, thrown overboard, and then dragged under 
the keel and up the other side. Since the keel was usual- 
ly encrusted with barnacles and other crud, the guy’s 
hide would be scraped raw and he’d think twice about 
doing whatever it was he’d gotten keelhauled for again. 
Sometimes they heaped chains and such on him to add 
injury to insult. 

Keelhauling crops up in your Hollywood pirate’s con- 
versation about as often as “shiver me timbers,” but as 
far as I can tell it was officially enacted as a punishment 
only by the Dutch. The earliest official mention of keel- 
hauling seems to be a Dutch ordinance of 1560, and the 
practice wasn’t formally abolished until 1853. If you 
ever play shuffleboard on a Dutch cruise ship, my advice 
is: don’t cheat. 

Drawing and quartering is another punishment men- 
tioned in kids’ movies only because nobody realizes 
what’s involved. The statutory punishment for treason in 
England from 1283 to 1867, drawing and quartering 
was a multimedia form of execution. First the prisoner 
was drawn to the place of execution on a hurdle, a type 
of sledge. (Originally, he was merely dragged behind a 
horse.) Then he was hanged. Cut down while still alive, 
he was disemboweled and his entrails burned before his 
eyes. (Some references, such as the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, say this step, not dragging behind a horse, is 
what’s meant by “drawn,” but actual sentences of exe- 
cution don’t support this view.) 

Finally, the condemned was beheaded and his body 
was cut into quarters, one arm or leg to a quarter. How 
the quartering was to be accomplished wasn’t always 
specified, but on at least some occasions horses were 
hitched to each of the victim’s limbs and spurred in four 
directions. An assistant with a sword or cleaver was 
sometimes assigned to make a starter cut and ease the 
strain on the animals. The remains were often put on 
display as a warning to others. Nothing like the good 
old days, eh? Just don’t anybody mention this to Newt.

Cecil, Cecil, Cecil, you seem to have grabbed the 
Pythagorean bean issue by the ridiculous end rather 
than the sublime.

The manuscript — Ad lack women in sitcoms — has 
been faxed to Ms. magazine. And Susan Douglas — 
media critic, American studies professor, and author 
of Where the Girls Are: Growing Up Female with the 
Mass Media (Times Books, 340 pages, $23) — is 
watching an inflated green crocodile-raft drift across 
her pool. She’s wearing a denim button-down shirt, 
shorts, sandals, lipstick. Her eyes look tired. 

“Everybody always says, ‘Oh, you watch TV for a liv- 
ing. Tough work if you can get it.’ ” She laughs, un- 
bends her legs. “Actually I feel like I have to be working 
all the time. Sometimes I just want to be a zombie.” 

The sentiment is understandable — especially when 
you consider that in addition to being mom, spouse, 
professor, and writer, Douglas also pops up on pundit 
shows and pitches in with her husband’s mail-order 
smoked-salmon business. Still, now is hardly the mo- 
ment for her to give up the culture-crit gig. Until re- 
cently, few rigorous academics or wonky public ser- 
vants took her kind of work too seriously. (The chap- 
ters in her book include “Why the Shirelles Mattered” 
and “The Rise of the Bionic Bimbo.”) Then, of 
course, Dole came out with his infamous Natural 
Born Killers speech. Media studies shot out of the 
“you-study-what?” zone and into popular debate. 

In case you’ve been under some kind of boulder all 
summer, here’s the deal: everybody and his running 
mate is prognosticating about the effects of our over- 
sexed, slang-and-bang, consumer-crazy mass media. 
How, exactly, does Judge Dredd or Pocahontas, or, 
better yet, Strip Tease, influence civil society? Should 
we try to curb the seedy side of our pop culture, or 
should we let sex and violence sell as they may? Dou- 
glas, of course, cannot answer these questions. But she 
— unlike many — has actually tuned into the pro- 
gramming and considered its impacts. She’s 45 now, 
and has been teaching at Hampshire College for 15 
years. Hers is a voice of reason in a reckless debate.

Q: How did you get into media criticism? 

A: In grad school I started watching television again 
— you know, we watched the war on TV in college, 
but that was it — and I was completely fascinated by 
it. At the same time, the women’s movement, which I 
was also very influenced by, started targeting images 
of women in the media, making women very aware, 
very early on, of how what we saw on TV shaped our 
sense of ourselves. . . . 

Q: Like what? 

A: Silva Thins. Cosmopolitan. Ivory detergent. Vir- 
ginia Slims — you know, “You’ve come a long way, 
baby.” Everybody was in an uproar over all of these 
feminine-hygiene sprays. In the ads for this crotch rot, 
there would be a button propped against it that said 
FREEDOM NOW. Like the real way to be a feminist was to 
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spray this stuff on you. Yughh. And then there was this 
airline campaign. This stewardess would get on televi- 
sion and say [sexy voice], “Hi, I’m Debbie. Fly me.” 
Very subtle. Then there was just the barrage of ads that 
showed women having religious epiphanies over scrub- 
bing bathroom mildew or doing their laundry. . . . And 
then there was the sexual-objectification stuff. This cam- 
paign by Dodge called “Dodge Fever” that showed all 
these women in miniskirts and go-go boots, basically 
humping these cars. Believe me, there was no end. Fem- 
inists printed up these stickers and stuck them all over 
the place in New York City and elsewhere: this ad in- 
sults women, this ad insults women. Everywhere you 
looked you could see that. 

Q: What images got to you most? 

A: I really hated, in the 1970s, Police Woman, which 
was touted as, “Oh, here’s finally a woman cop.” But 
you would see or hear women getting raped on televi- 
sion, which hadn’t happened before. The sexual libera- 
tion of women, in other words, became an excuse to 
terrorize them and reinforce the most offensive stereo- 
types about which women get raped and why. And on 
The Streets of San Francisco was the omnipresent 
Michael Douglas. If anything bad is being done to 
women on film or television, you can be sure that 
Michael Douglas is not far away. . . . 

Some shows I loved and hated at the same time. 
Like Queen for a Day. Thirteen million people watched 
this show every day. It was the one where four women 
got up and they’d each tell an incredible sob story. 
Then the audience clapped for the one that was most 
pathetic, and whichever one was most pathetic got to 
be queen for a day. They’d put a crown on her and 
give her roses and a refrigerator and Rice-a-Roni and 
all this stuff. It was so sick. 

Q: In Where the Girls Are, you write about media- 
induced schizophrenia. Do you still have love-hate re- 
lationships with TV? 

A: I think I'll always feel like I’m simultaneously ac- 
quiescing to and rebelling against media imagery. On 
the one hand, the media urge us to be pliant, cute, 
sexually available, thin, blonde, poreless, wrinkle-free, 
deferential to men. On the other, they suggest we can 
be rebellious, tough, enterprising, and shrewd. Some 
shows manage to be feminist and antifeminist at the 
same time — like Charlie’s Angels. . . . These days, I 
have conflicting feelings about NYPD Blue and ER. 

Q: Why? 

A: I think they’re both really really good for women 
and really bad for women at the same time. With ER, 
okay, we’ve got women doctors. Great. We’ve got as- 
sertive African-American women nurses. Good. But, 
you know, the Sherry Stringfield character — she’s the 
one who gets intimidated, the one whose confidence 
cracks before the supervisory board of the older male 
doctors, not some guy. And the African-American 
women, we never learn their names. Neither as ac- 
tresses — they don’t get the top billing that the other 








stars do — nor as characters. There’s one in particular 
who keeps all these male doctors in line — she could give a 
shit about their authority. She’s the drill sergeant, one of 
the moral compasses of the show, and we never learn her 
name. 

The other thing which is really infuriating about the 
show is the lead character, played by Anthony Edwards. 
He’s married to a woman who’s an attorney. Their jobs are 
in two different towns and they’ve got a five-year-old kid. 
Okay, this is not an uncommon dilemma for people to find 
themselves in. And since ER is his show, his story, we take 
his point of view on this stuff. We know he’s a good doc- 
tor. We know he’s a good guy. We know he loves his 
daughter. . . . His wife, on the other hand, looks like a 
complete bitch. You know, if she wants him to make any 
accommodation to the fact that she too works, that her job 
is very stressful and demanding, she comes across as this 
inflexible, demanding bitch with no sense of humor. . 
The show sets us up to take his side against her side and to 
wish, “Hey girl, won’t you compromise? Get off the guy’s 
back. He’s a good guy. Don’t you know what you have?” 

NYPD Blue is the same way. Basically, it’s a macho show 
with lots of phallic drumbeats, you know, backbeat stuff, and 
swirling cameras and Andy Sipowicz, who is a homophobic, 
foul-mouthed, tough-talking cop who will violate every- 
body’s Miranda rights, all their rights, to get at the truth. . . . 
There are women in the show who are cops or DAs. But we 
don’t see them doing their job in the same way. 

Q: Mark Fowler, head of the FCC under Reagan, once 
said, “Television is just another appliance. . . . It’s a toaster 
with pictures.” What’s your response? 

A: It’s very convenient for someone like Mark Fowler — 
someone who spent his tenure at the FCC trying to dis- 
mantle it; the guy who undid the Fairness Doctrine, and 
because of that we now get Rush Limbaugh and Gordon 
Liddy, with no requirement for radio stations to give equal 
time — to say it’s just a toaster. It’s not just a toaster. It’s 
critically important in shaping people’s attitudes about 
gender, about race, about social justice, about politics. 

TV news and talk shows set the agenda for what we 
should even be thinking about. Should we be thinking 
about affirmative action, questioning its value, or not? 
Should we be thinking about malnutrition in this country, 
or the fact that we now have now five million Americans in 
some form of the criminal-justice system? Should we be 
thinking about that? Should we try to do something about 
that or not? Television sets the agenda. It doesn’t do it by 
itself — I don’t want to suggest that television operates in a 
vacuum. It doesn’t; there’s not some one-way hypodermic 
needle from the tube to people’s brains. But it’s a preposter- 
ous comment that television is just another appliance. Pre- 
posterous on the face of it. 

Q: What kind of impact does television — and the 
rest of the mass media — have on our society? That 
is to say, who cares if other folks get off on watch- 
ing sitcom bimbos and cop-show thugs? 

A: The effects of television are contradicto- 
ry. Politically and economically, it’s a conser- 
vative force. Think about the incessant mes- 
sage that consumerism equals freedom, that 
people should resign themselves in the face of 
political problems and just kick back and tune in 
the Home Shopping Network. The realm of debate is 
very narrow on television. So voices on the left — which 
are the voices I’m concerned about — get left out. 

On the other hand, socially and culturally, television’s 
been a liberal force. There always this message about toler- 
ance, tolerance, tolerance, right? Television has helped 
people accept the notion of family as being more than 
white mom, white dad, two white kids, and a dog. . . . 

But I also think television fails to portray African 
Americans at all well. When I say “welfare moth- 
er,” what do you think? You think of a black 
woman, don’t you? Well, turns out there are 
millions of women on welfare out there who are 
white, who are poor, who live in rural areas. 
The television stations aren’t near them. . . . 

Basically, television makes people stupid, and 
it encourages people to be stupid. It encourages 
us to value emotions over intellect. It celebrates 
anti-intellectualism at every turn. I think television makes 
people dumb and knee-jerk about stuff, and I think we 
should all care about that. 

Q: But can you make the pro-choice folks’ argument: if 
you're against abortion — or in this case, TV — don’t 
have one? 

A: Television does not reflect reality. None of the 
mass media do. Television exaggerates, magnifies, dis- 
torts what’s going on in society. Some stuff gets 
an enormous amount of play. Some stuff gets 
almost no attention at all. For example — 
and I can give you lots — television pro- 
motes this cult of individualism as opposed 
to cooperative action. TV looks for leaders. 
It wants to identify the spokesperson, the 
star. We see that so much that it’s very hard to 
get a sense from watching television how people 
do or can cooperate to affect social change. We 
don’t see people working together. We just get sort of 
the lone hero who does business with God. 

Also, let me turn briefly to MTV or the Baywatch bimbos. 
Even now, 25 years after the women’s movement, it’s still 
hard to find a lot of positive images of women on TV. You 
know, I think about my daughter, not even what she watch- 
es, although obviously I think about that a lot. What are her 
friends watching? What is her experience in high school go- 
ing to be when she’s surrounded by kids who haven’t had 
this feminist bitch-from-hell media-critic mom, right, who’s 
been interacting with her at every turn about the media? 
What happens when they believe still that girls are sex ob- 
jects, that girls should keep their mouths shut because if 
they don’t they’re not feminine? That when a girl is raped 
she’s asking for it? There’s a lot of sewage on MTV that 
still reinforces all this stuff. And it affects my daughter di- 
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rectly because it affects how people 
look at her. 

Q: You've surely heard the stats: 77 
percent of Americans say they're very 
concerned or fairly concerned about 
violence in the media; 70 percent say 
they’re concerned about sex. Eighty 
percent want warning labels on 
records; two out of three favor restric- 
tions on what’s shown on TV. What 
do you make of this? 

A: Across political parties, there’s 
this feeling that we’re living through 
and experiencing the decline of 
American civilization, that the US is 
going to hell in a handbasket, that it’s 
over for the country. People feel that 
there’s anarchy in the cities. That 
poverty is so out of control nobody 
can fix it. That the work ethic is dead. 
That mutual respect among people is 
gone. That everybody’s just a selfish, 
narcissistic bastard looking out for 
number one. That politicians are dit- 
to, ditto, ditto. . . . This particular is- 
sue captures that zeitgeist. It’s Rome 
before the fall, and all we’re doing is 
watching skyscrapers and helicopters 
blow up in the movies. 

Actually, it’s part of a real fear. I 
really do think that there is too much 
gratuitous violence in American pop- 
ular culture. It coarsens our public 
tastes and sensibilities, and it con- 
dones violent solutions to problems. 
Not just among criminals, but among 
everybody. Television cultivates a 
penchant for quick, simple solutions 
and a really vindictive attitude toward 
criminals: we should just kill them. 
In part, I think, this idea helps legit- 
imize the government’s violent solu- 
tions to things like Waco. You know, 
“Oh well, what are we going to do? 
Maybe we should go in there with 
tanks....” 

Q: Vibe music editor Danyel Smith 
claims that “the assumption that sim- 
ply because Notorious B.1.G. raps 
around gunfire in a song, people are 
going to run out and shoot stuff up is 
insulting and tired.” Do you agree? 
A: There’s this whole debate 

now: does television make 
people violent? If you watch 
a particular act in a partic- 
ular movie are you then 
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Susan Douglas on.. .

This 
whole Lisa Marie/Michael Jackson interview 
that she did was unbelievable journalistic 
pandering to a corporate public-relations 
firm. . .. | think she’s been very successful at 
portraying herself as being a very educated, 
cultured woman who's above all the rest of 


us. But I'll never get over the fact that she 
went to Nixon’s “Western White House’ 
and helped the president sort out his papers 
after Watergate.”

“There was this whole debate: did Con- 
nie Chung lose her job because she was a 
woman? The answer, | think, is that she did 
and she didn’t. People seem to forget that 
Dan Rather tried to increase ratings back 
in the '70s by wearing these red sus- 
penders and cardigans and doing all these 
things about appearance. . . . Besides, Con- 
nie was the one assigned to go stake out 
Tanya and Nancy, not Dan. She was locked 
into certain feminized themes. . . . At the 
same time, she made some real mistakes. | 
think the Gingrich interview was just a dis- 
aster. ‘Come on, just between you and 
me.... 

The problem is, when appearance re- 
mains so important for women journalists, it 
keeps out some women who are perfectly 
attractive women but who aren't the con- 
ventionally model-pretty types. Look at 
Nina Totenberg, She’s not a beauty queen, 
but she looks fine. And she’s real smart. 
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fied by many women’s magazines and 
music critics as primitive, as jungle 
music, that the lyrics were suggestive 
and encouraged young people to do, 
you know, the wild thing. Groups like 
Duke Ellington’s had to have the titles 
of their songs cleared by radio cen- 
sors to see what kind of double enten- 
dres they included. During this peri- 
od, one of Bessie Smith’s biggest hits, 
“Empty Bed Blues,” was banned in 
Boston for being too suggestive. At 
the same time — late ’20s, early 30s 
— there was a big censorship drive in 
Hollywood to tone down the hedo- 
nism of film. Mae West, by her third 
or fourth film, had a censor on the set 
at all times because she would ad-lib 
these very funny double-entendre 
lines. The Hearst newspapers went 
after her like crazy. 

So we’ve had these cycles of censor- 
ship. Most of them have been about 
sex. Most of them have targeted three 
groups: women, African Americans, 
and the left. Almost every time it’s led 
to some kind of self-censorship where 
the institutions themselves, like the 
movies, set up something rigorous and 
ridiculous like the Hayes office. So I 
think we’re going to see some kind of 
self-censorship again. But in some 
ways, that’s even more draconian than 
government censorship, as has been 
proved in the past. 

Q: What of Bill Bradley’s righteous 
notion that average American TV- 
watchers should start writing letters to 
the friends, family members, personal 
trainers, whomever, of their most-hat- 
ed TV moguls? 

A: You know, it’s a nice dream. But 
people barely have time to write one 
letter to somebody who pissed them 
off. Unless you’re retired, or you’re 
single, have no children, and living on 
a trust fund, you know, who’s got 
time for this? And the V-chip? Clin- 
ton’s dreaming. Most Americans still 
can’t program their VCRs. How are 
they going to figure out how to pro- 
gram a V-chip so that at nine o’clock, 
when Billy Jack comes on, the kids 
can’t see it? 

Of course there is evidence that 
nonviolent programming — I don’t 
want to use the word “wholesome,” 
because it’s such a revolting word, 

















going to go out and com- 

mit that same act on some- 
body? I don’t think that’s 
the interesting question, or 
even the right question. I think the interesting ques- 

tion is, what happens when you have the same story told 

over and over and over again? In the mass media that 
story is: there is an obnoxious bad evil person, or an ob- 
noxious bad evil problem personified in the face of a per- 
son. The way you get rid of it is simple: you shoot the 
sucker. This story gets told to us constantly. So it’s not 
so much that watching a particular film will then make 
you go out and commit a particular act — although 

we've certainly heard plenty of accounts of that. 
There’s this whole culture and mindset that’s culti- 
vated. 

Q: Oliver Stone called Dole’s now-infamous at- 
tack on Hollywood “the ’90s version of Mc- 
Carthyism.” Is this fair? 

A: [Laughs, then pauses.] Well, Stone’s never 
been known from shying away from hyperbole, ei- 
ther in his comments or in his work. 

But . . . yes and no. I do think that there is a kind 
of McCarthyism going on. It’s not direct or explicit, but the 
Republicans are trying, with some success, to shape a pub- 
lic discourse so that certain things are inadmissible. It used 
to be that, if there was any suggestion that you were a 
communist in the 1950s, you lost your job. Now it’s if 
you’re a liberal. . . . 

Actually, though, I think that the much more opera- 
tive term here is hypocrisy. The unmitigated gall of 
someone like Dole — who wants to repeal the ban 
on assault weapons, who hadn’t even seen Natu- 
ral Born Killers — to target particular movies, 

almost all of them produced by Time Warner, 

because Time Warner donates money to 

Democrats, that’s outrageous. Sheer chutzpah. 

This is about money. It’s about targeting Holly- 
wood, which helped put Bill Clinton in the White 
House. Sure, Dole’s trying to get the right wing of 

his party to think he’s really as rabid as they are, inau- 
gurating these culture wars that Pat Buchanan fervently 
advocated in "92. But Dole’s targeting of rap music — 
much of which actually tells the truth about living black 
under white patriarchy — without saying anything 
about some of these other hideous white bands. . 
Guns N’ Roses is a homophobic, sexist group as far as 
I’m concerned. Dole’s being out-and-out racist. I don’t 
think people have really nailed him enough on that. 

Q: The hot solution to mass media amorality seems to be 
shaming execs into making more-ethical, less cash-savvy 
decisions. It sounds weirdly Puritan. As if Big Brother 
found religion. Can it work? 

A: This issue is really difficult. I don’t have any good 
answer to it. But we have to put this in historical context. 

There have been so many drives in the 20th century to 
censor pop culture. When jazz first came out, jazz was vili-

but you know what I mean — sells. 
Some of the kids’ movies have been 
very, very successful. Still, any movie 
mogul is going to tell you, “Excuse me, would you please 
look at the box office for the last five years? Here’s 
what’s done well: Lethal Weapon, Lethal Weapon 2, 
Lethal Weapon 3, Die Hard, Die Hard 2, Die Hard 3, 
True Lies. . . . These are the big blockbusters. The bigger 
the car chases and the bombs, the better. People do go to 
see violent thrillers in part for catharsis. I’ve watched a lot 
of this stuff. I haven’t killed anybody . . . yet. 

Q: So why the debates? Culture reflects society, right? 
As Katha Pollitt put it, “for a violent society, violent 
amusements.” To what extent is this media morality- 
play just a way for politicians to make like they're ad- 
dressing the country’s larger problems — teen pregnan- 
cy, senseless violence — without actually confronting 
anything? 

A: Well, it’s smart politics for Dole to go to Holly- 
wood and take on “the nightmares of depravity,” which 
is what he calls it, while back in Washington the real de- 
pravity is going on. There are efforts to eliminate the 
National Endowment for the Arts, the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities. There are efforts to cut PBS. 
To have only the most punitive welfare system. To deny 
health care, decent food, a decent standard of living to 
millions and millions of children in this country. There 
are efforts to build more prisons instead of trying to in- 
tervene with kids when they’re little, and really support 
their mothers and their families with day care and jobs. 
There are cuts to the EPA laws, selling off the wilder- 
ness to corporate developers. Entire deregulation of the 
communication industry — “let’s just give it to Cap 
Cities and to Disney. Regulation, schmegulation.” All 
this stuff. The efforts to eliminate affirmative action. It’s 
all bad. It’s all bad. 

Now, what are people an authority on, House Regu- 
lation No. 1498 or True Lies? Cops they see. Congress 
is removed... . 

In addition, given that we’ve had all this talk about 
“values” — I’m doing a Republican speech here — the 
real problem in the African-American community isn’t 
discrimination. It isn’t job opportunities. It’s that the 
girls just want to get pregnant. The guys desert them. 
They don’t have good values. They’re not watching 
Donna Reed. There are enough people in this country 
who feel like, “I work hard for a living. I do this and 
that. I didn’t start off with much, yet here I am in my 
little house. What’s the matter with them?” Enough 
people are completely ignorant about the real pattern of 
real legal racial discrimination in this country that has 
really made it not possible for people to borrow money, 
at a bank, and to start a business and do all this other 
stuff. People are easily convinced that values are the 
problem, that the media are the problem, as opposed to 
public policy. Q

ate Murphy’s holding a foot-long 
rubber penis in his hand. Drunk 
on cheap beer, he sits on the hot 


cement as the sun beats down. 
“Wanna see my dick?” he 


yells. 


One kid grabs it, starts pound- 
ing it against the sidewalk, say- 
ing he’d like to beat the shit out 

of somebody. Mike, tall and wiry with 
glasses, hangs the dirty pink thing from his fly and walks 
through crowded midday Harvard Square. 
“I got it from some girl this morning,” Nate tells anyone 
willing to listen, “after I fucked her for four hours.” 
He’s 18, with a green mohawk, dirty Misfits T-shirt, ring 
through infected bottom lip. His words are hostile, obnox- 


ious, menacing. 

“I might have to kill you,” Nate 
tells me at one point and laughs. At 
another point, he refuses to talk 
unless I buy him a 40, or at least 
hand over change for beer. I say 
no. He keeps talking. 

Tells me about getting kicked 
out by his parents, his school, and, 
finally, his grandmother. Been 
bouncing from couch to couch for 
two weeks, he says, drinking and 
smelling bad. 

Then, when I’m about to ask all 
the whys, Mike and the rubber pe- 
nis return. Nate yells. 

“Wanna see my cock?” 

This is the performance, the 
boozed-up punk thing. It’s as 
much a part of the Pit — the 
sunken plaza bordering the Har- 
vard Square T entrance and Out of 
Town News — as the pavement on 
which street kids, suburban hip- 
pies, and skinheads gather. 

From a distance, they’re spoiled 
teenage suburbanites and doped- 
out delinquents. They smoke, 
drink, and look mean, and we fall 
for the show. Because it’s easier to 
look away than to contemplate 
what got many of them out here 
scrounging for food and a place to 
sleep. They don’t look like home- 
less people, we think; they’re just 
kids. As if the 20 to 30 kids — 
some as young as 14 — who pretty 
much live on the street aspire to 
this dirty circle of cement. 


homes — and stretch into drugs, sex, and every- 
thing teenagers like to experiment with. Only these

Looking for something 


Anita, a divorced mother of four from 
Somerville, sits on a cement wall at the edge of 
the Pit waiting for her son. He's part of a 
prominent group around here: runaways. Justin 
— 14 years old, 115 pounds — had been fight- 
ing with her before he left on August 2, a cou- 
ple of days ago. He’d been mixing with a new 
crowd and trying to avoid curfews and chores. 

Anita keeps a tight rein on her kids. Not al- 
lowed out after dark, and, if they do go out, she 
expects regular check-ins. Too much for Justin. 

Now she spends |3 hours a day hanging 
fliers and searching the city, centering on Har- 
vard Square, where he’d been hanging out. 

At midnight, without her son, Anita walks 
away from the Pit.

On Saturday night, August 12, Justin called 
his mother and said he was walking back. 

“When he came home, | told him I’m really 
glad he’s here and | love him. Then | told him | 
can’t change the rules,” Anita says. “I’m not 
going to say, ‘Look, you can do everything you 
want, just please don’t run away.’” 

Anita remembers the Pit. 

“It’s terrible,” she says. “You want to take 
the children home with you. They’re looking 
for something, like my son is. 

“| can tell you this much. | have a different 
son than | did when he first left. It’s an I-don’t- 
care attitude. You look at him from across the 
room and know he’s not with you.”

“I would like to live at home,” says Mike, who 
stays with his parents in Waltham when they’re 
getting along. (This summer, they’re not.) “I 


Two days after our first meeting, Mike and Nate 
hardly remember me. (That’s how drunk they 
were.) It’s early afternoon, and we walk over to a 
pizza place near the Pit. Nate complains about 
how flat his Pepsi is. Mike, 18, inhales two slices 
of cheese. A Blues Traveler song comes on the ra- 
dio, and they make fun of it. We could be hanging

A steak.” He laughs. “But I really 
do like being out. It sucks when it’s 
pouring rain and it’s cold and 
you’re spare-changing and all you 
can do is eat Ramen noodles, but 
it’s fun. You’re not working for 
anybody, you’ve got no responsibil- 
ities to anyone but yourself.”

Friday night, the Pit’s full. Sub- 
urbanites sneaking cigarettes, 
townies looking for fights, a punk 
girl puking in the gutter. Some are 
just passing through, squatters 
from another city. Others are re- 
cent runaways who even if they get 
back home will be out again soon. 

“What connects everyone is that 
there’s nothing left,” says Chris, 19, 
who started coming down here six 
years ago. “Your home fell apart, 
your school fell apart, and you’re 
here to meet some happy people 
who you find aren’t that happy.” 

Chris’s friend, a 16-year-old who 
doesn’t give her name, says the 
bond is what attracts so many dif- 
ferent groups to one place. A vibe 
very much like a high-school cafete- 
ria: gutterpunks (heavy drinkers 
who like to play in bands and yell at 
Jesus freaks); homeys (considered 
the toughs); hippies (think Dazed 
and Confused); alternateens (exem- 
plified by a kid in a Pantera shirt 
hanging down to his ankles); goths

(black lace, face paint, and nicknames like Fang); and skin- 
heads. This last group is harder to figure out. One skinhead 
wears a REMEMBER PEARL HARBOR T-shirt; another says he 
stands for the working class, patriotism, and brotherhood. 
(“What kind of patriotic American would call himself a 
Nazi?” he says defensively.)

Jaz is short, pudgy, and 18. Her head’s shaved except for 
a few clumps of hair stuck in different directions with 
Elmer’s glue. She doesn’t give her real name, saying Jaz is 
how she’s known. I meet her when she walks into the Pit 
just past noon and asks a punk with a yellow mohawk for a 
friendship kiss. He complies. 

“I was seeing this guy, and he just used me for sex,” Jaz 
tells him in a tone you might use to talk about the weather. 

Thing is, nothing’s private for Jaz. She talks about the 
two days they had together, sleeping on the ground and 
thinking about the future. He told her they’d save enough 
money to get off the streets, get a house, and start a family. 
And she bought it. 

“I actually believed him. That’s the scariest thing. I actu- 
ally believed him.” 

Someone walks up with half a steak sub. Jaz takes a small 
bite, chews slowly, and rubs her jaw. A friend got raped the 
other night, and Jaz confronted the guy afterward. Kicked 
him and he punched back, full-fisted, right in the face. 

Now, talking about love and life, Jaz explains her secret 
for keeping her spirits in check. Pretty simple, she says, 
just never expect a thing. No job, no boy, no warm bed. 
But even after four years on the street, the heart plays 
tricks on her. 

“I promised myself I’d never fall in love. I fell in love with 
him. Mentally, in about 15 minutes, I won’t give a shit,” she 
says, as if she’s trying to convince herself. “I’ve learned not 
to care.” 

Her mother used to beat her. So at nine, Jaz ran away 
with the help of an older cousin. At 11, because of the 

















abuse, she went into therapy to relearn how to talk. By the 
time she turned 15, her cousin was in jail, leaving her to 
fend for herself. She also started using heroin and coke. 
Now 18, she says she’s going to New York to see some 
friends as soon as she’s got enough for a bus ticket. There, 
she’ll squat in abandoned buildings or sleep outside. Any- 
place is better than here. 

“It’s like watching a huge-screen television. You keep 
trying to change the channel, and it never works. Noth- 
ing ever changes.” 

As she starts to talk about 
depression, how she won- 
ders if she'll make it 
through the winter, we’re 
interrupted. A fight’s bro- 
ken out, and Jaz, like all the 
kids, scuttles onto a cement 
wall to watch.

The fight takes place’on a 
bright weekday afternoon. 
Seems a black kid new to 
the scene has been pushing 
around a younger boy the 
homeys watch over. An old- 
er homey named Juan, 
shirtless and with a goatee, 
tells him to stop. The black 
kid talks back. At 3:43 p.m., 
Juan pounces. 

In front of the Cambridge 
Savings Bank, he punches 
the black kid in the face, 
throws him to the pavement. The black kid, face bleeding, 
doesn’t fight back. Doesn’t even throw a punch. Strangely, 
though, he keeps coming. 

“Why don’t you get out of here, you nigger,” Juan yells. 

He swings his bag at the kid’s face. Tosses him down 
again. 

“Fuckin’ faggot,” Juan yells. “Now you’re going to stay 
down.” 

Shannon Carroll, self-proclaimed King of the Pit, 
stands close to the fight, as if he’s in charge. At first, it 
looks like he’s going to break it up. He doesn’t. When a 
couple of punks walk over, Shannon sends them back to 
sit with the other kids. They retreat sheepishly, and the 
beating continues. 

Finally, Juan leaves. The black kid, bloody and looking 
ashamed, sits alone. 

“T'll die for some things, but I just met that kid,” Mike 
says, explaining why he didn’t get involved. “Shannon I’ve 
known longer and respect more. He knows what’s going 
on.” 

What about defying him — breaking the fight up without 
Shannon’s blessing? 

“Every single kid would have jumped on my ass,” Mike 
says. “It’s like mutiny. I’ve seen people not be able to go 
back to the Pit after jumping in on something.” 

“I love Shannon,” Jaz says, as if that explains everything. 
“He’s like my older brother.” 

Mike tells about a fight earlier this summer when a mid- 
dle-aged drunk guy wouldn’t stop grabbing girls. 

“We told him to get the fuck out of here — that’s the 
first thing we do — and he swung at one of us and 
missed.” 

They beat him. Down on the ground, the middle-aged 
drunk guy and the black kid made the same mistake — 
they got up. In the Pit, once you’ve lost, humility is the dif- 
ference between a finished fight and another round. 

“The best thing to do in a shit-beating is stay down,” 
Mike says. 

That night, I ask Shannon about the fight. 

“The kid had no common sense, and that’s how you 
learn it,” Shannon says. “If it had looked like Juan was go- 
ing to go over the line, it would have been stopped.” 

Things are quiet now. Shannon’s sitting with a friend, a

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clean-looking suburban girl who helped him drive home a 
drunk kid earlier in the night. 
“By the way,” he says, “that was a real small fight.”

The first thing Shannon Carroll, 18, says when you meet 
him is that he’s clean. As in soap, not dope. He lives with 
his mom in Medford, shaves his head every morning, and 
works twice a week at Bertucci’s. 

Not everyone calls him the King of the Pit, but, after three 
years there, he has more influence than anybody. Younger 
kids look up to him. Punks pass- 
ing through catch on. Homeys 
respect him. New arrivals ask 
him where the drugs are. 

In the Pit, Shannon sticks out. 
Not because he showboats, mix- 
ing tough-guy talk (“I don’t like 
the look of that kid, I think I’m 
going to fuck him up”) with al- 
most sensitive-man admissions 
of vulnerability (“I constantly 
worry that somebody’s not go- 
ing to like me and challenge me 
and I'll lose”). He’s special be- 
cause he works, plans on going 
to college, and takes 
great pride in his appear- 
ance and reputation. He’s 
also media-sawvy. He tells 
me his dad’s in prison, 
then asks a friend, “Does 
that make me sound like 
a real dysfunctional, 
cracked-out kid?” 

“No,” the kid answers. 

“Good,” Shannon says, 
“put that in.” 

Shannon pushes the Pit 
as salvation. A place 
where kids can find the 
love and security they’ve 
never had at home. He 
pulls up his left pant-leg 
to show off a homemade 
tattoo. It is of three runes 
— ancient Germanic symbols representing friendship, love, 
and strength. In the last year, about 60 other kids have giv- 
en themselves the same tattoo with India ink and a sewing 
needle. 

Shannon talks about the power in the Pit community. 
How last summer a cop took away a kid’s bongo when he 
wouldn’t stop playing, and how everybody, outraged, began 
to pound on poles, trash cans, and anything within reach 
until the sound boomed. He remembers people staring from 
Au Bon Pain. 

“It felt great. I loved it. It was amazing — like something 
you’d see in a book,” he says. 

Shannon also talks about sex, boasting of a three-day 
orgy last year with 24 kids at a house in Cambridge. 

“This is a very sexually active place. The people care 
about each other. It’s not just fucking,” he says. “It’s more 
exploratory because everyone’s trying to figure out the sex 
thing.” 

Through all of his talk — and seemingly good intentions 
— it’s important to remember something. 

He’s 18 and doesn’t have all the answers. 

I ask Shannon whether it’s dangerous that he’s got so 
much influence in the Pit. 

“It’s scary that any one person can have control over oth- 
er people,” he says. Then adds, “I like it. I mean, I wouldn’t 
like it if anyone else was in that situation.”

Annelisse has been coming down to the Pit for the drugs. 
She’s a striking girl in a red sundress, 16, long brown hair, 
a mix of Chinese, Portuguese, and Caribbean blood.

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Escape from the pit 


Somehow, when it was almost too dark to see, Emma 
got out. She’d held everything in for so long. The beatings 
in a cramped apartment, eyes watching her undress in a 
basement room, and a constant need to fit in, which, af- 
ter a while, made her want nothing but to stay in bed. 

“Complete desperation,” says Emma, 20, explaining 
how she ended up at Bridge Over Troubled Waters, a 
Boston-based organization that provides everything from 
free medicine to drug education for young people. 

Emma, the name she’s known by in the Pit, grew up 
on Army bases, moving wherever her alcoholic father 
was assigned. When he wasn’t asleep on the couch, 
he’d be beating his wife or, if they tried to intervene, 
his daughters. Things got no better after a divorce. 
Emma's older sister abused her, just as her father had. 
And her mother’s creepy boyfriend would spy on 
Emma, then in junior high, undressing. Her room had 
no door. 

“My whole life | couldn’t put my finger on what was 
wrong,” Emma says. “It’s just that | didn’t know any other 
way.” 

By the time she enrolled at Emmanuel College two 
years ago, Emma was thinking about getting away from 
her family, now in Andover. The Pit, where she’d been 
hanging since high school, became more attractive. 

“| assumed | kind of fit in there,” Emma says. “It had a 
certain magical quality.” 

Every day was a different look — from goth to punk to 
alternative. And, starting last summer, every day was an- 
other drug. Depressed, she dropped out of Emmanuel 
last winter. 

“| wanted to sleep all day and be out all night and not 
do anything else.” 

Emma moved into an apartment in East Boston with 
some other kids from the Pit, a scene that quickly turned 
to chaos. Faceless people flowing through the apartment, 
drugs everywhere, housemates accusing each other of 
stealing acid from the freezer. 

She hit bottom one night in March. She was tripping, 
sitting in IHOP and knowing she had to go to her job at 
Store 24 the next morning. A friend who had gotten 
clean walked in, and, at that moment, Emma realized how 
much she wanted to be like him. She has not done drugs 
since. 

Emma knew about Bridge from the street counselors 
around Harvard Square. So she called. Now, she pays 
$200 a month to live with 15 other people in one of the 
organization’s alternative homes — a church rectory in 
the South End. She works at a music store and is looking 
to go to massage-therapy school. 

“When | was living in East Boston, | could barely afford 
to eat. Now I'm thinking about going to school,” Emma 
says. “There’s hope. There was never hope before.” 

Even though the number of kids who never get help is 
staggering, Ron Wooley, a street-work coordinator at 
Bridge, says Emma’s not the only local success story. 

About 40 kids graduated from Bridge’s high-school- 
equivalency program this year. 

“These kids are intelligent, resilient, and capable of a 
lot,” says Wooley, 25. “There’s always going to be kids 
out there, but there’s always going to be kids coming 
through the doors taking steps — even if they're little 
steps. 

“There are no kids I’ve worked for that I’ve thought, 
‘This kid’s gone.’” 
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drug at least once,” she says, here from Florida studying 
film at BU this summer. “Each is different. They’re all very 
extreme experiences.” 

She looked for heroin her first night. A kid took her from 
the Pit to a junkie in a nearby park. The junkie showed her 
how to do heroin, from mixing it with water on a spoon to 
shooting up, but for some reason she decided not to try. In- 
stead, on another kid’s advice, Annelisse took a dozen 
Marezine pills. The over-the-counter motion-sickness med- 
ication was “the best thing in the world,” she says. 

On this night, Annelisse comes to Shannon looking for 
acid and doesn’t realize a reporter is sitting next to him. 

“You didn’t hear that, did you?” Shannon asks me. 

Why, I ask him a couple hours later, does a kid who 
prides himself on looking out for others find drugs for a 16- 
year-old he hardly knows? 

“I figure it this way,” Shannon says. “I know where there 
are safe drugs. And she’s obviously tripped before. She 
could go somewhere else and get bad shit and get fucked up 
real bad. 

“If she can’t handle it, I would feel guilty or I would help 
her out,” he says. “But I wouldn’t feel that I turned her on 
to it.” 

Drugs are big in the Pit. Smoking pot and drinking are 
the most popular — they’re easy — but acid, and even 
heroin and coke, is within reach. For many of the kids, it’s 
nothing new. 

“I’ve seen drugs in suburbia. I’ve seen drugs in boarding 
school. I’ve seen drugs here. I’ve seen drugs in New York. 
There’s no difference,” says Justin Kruge, 19, a former Pit 
regular who now lives in New York. 

Meghan — or Buffy, as her friends call her — is 15, five 
feet three, with green eyes and freckles. When she came 
down here last summer, she had long brown hair. Now, her 
head’s shaved, and she wears a dog collar and a nose ring. 

Since February, Meghan’s run away from her parents, 
been put in a foster home, run away from her foster par- 
ents, and been arrested for living illegally in New Hamp- 
shire. She’s also dropped out of two schools. Meghan says 
she doesn’t do drugs anymore because she threw up from 
heroin and doesn’t want to get hooked. She also tells about

Just past noon, he pulls out a plastic Crystal 
Palace bottle and pours a vodka and coke 
into a mug. 

He and Carmine, a guy in his mid 30s 
with no front teeth and an open shirt, sleep 
on the Cambridge Common. They’ve gotten 
to know the kids. 

“One night this summer, a girl comes 
over and asks if she can sleep near us. You 
know, she felt better in numbers,” says 
Johnny Mac. “She’s sleeping there, and I 
say, ‘Come on, I got my kickstand out, and I 
can’t roll over.’ Then she says something 
that really bugged me out: ‘Don’t try any- 
thing, Dad.’” 

Johnny lives off a disability check: $592 a 
month for depression and alcoholism. His 
parents divorced when he was 11 or 12, and 
his dad had a nervous breakdown.

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Davio’s Café flirts with fusion 


and comes up ultra-hip 


by Charlotte Bruce Harvey 


here’s something about a 

makeover that’s both ap- 

pealing and disturbing. 

You know, Glamour re- 

creates a perfectly-nice- 
but-ordinary-looking girl as a striking- 
sophisticate-with-clothes-and-haircut- 
to-die-for. It’s like listening to a new 
release from Madonna: you can admire 
the artistry, but, if you’re at all philo- 
sophically inclined, you begin to won- 
der. Who is she? What’s her real self 
like? Does she even have one? Then 
you shrug. Hey, who cares? Fashion 
can be fun. 

That’s the sense you get at Pacifico, 
the hip new incarnation of 
Davio’s Café in Brookline 
Village. Last March, 
Davio’s closed up shop for 
three weeks and underwent 
a flurry of renovation. Out 
the door went the restau- 
rant’s low-key 1980s Ital- 
ian style and in came a 
truckload of Asian art. A 
tiny sushi bar set up shop 
next to the regular bar. A 
gilt Buddha was enshrined 
in an alcove. Day-Glo fish 
took up residence in over- 
sized tanks. And high on 
the trompe I’oeil masonry 
walls went an army of what 
look like Southeast Asian 
masks. 

On the tables at Pacifico 
are two cruets — one for 
olive oil, the other for soy 
sauce. You can order sashi- 
mi or spaghetti; sake or 
pinot grigio. Pacifico’s menu 
is pan-Asian, with a heavy Italian accent 
— it’s more con-fusion than fusion — five 
or six different restaurants under one roof. 
Reading the menu is like opening Pando- 
ra’s box — a semiotic nightmare. Asian 
dishes, marked with a yin-yang symbol, 
come with rice; Italian dishes, marked with 
a little Italian flag, come with pasta. You 
can order them appetizer-sized (big) or 
full-sized (bigger). It’s enough to cause a 
migraine. Unless, of course, you’re 
ravenous from waiting, in which case you 
order like a mad person and take home a 
week’s supply of leftovers. 

If you can finagle a seat at the bar, you 
can watch the bartenders, Tom Cruise- 
style, concoct multicolored drinks and 
banter with the sushi chefs; the Pacifico 
Punch is a fishbowl-sized drink (for two, 
the menu says, $9.95) containing about a 
quart of fruit juice, spiked with generous 
shots of vodka, Southern Comfort, and 
amaretto. On top goes a flotilla of paper 
parasols and fruit speared with cocktail 
Stirrers. 

The sushi scene, too, is more about 
show than fine dining. “Best of Boston, 
rock ’n’ roll sushi, five years in a row!” 
boasts head sushi chef Fumiharu Hirose 
of his tenure at Gyuhama. The fish is pre- 
cut (it would have to be, given the volume 
he and an assistant produce), and some 
pieces of tuna and yellowtail tasted a little 
fishy on a recent visit. Jae Chung, of In- 
man Square fame, consulted on Pacifico’s 
menu, and his fans will recognize the in- 
joke “designer rolls” on the menu, which 
would make a sushi stickler cringe. The 
Rocco’s roll, for instance, “was eclectic, 
now Italian.” The Davio’s roll “was Ital- 
ian, now Pacifico.” And the East Coast 
Grill roll ($6.25) contains grilled eel, cu- 
cumber, and lettuce, “with Chris’s famous 
hot chili sauce” — actually it’s not bad,

though the Inner Beauty sauce over- 
whelms the delicate taste of eel. 

But smoked salmon in sushi? Mayo? 
The Three Mile Island roll ($6.25) was 
surprisingly inspired: cooked yellowtail 
with hot sauce. Combination platters 
come under the heading “For Party Ani- 
mals”; $75 will get you a “Party Boat III” 
— 60 pieces of sushi plus four maki rolls. 

The Korean pancake ($7.95) was a 
good appetizer choice, an unleavened 
wheat pancake flavored with scallions, 
tiny shrimp, and crab; it was fried in oil, 
sliced into pizza wedges, and served 
with a spicy sesame-oil dipping sauce. 
Presented on a vibrant hand-painted 
plate, it proved very diffi- 
cult to resist. 

Alex’s pad __ thai 
($10.95) was fresh and 
light, with crisp mung- 
bean sprouts, a hefty scat- 
tering of shrimp, and ten- 
der chunks of chicken 
breast. For a dinner spe- 
cial this summer, pad thai 
came laced with snow-pea 
sprouts, asparagus, and 
shiitake mushrooms, top- 
ping the whole with two 
tempura-battered soft- 
shell crabs ($21.95). The 
crabs were fat and super 
fresh, although the batter | 
was a little heavy. Another | 
Thai special ($19.95) 
combined half a lobster, 
striped bass, squid, mus- 
sels, cherrystone clams, 
and incredibly delicate 
scallops in a gingery broth 
over noodles with basil 
and vegetables. It was a feast. 

An immense bow! of sticky rice and pic- 
ture-perfect mussels came in a heady, rich 
coconut-and-saffron-flavored broth 
($11.95; the appetizer size might be easi- 
er to finish), smothered with julienned 
vegetables, mint, and chive blossoms. 
Scampi Italian-style ($14.95 for dinner) 
over spaghetti was just as generously por- 
tioned and beautifully presented, but the 
tomato sauce was harsh. Lemon slices 
looked pretty fanned out on the pasta but 
they imparted an odd, bitter flavor. And a 
couple of broccoli florets, a single hot red 
pepper, and olives just seemed misplaced 
on top of the pasta. 

Pacifico is quieter at noon, and the Ital- 
ian selections on the lunch menu seemed 
to work better — especially the sand- 
wiches that come on focaccia. One partic- 
ularly good choice combined Bel Paese 
cheese, grilled chicken breast, arugula, 
and pickled hot red peppers ($6.50). An- 
other matched asparagus spears with a 
silky grilled portobello mushroom, fonti- 
na, and watercress ($5.50). Both come 
with thick steak fries. 

Pacifico’s desserts fall into the high- 
concept camp. Strawberry sushi ($6.50) 
with plum-wine sauce sounds awful and 
is. A créme brilée special ($6.50) paired 
two custards — one chocolate and the 
other flavored with peppery baby ginger 
— in a hazelnut cookie crust. The tastes 
were intriguing, but the chocolate was 
overly dense and the crust tough. A 
peach-blueberry crisp ($5.95), though, 
was irresistible, with a pistachio topping 
and a scoop of ice cream flavored with 
lemon verbena. 

There’s nothing subtle about Pacifico; 
It’s extravagant, and the energy. is infec- 
tious. The food may not please purists. But 
who cares? It’s a lot of fun. Q

Last year local artist Cynthia von Buhler founded a new record label. But 
instead of taking the usual indie-label route of starting small, with low- 
budget vinyl 45s or a modest CD featuring an up-and-coming local band, 
she went all out and put together a beautiful compilation that featured 
mostly local bands and a rather extravagant booklet of specially commis- 
sioned artwork. Instead of trying to turn a profit, von Buhler decided 
she’d turn the proceeds over to the AIDS action committee. The result 
was Soon, a musical and artistic statement that launched Castle von 
Buhler records, which plans to release the follow-up, Anon, in October. 
“I had no idea what I was doing when I began putting together Soon,” 
recalls von Buhler. “The artists donated their work and the bands paid their 
own way, so I knew I didn’t want to make any personal profit. | wanted to 
money to go to the AIDS Action Committee. But I didn’t know anything 


about things like distribution. So it was difficult, but it all worked out fine. We found a domestic and a 
European distributor and I’ve been sending the AIDS Action Committee checks every couple of 


months.” 


Von Buhler had hoped to raise $10,000 with Soon; she estimates she'll end up with only $4000. 
But the relative success has given her the confidence to make the next one an even bigger deal. Anon, 
which is slated for release in the first week of October, is a two-disc compilation that features bands 
from as far and wide as England, Canada, and New York, as well as a healthy helping of local acts. 
Lisa Germano, a critically acclaimed singer/songwriter with two releases on 4AD, is the disc’s high- 
est-profile performer. The other 29 tracks run the gamut from the hip indie rock of NYC’s Cake-Like 
to the techno experiments of Eardrum, who are a side project of Cranes guitarist Mark Francombe, 


to the dream pop of Boston’s-own sirensong. 


“I didn’t want people to think that Castle von Buhler was just a goth label,” explains von Buhler. 
“Soon had mostly goth-style bands, so I wanted this one to have a broader focus. One of the Anon 
CDs is mostly indie-rock bands like Cake-Like and Edsel from DC. The other disc is mostly techno 


bands like Eardrum.” 


As with Soon, each track on Anon will be accompanied by art. The proceeds will benefit the AIDS 
Action Committee. But this time the fundraising will be more specialized. “We're starting an 
artist/musician fund through the AIDS Action Committee, which means that any artists or musicians 
who are AIDS Action Committee clients can apply to receive a portion of the proceeds.” 

Castle von Buhler will celebrate the release of Anon with shows at the Middle East and T.T. the 
Bear’s Place on October 6 and 7. Information about the label’s projects is posted on the World Wide

The 11th annual Boston Film Festival kicks 
off next Friday, bringing its usual complement 
of early screenings of the notable independent 
and art-film releases of the next 12 months, as 
well as a touch of Hollywood glamor and what 
is traditionally the year’s best party, on open- 
ing night (sorry, invitation only). This year’s 
festival is also special because it marks the 
opening of the Kendall Square Cinema, the 
metro area’s new nine-screen art house and 
the first new movieplex to open here since the 
Fresh Pond nearly a decade ago. A selection of 
first-run indie films and festival screenings 
will open the new theater on September 15. 
Opening-night movies include Drunks, a 
drama set at an Alcoholics Anonymous meet- 
ing starring Faye Dunaway, Richard Lewis, 
and Spalding Gray, and Open Season, a satire 
about the cultural upheaval that results from a 
TV-ratings slip-up that declares PBS the 
nation’s most popular network. That film’s 
writer/director/star Robert Wuhl (Mistress, 
Cobb) will be on hand, as will Drunks stars 
Dianne Wiest and Christopher Lawford.

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Punk populists 








Rancid aim to change 
the world, not the music

t’s now been over a year since the 
classic punk sounds of Green Day, 
Offspring, and Rancid broke into 
the mainstream, and the punk re- 
vival is still going strong. Few if 
any of the bands involved seem to have 
much interest in breaking new musical 
ground. The first single from Rancid’s 
new... And Out Come the Wolves (Epi- 
taph) could almost pass for an outtake 
from the Clash’s second album, Give ‘Em 
Enough Rope. Offspring’s Batman Forev- 
er soundtrack cover of the Damned’s 
“Smash It Up” is a note-for-note reading 
of the original’s rousing blast. Stiffs, Inc., 
a young New York City four- 
some, just released a debut 
disc, Nix Nought Nothing 
(American), that could pass as 
a Buzzcocks tribute . . . except 
that Stiffs, Inc. wrote every one 
of the disc’s 13 tuneful, 
revved-up tracks themselves. 
And Green Day’s Billie Joe has 
yet to supply a reasonable ex- 
planation for that faux British 
accent he probably picked up 
from listening to too many old 
punk records. 

You can fault these new 
punks all you want for their 
lack of innovation, accuse them 
of slavish imitation of some- 
thing that’s long since past, 
even threaten a copyright in- 
fringement lawsuit on behalf of 
Mick Jones and Joe Strummer. 
But you’d be missing the point. 
Today’s clash-city rockers 
aren’t here to change the music 
— they’re here to change the 
world, or at least to fulfill punk 
rock’s destiny as populist mu- 
sic, postmodern folk for the 
disaffected masses. It’s a mis- 
sion that the class of ’77 never 
had a chance to complete. 
Back then punk was too damn 
scary, too different, too unruly 
to advance beyond the fringes. 
No surprise that it mutated 
into the stylized cool of ’80s 
new wave, something harm- 
lessly weird or, at best, subtly 
subversive, but certainly not a 
rancorous threat like the origi- 
nal fire and fury. Punk sure 
seemed dead to the world for a 
time there. At the very least, 
buried. 

The boys in Rancid probably 
wouldn’t agree with that read- 
ing of history. To the group’s 
founders, Tim Armstrong and 
Matt Freeman, punk was very 
much alive and kicking, as an attitude, a 
style, and a calling in life, back in the mid 
’80s, when they formed Operation Ivy 
and took Berkeley’s Gillman Street Pro- 
ject by storm. And it was very much alive 
for a certain underage Billie Joe Arm- 
strong (no relation), who stood in line to 
see Operation Ivy on many an occasion 
and eventually recorded one of their 
songs (“Knowledge”) on Green Day’s 
Slappy EP. Armstrong played one gig as 
Rancid’s second guitarist before mo- 
hawked six-stringer Lars Frederiksen 
joined in 1993. Punk wasn’t particularly 
popular outside a small circle of friends 
back then, but it was just waiting for a 
window of opportunity, and for bands 
like Rancid, Green Day, and Offspring to 
smash it up. 

Those are Rancid’s roots, and they’re 
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damn proud of that, thank you. They 
gave a shit about the music and about 
their world, drew inspiration from the 
class of ’77, and, yes, even paid tribute to 
their heroes. They still do. “Here it 
is/Here I am/Turn it up fuckin’ 
loud/When I got the music I gotta place 
to go/Radio Clash/Magnificent 7,” Arm- 
strong sputters and barks like a young, 
raw-throated Strummer on the frenzied 
“Radio” from 1994’s Let’s Go (Epitaph), 
which has sold close to 500,000 copies to 
date. Yeah, sometimes Rancid sound a 
hell of a lot like the early Clash, and 
they’re damn proud of that, too. 

“It doesn’t bug me,” says Freeman. “I 
love the Clash and I’m glad we’re getting 
compared to them and not some other 
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band. I think there are valid comparisons, 
and then there are some people who have 
read that we sound like the Clash so 
many times that they’re just jumping on 
the bandwagon. The truth is that the 
Clash never played the kind of stuff we 
do in a lot of ways. I mean, look at the 
tempos on Let’s Go. The Clash never 
played anything that fast.” 

True enough, . . . And Out Come the 
Wolves starts off sprinting with the 
charged “Maxwell Murder,” a brisk agen- 
da setter that celebrates the tuneful veloc- 
ity of East Bay hardcore punk and warns 
about a local drug dealer. “Maxwell can 
tell he’s in hell/He just wants you to visit 
him there,” scowls Armstrong in that gut- 
tural voice reminiscent of Strummer’s 
ranting “Julie’s Been Working for the 
Drug Squad.” 
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By the second song, “The 11th Hour,” 
the music and the tempo are also recall- 
ing the Clash, as Armstrong and Fred- 
eriksen throw their guitars into a synco- 
pated riff resembling “Clash City Rock- 
ers” and Armstrong asks earnestly, “Do 
you know where the power lies?/And 
who pulls the strings?” There’s even a 
subtle hint of the reggae rhythms that 
were so much a part of the Clash and a 
charged Chuck Berry solo that screams 
Mick Jones. 

Elsewhere, Freemen and Frederiksen 
chime in Jones-style with the line 
“There’s something wrong” behind Arm- 
strong’s fractured tale of a city of the 
dead in “Lock Step and Gone.” Punk 
poet Jim Carroll’s voiceover in “Junky- 
man” recalls Allen Ginsberg’s collabora- 
tions with the Clash on Combat Rock. 
And though the pure rock-steady ska beat 
of “Time Bomb” — tightly propelled by 
drummer Brett Reed — has its roots in 
the wound-up groove of the Specials, 
Rancid use it to slide from punk to ska 
and back to punk the way the Clash did 
on songs like “Rudie Can’t Fail.” 

Of all the punk bands currently on the 
commercial scene, Rancid are most un- 
abashed about their roots. Add their retro 
appearance — the occasional mohawks 
on Armstrong and Frederiksen — to the 
equation and they begin to look a lot like 
the Stray Cats of punk. The analogy may 
not be that far off, but punk is a very dif- 
ferent beast from rockabilly. For one 
thing, punk had a strong political and so- 
ciological subtext and, more often then 
not, a hefty bit of dogma attached to it. 
For another, the class of ’77 punks really 
weren’t all that popular, and their succes- 
sors in the ’80s were downright ignored. 
The songs the Clash managed to get on 
the radio — “Train in Vain,” “Should I 


Stay or Should I Go,” Rock the Casbah” 
— were hardly classic punk in form or 
content. Rancid scoring a hit with “Salva- 
tion” now is the equivalent of the Clash 
hitting the Top 40 with “White Riot” in 
1977. 

Rancid have managed to remain punk 
in spirit and form even as they’ve risen to 
from the all-ages circuit to the main- 
stream. As the 29-year-old Freeman puts 
it, “I’ve been into punk for a long time. 
It’s what I know and what I like. When I 
first started out, it was just a place you 
could go and bands you could see with all 
these other freaks around. I was a freak 
and I didn’t have any fucking friends. So 
it helped me with alienation, and I think I 
still feel alienated in a lot of ways. That’s 
part of what punk is about, but it’s also 
about doing shit yourself and getting a 
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WHAT’S THAT SMELL: it’s the Ciash, more than teen spirit, that scents Rancid’s retro sound. 
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band like my first outfit, Operation Ivy, 
and touring in a car and making it hap- 
pen. I still think we are doing it that 
way.” 

Rancid won’t be touring in a car or a 
van this fall. You can bet they'll have at 
least one big custom bus. They’re still on 
an independent label, but with Offspring, 
Rancid, and on-deck bands like Penny- 
wise and NOFX on its roster Epitaph 
isn’t the underdog it used to be. Rancid 
did turn down a highly publicized $1.5 
million bid from Epic last December — 
an experience that inspired the anti-in- 
dustry slant of “Disorder and Disarray” 
and “The Way I Feel” on the new disc. 
(If I were still looking for Clash parallels, 
then “Complete Control” would do the 
trick here.) But Rancid’s no came only 
after the group carefully considered their 
“options” — options that the Clash, who 
were on a major label from the very be- 
ginning, never had in an era where being 
on an indie label guaranteed obscurity. 
And let’s face it, the kind of punk the 
Clash played was meant to be heard 
round the world. 

“Things are a little different now,” 
Freeman admits. “We’re on Epitaph and 
the radio. But we didn’t make that hap- 
pen. It just happened. And we'd still be 
around if it hadn’t. A lot of it has to do 
with Green Day and Offspring, two 
bands I think deserve a lot of credit for 
working really hard. We’re not trying to 
hide anything and I think that’s part of 
the reason that people like these bands. 
It’s an honesty issue. You know, here we 
are, this is what we fucking do. We try 
really hard and people respond to that.” 

Rancid’s new album explodes with an 
earnest energy that never lets up. The 
band make no apologies for their style, 
their haircuts, their roots, or their poli- 
tics, which often refer to 
the broad socialist lean- 
ings of the Clash. And 
they shouldn’t, because 
as folk music, punk rock 
is a form that can and 
should be plundered, re- 
cycled, and reinvigorated 
by anyone with anything 
vital to say about their 
world. In Rancid’s case 
that means. broken 
homes and kids on the 
street (“Roots Radi- 
cals”), drug addiction 
(“Daly City Train”), and 
finding some salvation at 
the end of the day 
(“Journey to the End of 
the East Bay”). 

“I think it is roots mu- 
sic,” Freeman explains, 
“Whether it’s ska or 
rockabilly or punk. It 
comes from the heart. I 
think that’s what made 
early rock and roll so 
fucking good. Everybody 
remembers the fat Elvis, 
but if you go listen to his 
old fucking records he 
was a fucking punk, he 
was nuts, he was fucking 
crazy, man. He had all 
these country guys play- 
ing all fucking fast and 
shit. I think our music is 
in the same vein and I’m 
proud of that.” 

The punks of ’77 end- 
ed up paralyzed by the 
paradox of having to 
fight a system of values 
that they were part of 
and that wanted no part 


the ’80s, punk had gone 


prided themselves on be- 
ing anti-commercial. But 
Rancid are coming of age at an odd time, 
when success doesn’t have to equal artis- 
tic compromise, when you can stand by 
your values and still make a buck — and 
a difference. The music’s the same as it 
was two decades ago, but the masses are 
finally starting to listen. And Rancid have 
risen to the challenge. 

“Maybe it’s because none of us came 
from money,” Freeman concludes. “But 
we feel lucky to have an audience and 
damned if we’re going to take it for 
granted and complain about it. There are 
new pressures, and that situation with 
Epic was pretty fucked up, but anytime I 
do catch myself complaining I just drive 
down to the truck rental where I used to 
wash trucks and I look where I used to 
be. That always puts things in perspective 
for me.” Q

pair of bands must be 
mentioned in connection 
with Klover: Gang Green 
and Green Day. The first 
because Gang Greeners 
Chris Doherty and Brian Betzger put to- 
gether Klover. The second because Feel 
Lucky Punk (Mercury), Klover’s debut, is 
loaded with just the sort of skuffed-up 
power punk that opened a billion minds 
to the joys of snotty songcraft and made 
Billie Joe & Co. rich young men. 

The irony is that though the Gang 
Green link will pique local fans’ curiosity 
because of that band’s renown as hard- 
core party favorites and as 1986 WBCN 
Rock ’n’ Roll Rumble winners, Klover get 
their flavor in large part from newcomer 
Mike Stone, who does songwriting and 
vocal (and guitar) duties. Stone has a gift 
for snapping youthful surliness into smart 
rhythms; over and over he comes up with 
nifty little zingers that cut straight to the 
bone. 

“Our Way,” the disc’s opener, supplies 
the perfect credo for a life — or a night, 
at least — of bouncing off walls and be- 
ing disaffected and disgusted. One sec- 
ond before the opening gnarl of guitars 
gets into gear, Stone’s on a rant: “We’re 
the radiation generation/When we were 
born I wish I’d known/Mom and Daddy 
got the meat/And we got the bone.” 
Putting the blame on someone else is al- 
ways a pleasure, and Klover do it with 
relish. The song rips and bounds down 
that happy path between tunefulness and 
lawlessness. Or as Stone explains over 
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proud. Yet someplace beneath all the 
grousing, you know hope lurks. In the 
thrashy “Building a Wall,” the world is 
putting up barriers, not some alienated 
young squirt. Alienated young squirt 
wants in. And “Beginning to End” is full 
of flat-out exuberance: “All the years have 
not been kind, but I’m ready to 
explore/Cuz I want to experience a hun- 
dred million more.” 

Stone expresses nicely this yearning to 


plunge headlong into life, but it’s tempt-

the phone, “It’s punk rock enough to 
keep those people satisfied, and it’s rock 
and roll enough where we won’t scare 
anybody.” 

Feel Lucky Punk is loaded with similar 
bits of brattiness. In “Sandbag,” Stone 
complains about being. stuck in 
“nowhere’s land,” where everyone’s the 
same, where everyone’s to blame . . . ex- 
cept him. The sweet part is that, in the 
end, Klover’s cynicism is way too 
overblown to be serious. Their songs 
have an edge of parody that 
speaks of a self-opinion low

San Francisco’s Jawbreaker 
push the punk envelope

f you want to get an idea of how 

broad the idea of “punk” has be- 

come in rock, take a listen to Jaw- 

breaker. The six-year-old San 

Francisco—based trio show a taste 
for the same kind of tuneful ’80s hard- 
core that has influenced the likes of 
Green Day. There’s the lyric earnestness, 
the speed and the guitar overdrive, the 
great hooks and harmonies. Lead singer 
Blake Schwarzenbach even has a touch of 
the Brit-punk accent favored by Green 
Day’s Billy Joe. But on their major-label 
debut Dear You (DGC, in stores Septem- 
ber 12), Jawbreaker offer flavors distinct 
from Rancid’s retro-Clash tribute, or a 
Stiffs, Inc. Buzzcocks remake. Amid the 
punk beats and speed you can hear Beat- 
les harmonies, ’70s-guitar-rock two- 
chord breaks, even some tasty bits of mi- 
nor-chord dissonance and free-form bass 
lines reminiscent of those other punk 
rock descendants, Sonic Youth. 

So what does “punk” mean to Jaw- 
breaker, who have put together three pre- 
vious indie albums since before taking the 
big step into the major-label unknown? 
“I’ve had to think about it a lot,” 
Schwarzenbach says on the phone from 
his San Francisco home, “because that’s 
what we’re coming out of, and because 
we’ve really been supported by that scene. 
But it’s so varied in every city. And it’s 
been around so long that it has no real 
face to it. It means all styles of music, and 
it’s mostly about business, really, how 
you do your business. But I wouldn’t 
characterize us as a punk band.” 

The big model for how to do business 
in the punk world is, of course, DC’s 
Fugazi, the resolutely self-produced, self- 


distributed “for the kids” band of low con- 
cert-ticket and CD prices and no middle- 
men or giant corporate superstructures. 
They and the Dischord label they grew out 
of were an early Jawbreaker inspiration. 
“We were totally into Dischord,” says 
Schwarzenbach. “We thought everything 
that came out on Dischord was great — 
and usually it was. They did create a pretty 
exceptional model for doing everything 
yourself and proved that it can be success- 
ful and work. And I’m still amazed by that. 
I think a lot of other bands and labels took 
that to heart and made it 
work in other cities.” 

Fugazi remain an inspira- 
tion for their music as well 
as in terms of business. “Ev- 
ery story about them is 
about their business. But 
meanwhile they put out 
these wild albums that I 
think are equally uncompro- 
mising from an artistic 
standpoint — and to me 
aren’t even that political. 
How the record is brought 
to you — how it’s made and 
recorded — might be. It’s a 
statement. But what’s actu- 
ally in the record is just peo- 
ple being free and kind of 
out there in the way they 
write and compose. I’m al- 
ways excited when some- 
thing comes out from them 
because you know that 
they’re going to push them- 
selves. Even if you’re not 
into it, you know they’ve 
worked so hard on it and 
that they take it seriously.”

ing to imagine Doherty singing that par- 
ticular song when you recall some of the 
bleakness in his past. “I was married for 
the latter years of Gang Green,” he ex- 
plains. “Me and my wife had a child and 
then the marriage failed miserably. When 
that happened I abused myself with drugs 
and alcohol for about a year and then re- 
alized that wasn’t what I should be doing. 
I should be playing music. And I got back 
into it. Thank God I lived through the 
drugs and alcohol.” 
Doherty does miss being center- 
stage — “but I’m proud of the 
music we play. I know that it’s 


either. It looks at love relation- 
ships, friendships. But every 
song, no matter how intimate, em- 
bodies broader social observations. “Bad 
Scene, Everyone’s Fault” is a punk party 
song that empathizes with generational 
angst even as it wryly mocks it (“I went 
to a party last night/ What sick things I 
saw/Makeout sessions and bicycle mes- 
sengers/ Punks and _ art-school 
dropouts”). Despite the album’s balance 
and its intelligent avoidance of self-righ- 
teousness, the thrilling opening cut, 
“Save Your Generation,” earned a nasty 
swipe from Spin for displaying an unac- 
ceptable level of self-consciousness. 

“I was kind of taken aback,” chuckles 
Schwarzenbach about the Spin piece. “I 
thought, ‘Well, maybe you should review 
the record first instead of kind of rip- 
ping apart this song that’s not even out 
yet.” Schwarzenbach says it was the 
one song on the album where he went 
“straight at” the kind of message he usu- 
ally avoids, having been motivated by the 
deaths of friends and acquaintances in 
the band’s circle. “There was this period 
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a band that we all contribute to. I would 
rather be singing, but that was a decision 
we all sat down and made. If someone 
can do the job better than me, there’s no 
reason I should let my ego stand in the 
way.” 

“Back in Gang Green I pretty much 
did everything. Me and Brian [Betzger, 
drummer in Gang Green and Klover] did 
collaborate a little, but for the most part I 
wrote everything. By everyone doing it 
together, the songs come out better be- 
cause everyone has their input, and it 
keeps the band happy.” 

Doherty dismisses the rumor that 
Klover got signed before having a gig. “I 
don’t know if you could say that, if you 
consider the roadwork me and Brian did 
with Gang Green, which was seven years 
of playing nonstop. I got signed to a solo 
deal. And I brought Brian along because I 
wouldn’t do it with anybody else besides 
him, after all we’d been through. Then we 
hooked up with Darren [Hill; bass] and 
Mike. So a gig wasn’t necessary for me to 
be signed because of the work I had done 
in the past.” 

One of the coolest songs on Feel Lucky 
Punk is Klover’s straight-ahead take on a 
Boston punk classic, the Real Kids’ “All 
Kindsa Girls.” How’d the band decide to 
cover it? “There were a lot of options and 
that was the one Alec Peters [former 
Gang Green manager and Mercury A&R 
guy] and I thought would be the best,” 
Doherty answers. “We had a La Peste 
song, a Neighborhoods song, Mission of 
Burma [‘Academy Fight Song’], Del Fue- 
gos [“The Longest Day’], the Outlets. We 
had a tape of about eight or 10 local 
songs.” 

As far as Doherty’s goals for Klover, 
right now they’re pretty modest. “We 
hope to be on the road by September Ist 
[they play New York’s CMJ convention 
on September 7], seeing how they sold 
the house we [he and Stone] are living in. 
And we have no place to live. We’re leav- 
ing to go to California on the 28th [for a 
PolyGram convention and a few shows], 
so we gotta be out of here this week. We 
hope to be on the road long enough that 
we don’t have to seek a permanent resi- 
dence until we can afford one.” Q

e took beatings so that 
guys could run around 
with their green hair,” 
recalls Mike Ness, So- 
cial Distortion’s leader 
for more than 15 years. “So I have mixed 
feelings about the punk revival. I have this 
thing about people waiting until something 
| is acceptable. And it’s not just punk. Like 
| tattoos: I started getting them when I was 
17 for purely anti-social reasons. Now that 
it’s cool I have mixed feelings about it. On 
| the other hand, these 17-year-olds should 
| be able to do the same things we did. And 
| I’d much rather hear Green Day on the ra- 
| dio than classic rock.” 
In 1982 Social Distortion, a foursome 
| from Fullerton, California, released Mom- 
| my’s Little Monster — a disc that has just 
| been just re-released by Time Bomb, along 
with 1988’s Prison Bound, the early singles 
compilation Mainliner (Wreckage From the 
Past), and a video of the 1982 film Anoth- 
er State of Mind. Mommy’s Little Monster, 
with its cover drawing of a skeleton seated 
in the ruins of a house watching an atom 
bomb explode on television, and its clarion 
tunes of alienation, was one of dozens of 
American albums that affected a makeshift 
scene of misfit American punks in the 
80s. 

Social D initially borrowed from Eng- 
land’s class of ’77. Ness, who’s since 
styled himself as a ’50s greaser, wore bold 
smears of black eye make-up and the 
ripped-up clothes of an anarchist/an- 





tichrist. He even sang with a British 
accent, delivering each anthemic 
tune with his own huskier, nasal in- 
terpretation of the Johnny Rotten 
sneer. But his songs were rough- 
hewn pages torn from the chaotic 
life of a disaffected son of So-Cal 
who had learned to channel his 
alienation into pointed verse, 
melodic choruses, and loud, ener- 
getic powerchords — and to piss 
off the powers that be with green 
hair and tattoos. 

Almost a decade and a half later, 
the title track of Mommy’s Little 
Monster still rings true with lyrics 
that could be describing the riot 
grrris: “Her eyes are a deeper 
blue/She likes her hair that color 
too/She can even wear a dress/But 
that doesn’t mean she’ll ever con- 
fess.” The disc’s music has aged 
well too, its punk pop a rough 
blueprint for today’s Offsprings, 
Green Days, and Rancids. But Ness 
is still conflicted about the spread 
of a new punk that mirrors the old. 


form, but the frayed feelings behind 
it are complex. 

“People ask us all the time if we’re still a 
punk band and it’s a difficult question,” he 
points out. “I answer, ‘Yes, but we’re a 
whole lot more.’ Punk to me is an atti- 
tude, a dissatisfaction with the 
way that things are. If you’re 
calling these new bands punk, 
you have to look at the atti- 
tude.

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The birthplace of punk gets a 
lift from Civ and Stiffs, Inc.

t seems logical that a New York 
hardcore revival should be in order, 
given the success of old-school 
punk bands like Rancid and Off- 
spring on the West Coast. Although 
New York’s CBGB’s was the uncontested 
birthplace of punk rock, during the ’80s 
the focus shifted to Los Angeles and 
| Washington, DC. But now Civ, whose 
members played lead roles in New York’s 
| vibrant (if overlooked) hardcore scene, 
| and Stiffs, Inc., a group of trans- 
planted Philadelphians residing in 
Brooklyn, are out to rewrite a little 
history. For Civ, the object is to 
spread NYHC’s rituals and realities 
outside the boroughs. Stiffs, Inc. 
| have found in the Rotten Apple the 
embodiment and inspiration for their 
| noir fantasies — the perfect base 
from which to act out punk’s nega- 
| tions all over again. 
Rising from the ashes of late-’80s 
NYHC heroes Gorilla Biscuits, Civ 
put out a seven-inch single, “Can’t 
Wait One Minute More,” on Revela- 
| tion Records (which released Gorilla 
| Biscuits’ albums as well as material 
by Quicksand and Sick of It All); it 
ended up on their new Set Your Goals 
| (Lava/Atlantic) and made an unlikely as- 
| cent to MTV’s Buzz Bin. True to Civ’s 
| roots, most of the songs on Set Your Goals 
| are done up in the old-school NYHC style: 
| an open-ended, angular chord progression 
| without resolution works as a motif, which 
| the bridge and chorus either speed up or 
| slow down, creating riffs built for muscle 
and speed, not vanity. But Civ’s most sub- 
stantial development shows up on a hand- 
| ful of shout-along anthems — “So Far, So 
| Good . . . So What,” “United Kids,” and 


“Choices Made” — that reclaim for 
NYHC some of the melodicism that’s been 
absent for the past decade. 

With those melodies, they’re bringing a 
message Gorilla Biscuits helped hone in 
the straight-edge enclave of the latter ’80s 
— positivity. When the Sex Pistols said 
they didn’t know what they wanted but 
they knew how to get it, they were talking 
about anarchy. When Civ make the state- 
ment, their advice is more like what you 
might hear from your high-school guid- 
ance counselor: set goals for yourself, 
don’t take no for an answer, if you fall off 


the horse, dust yourself off and get back 
on again. It’s a do-gooder message “for 
the kids” — serious business in the NYHC 
scene, where formative experiences at 
CBGB's all-ages matinees are referred to 
in religious terms — that can get kinda 
corny. But it’s also meant as an antidote to 
the hippie-burnout-slacker ethos that 
Green Day and the Offspring have fash- 
ioned into narcissistic celebrations of 
boredom, anomie, and low self-esteem. 

If Civ are shouting “Yes, you can,” 
Stiffs, Inc. are having none of that. If you 
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Cheap Trick and give it an edge. That’s 
where I draw the line and say, yeah, that’s 
a catchy tune, but there’s more to it for 
me.” 

That “more” turned out to be less for 
Social D as Ness led a changing line-up of 
the group back to the gnarled roots of 
punk on 1988’s Prison Bound. While 
hardcore headed in the direction of more 
speed, volume, and metal (“That wasn’t 
my scene — it seemed punk went the 
wrong way”), Ness revealed the music’s 
lifeline back to country and blues.

didn’t know better, you probably wouldn’t 
even recognize them as American — they 
mimic the Buzzcocks right down to the 
tight, nasal strain of Whitey Sterling’s 
British accent, low-mixed guitars, and the 
quick crisp snap of the snare drum. The 
first words on their debut, Nix Nought 
Nothing (Onion/American), are a summa- 
ry dismissal: “I don’t believe in New 
York.” Possessed of an utterly despotic ni- 
hilism, Stiffs play it like they mean it, even 
if their Jack-the-Ripper-meets-the- 
Damned shtick winks, “Just kidding.” 
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or Muddy Waters or some of those crazy 
fucking rockabilly cats of the ’50s like 
Billy Riley. It had the same raw, primitive 
energy and style. So many people 
thought we were trying to be like the 
Stray Cats, but I saw a definite connec- 
tion between the ’50s hood and the punk 
rocker.” 

The Time Bomb reissues come at a 
time when a lot of people are looking to 
put some perspective on the meaning and 
the new vitality of punk. The Adam 
Small/Peter Stuart documentary Another 
State of Mind, which 
follows Social D and 
Youth Brigade on a 25- 
city DIY tour in the 
summer of ’82, reveals 
the volatile combina- 
tion of blind devotion, 
camaraderie, and alien- 
ation that it took to 
sustain punk through 
the Reagan ’80s. It of- 
fers a candid look at a 
leaner, spiky-haired 
Ness finding his voice 
as he writes the song | 
“Another State of 
Mind” on stops along 
the way and offers ad- 
vice like “Most guys 
don’t know how to 
wear make-up.” (The 
film also features excel- 
lent footage of DC’s 
seminal Minor Threat 
in action.) And it pro- 
vides a setting for 
Mommy’s Little Mon- 
ster that presents 
Ness’s punk rock, just 
like all honest folk mu- 
sic (and like the music of Green Day and 
Rancid), as a very real, emotional reaction 
to the world in which he lived. 

“That film shows a lot of broken homes, 
a lot of anger, and a lot of kids from 
fucked-up backgrounds venting their frus- 
trations,” is how Ness puts it. “That’s not 
all that punk is, and it’s not a prerequisite. 
But it’s what paved the way for a lot of 
what’s happening now.” Q 


As the album’s title sug- 
gests, Stiffs are on their way 
to a negation that encom- 
passes the spirit of the Sex 
Pistols. “Everybody’s got 
nothing,” Sterling sings at 
one point. On “Generation 
Crap,” it’s No Future, again 
(“My generation is an empty 
lifeboat out to sea”). On 
“Chelsea”: “I don’t believe 
in Gandhi/A dead Indian 
dissolved in the sea/And I 
don’t believe in Adolf/A 
dead little German, for what 
it’s worth.” Dead culture, 
dead symbols, dead people 
— a lusty pop-culture ob- 
session with oblivion and 
immortality Stiffs mock on 
the morbidly anthemic 
“Blown Away Baby.” “I 
learned when I was just 
17/To be forgotten was a bit 
obscene,” Sterling sneers. “I 
want to be your blown away 
baby, I want to be your dead 
sweetheart.” 

And when he taunts you 
on the last song with a mock-chipper 
“Goodnight!”, it sounds as if he were truly 
gone for good — after all, where do you 
go from nowhere but nowhere, or obliv- 
ion? It’s a question everyone thought had 
been settled when the Pistols exploded, 
Sid OD’d, and the Ramones became re- 
dundant. But it’s far from a dead issue for 
a whole new generation born since 1977. 
For an 18-year-old in 1995, the original 
punk explosion — a spark in the night 
that blew limits and expectations to pieces 
and provided an opportunity for reawak- 
ening and rebirth — exists as history and 
legend. 

It’s that opportunity for deliverance 
from the mundane that each successive 
generation has taken as its birthright since 
Elvis told his Mama it was all right. It 
doesn’t matter that Civ are vintage 1987, 
or the Stiffs vintage 1977. If you were at 
the Hatch Shell a year ago when 50,000 
kids had their say with Green Day, you 
know that those moments of transcen- 
dence aren’t always awarded to the best or 
the most original. You take deliverance 
where you can find it, or where it finds 
you. Which is what Stiffs, Inc. and Civ and 
a whole new wave are offering, if you 
haven’t had the opportunity thus far..-.-

he reason the current punk 

revival is overrated is simple: 

punk rock 95 is a style, a 

marketing niche, something 

as tightly formatted, and po- 
tentially as conformist, as arena rock was 
15 years ago — the only difference being 
that the music’s better. Punk in its original 
form wasn’t really a free-for-all, but it was 
more open to accidents. Think back to 
American punk circa 1980, which pro- 
duced such wildly diverse role models as 
Black Flag, Hiisker Dii, X, and Flipper — 
or in Boston, Moving Targets, Gang 
Green, and Proletariat. Each of those 
bands could be said to embody a style of 
their own; we'll let you decide whether the 
same thing can be said of Rancid, Green 
Day, and Offspring. 

Just something to keep in mind as we 
look at modern-day Boston punk. We can 
at least be thankful that there hasn’t been a 
lot of Green Day bandwagon jumping 
here — unless you count Klover, who are 
jumping a bandwagon that guitarist Chris 
Doherty helped create. And when Doc 
Hopper won the Rumble last year, even 
the group’s supporters likely knew they 
were seeing a spirited rerun — the. band 
admitted as much when they covered 
Gang Green’s decade-old “Alcohol.” 

In town, the main beneficiaries of neo- 
punk are the bands who were getting 
laughed at for doing the same thing a few 
years ago. One such group are the Queers, 
who’ve spent a decade playing it fast and 
stupid because . . . well, because they real- 
ly are fast and stupid. Lucky for a while to 
draw 25 people, they found themselves 
getting headline gigs after Dookie hit. So 
what did they do when they finally had an 
audience? They released a cover version of 
an entire Ramones album, Rocket to Rus- 
sia — a fast and stupid move to be sure, 
but they were having fun and they didn’t 
give a shit. Now that’s punk rock! 

But the kings of the slag heap would 
have to be Mung, who can rightly say that 
they were punk before you were a punk. 
The band’s membership goes back to 
when the whole mess began: drummer 
Walter Gustafson first appeared with the 
then-teenage Outlets in 1980, later playing 
with the Nervous Eaters and Gang Green. 
Fellow Mungers Tom Carnali (guitar), 
Paul Delano (guitar/vocals), and Vinnie 
Natale (bass) have also been stomping the 
boards for at least a decade. Mung weré 
hatched three years ago, when old-school 
punk was among the least fashionable 
sounds in town. And as far as they’re con- 
cerned, things haven’t changed much. 

“We used to play those bills where the 
booking agents stuck all the bands they 
didn’t like that pestered them for shows,” 
offers Canarly, whom we caught with his 
bandmates on the Rat patio last week. 
“Like, we’d end up having the acoustic 
Heretix on the bill.” And the initial reac- 
tion? “Absolutely miserable. Phenomenally 
poor. And we're still being ignored at the 
usual rate. But we’re not bitter, just vio- 
lent.” Still, I recall seeing Mung make a 
strong showing at the Rumble two years 
ago. “Yeah,” offers Gustafson, “that’s 
when the people from the shows where we 
drew eight people showed up at once, so 
we finally got 64 people. That’s called a 
fan base.” “No,” Canarly replies, “it’s 
called people we owe money to.” 

But they did strike up an alliance with 
the Mighty Mighty Bosstones, who were 
looking to start a record label. Mung’s re- 
cent EP, Vow of Poverty, is Big Rig’s first

version of the Bosstones’ Question the An- 
swers and an EP by Dicky Barrett’s first 
band, Impact Unit). According to the Bos- 
stones’ Barrett, Mung have sold a re- 
spectable 2500 copies so far. 

“We picked Mung because we think 
they’re great,” he says from New York. “At 
the time, everybody’s head was spinning 
from Green Day and Offspring, and Mung 
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barely even knew who those bands were. 
They were doing their own thing and it 
seemed honest and real.” As for the label, 
Barrett says it’s a side project between 
Bosstones commitments. But it’s got dis- 
tribution through Caroline, and he’s look- 
ing at other bands, including Providence’s 
Royal Crowns. “It’s just another attempt 
on our part to prove that Boston’s the 
best.” 

In view of the hell they raise on stage, 
the real surprise about Mung’s EP is that 
none of the six songs falls into the dumb- 
fun category. With the lyrics finally audible 
they even sound thoughtful: “Red Light” 
expresses confusion over a friend’s sui- 
cide, “Eye for an Eye” reveals a political- 
protest slant that recalls guitarist Pete 
Mulford’s former band, Last Stand (Mul- 
ford plays on the EP but has since left to 
get married). They play the three-chord 
thrash as if they meant it, same as they 
ever did — and the hulking Gustafson, 
who looks more like a punk drummer than 
anyone I can think of, remains one of the 
steadiest pounders in town. Like all good 
revivalists, Mung breathe some life into 
what they’re reviving. 

Still, the band members don’t necessari- 
ly share, Barrett’s enthusiasm for, Boston. 
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“A couple of weeks ago I went to see a 
San Francisco band called Bracket,” offers 
Delano, “and there were maybe seven peo- 
ple there. I told them I was sorry they 
didn’t draw and they said, ‘That's all right, 
we heard that Boston was a shitty place to 
play.” ” 

“The bandwagon hasn’t really stopped 
here yet,” Canarly adds. “California’s got a 
million punk bands, and you have to look 
hard to find any around here. Personally I 
thought the Green Day record was great — 
I bought it, and it’s not their fault that three 
million other people did.” With Big Rig set 
to release a full-length disc, Mung are car- 
rying on because . . . well, because they 
have to. Any changes in the music they’re 
playing now and what they did 10 years 
ago? “Nope, still the same three chords,” 
says Canarly. “Well, maybe we added a 
fourth. And we thought long and hard 
about that: is that fourth chord a sellout?” 

Meanwhile, on the hardcore front, the 
local circuit is bracketed by a pair of re- 
cent releases. This Is Boston, Not L.A., 
the compilation that broke the ground in 
1982, is getting reissued next month by 
Newbury Comics’ new label, Wicked 
Sounds (the disc was originally on Mod- 
ern Method, also owned by Newbury 
honcho Mike Dreese). Meanwhile Taang! 
has released Boston Hardcore, 
with 13 new tracks by 11 
bands, all recorded between 
1989 and 1991. 
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you’re hearing. And the singer of Only 
Living Witness does a pretty convincing 
Henry Rollins voice. 

Unfortunately, if you’re sick of Rollins 
(my hand’s up), it’s real easy to get sick of 
the many bands he influenced. And it’s sad 
that some of the more interesting influ- 
ences — notably Mission of Burma and 
Flipper — have disappeared over the 
years. That’s why the best track on Boston 
Hardcore is the one that has the purest, 
pre-Flag hardcore sound. Intent to In- 
jure’s “You’re a Fool” is fast, furious, and 
concise, clocking in at 36 seconds. It’s a 
return to the raw energy of old, and a 
marked contrast to the polished metal 
punk of today. Sometimes the best anti- 
dote to punk rock is more punk rock.

A desirable item for years, Boston Not 
L.A. includes Gang Green, Proletariat, Jer- 
ry’s Kids, the Freeze, and the FU’s and 
has been scarce for a decade now; the reis- 
sue will also include session outtakes that 
turned up on the 7-inch EP Unsafe at Any 
Speed. “Hardcore was such a diverse phe- 
nomenon at the time,” Dreese says. 
“There was a pretty eclectic group of peo- 
ple that went to those shows. Now it’s a 
niche that’s pretty well defined and has its 
own rules. It’s a subculture — you’re ei- 
ther hardcore or you're not. At the time of 
Boston Not LA, the Boston scene was on 
the leading edge. What’s out there now is 
definitely derivative of that era.” 

The newer music on Boston Hardcore 
bears Dreese out. Even its best bands 
(Wrecking Crew, Sam Black Church) are 
working within well-defined stylistic 
boundaries. But the unshakable influence 
doesn’t come from Boston: it’s LA’s Black 
Flag, whose 1982 album My War incorpo- 
rated the vocabulary of metal. So when the 
bands on Boston Hardcore cop Black Sab- 
bath riffs — when Crossface’s “Welcome 
the Destroyer” borrows their death & evil 
imagery, or when Eye for an Eye’s “What 
It Means” lifts the chords from “Paranoid” 
— it’s actually Black Flag’s influence

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irque du Soleil is to Bar-

to peanuts. So it’s no 

surprise that, for the cre- 

ators of the Montreal- 
based bedazzlement, it’s an image, not a 
sucker, that’s born every minute. The 
newest Cirque du Soleil orchestration of 
imagery and acrobatics, Alegria, opens in 
Boston September 8, and two of its mas- 
terminds, “vice-president of creation” 
Gilles Ste-Croix and lighting designer Luc 
| Lafortune, were in town recently to talk — 
| in suave, French-accented tones — about 
| the show. To begin with, they maintain it’s 
| quite different from the future- and Felli- 
ni-esque Saltimbanco, which introduced 
| the troupe to these parts in 1993. 

“It’s a very different feeling,” says Ste- 
Croix. “Saltimbanco, if you remember, 
was very bright.” “High-energy, fast- 
paced,” throws in Lafortune. “This show,” 
Ste-Croix picks up, “is a much softer, 
much more melancholic, nostalgic type of 
feeling. Like a poem.” There are, of 
course, similarities among the Cirque 
works, which currently number, in addi- 
tion to Alegria (“rejoicing”), Saltimbanco, 
which is touring Europe, and Mystére, the 
show more or less permanently ensconced 
| at the Treasure Island Resort in Las Ve- 
| gas. All begin with the eye-popping acro- 
| batics that are the backbone of Cirque du 
| Soleil — including, in Alegria, something 
| called “Fast-track,” in which performers 
| flip and sprong from 60-foot-long trampo- 
| lines hidden in the floor. Explains Ste- 
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Ste-Croix and Lafortune 
anticipate Boston Cirque-cess 


Croix of the laborious process by which 
one of Cirque’s unusual fusions of theater 
and circus comes into being: “We have a 
pretty good idea what the acrobatics will 
be, which is the skeleton. That’s what I call 
the base, the skeleton, on which you will 
put the characters, you will put our glit- 
ters.” 

And what metaphysical sequins said 
“glitters” are — a gossamer-meets-span- 
dex array of costumes, masks, musical and 
lighting effects, and strange, beckoning 
personae that sit atop the gymnastics like 
the Juliet of the Spirits performers on a 
tightrope. Both Ste-Croix and Lafortune 
have been with Cirque du Soleil since its 
birth, 11 years ago, from a Québecois 
band of street players who, having ac- 
quired government subsidy and a circus 
tent, set about to become recognized 
artistes. But the pair attribute the Cirque’s 
unique personality to stage director Fran- 
co Dragone, who joined it in its second 
year. 

“The elements were there,” recalls Ste- 
Croix, “but I think they were raw. They 
were limited also by what the operation 
was, which the first year was 13 weeks and 
the second year was maybe 18. There was 
little budget and also little possibility. But 
Franco Dragone came in the second year 
and as a director harnessed this raw ener- 
gy, created the style that has evolved into 
what is now. He brought in the idea of 
creating a theatrical experience with acro- 
batics and with total theatrical elements, 
like set design, costume design, integrated 
into one concept. Because Dragone had 
worked in Belgium with street players and 


he himself had been a street player, and he 


r he saw this as a possibility to bring 
am in a new form of presentation of 
circus.” 

As for the Fellini influence, Ste- 
Croix has this to say: “Well, each 
show creates a world of its own, 
and there are very strong charac- 
ters that are set into the work. And 
is it Fellini or is it Dragone? I 
don’t know which one has influ- 
enced which, since they’re both 
Italians from the beginning.” 

That’s one of many nationalities 
melted by Cirque du Soleil, whose 
traveling shows are like indepen- 
dent, movable city states — com- 
plete with 165-feet-in-diameter 
Big Top, 100-plus-member cast 
and crew, and around-the-clock, 
multicultural kitchen staff. The 
personnel for Alegria include the 
show’s in-house acrobats, 
chanteuses, orchestra, and clowns 
(with origins as diverse as Ukraine 
and Louisiana), as well as specialty 
acts from Russia, China, Hawaii, 
and Mongolia (a pair of 11-year- 
old contortionists). And since it’s 
somewhat easier to train acrobats 
to act than to take your average 
Actors Equity member and teach 
him to dance with flaming knives 
(the specialty of Alegria guest 
artist Lisiate Tuione Tovo), the 
theater pieces must be adapted to 
the personalities of the artists. This 
does not stop Dragone from hav- 
ing his own strong ideas. As Ste- 
Croix explains, “He will say, ‘If 
you give me beautiful people, I 
want such beautiful people that 
they will be weird.’ ” 

But, Ste-Croix adds regarding 
the primacy — and flexibility — of 
concept: “You can have all the best 
hope. But the cast will always be a 
non-actor cast, except for a few 
that have experience. So when you 
have this great idea of having a 
cast that might be really rock-and- 
roll and it ends up that they are 
soft, then the whole concept must 
switch.” Sometimes, you just have 
to go with the flow — or lack 
thereof. Once, Ste-Croix and 
Lafortune recall, laughing, the

larly inexpressive, if supple, Polish 
acrobat. “He was like a stone, real- 
ly cold, really fixed, you know. Franco 
would work with him, and he would say, 
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‘Pelka, you are like a stone, but, boy, | 
you’re a beautiful stone.’ ” 

It takes, according to Ste-Croix, some | 
18 months for a Cirque show to bubble up 
out of the ether of imagination wed to the 
techniques of trapeze and trampoline (and 
that includes seeking talent from as far 
afield as India and Vietnam, where Cirque 
scouts are currently combing the country- 
side for acts for the 1996 production). 
The process, which involves a core cre- 
ative team of eight, is both precise and 
amorphous. 

“The goal is to influence the perception 
of the audience,” explains Lafortune, “not 
so much to dictate an image but to influ- 
ence it. I don’t have the kind of life experi- 
ence and knowledge and wisdom to be 
able to dictate a particular image to 2500 
people in the house. So all that I try and 
do is to convey images that carry the emo- 
tion which I feel and which has been in- 
voked in me at a particular moment, 
whether it be through the music or the 
piece or the staging. I try to carry this 
emotion on stage in my imagery and per- 
haps evoke it for some of the people who 
are sitting in the house. And I find that 
through the use of contrast and color and 
textures I’m able to achieve that more fully 
than if I were using just technical means, 
which you see a lot on rock-and-roll tours. 
What will carry the emotion is how you 
use the technology to create a bigger im- 
age.” 

Not surprisingly, the creators of Cirque 
du Soleil — who include, in addition to 
Dragone, Ste-Croix, and Lafortune, cos- 
tumer Dominique Lemieux, composer 
René Dupéré, choreographer Debra 
Brown, set designer Michel Créte, and 
sound designer Guy Desrochers — have 
developed a symbiotic way of working, 
though hardly one that’s all genius and 
light. One thing they try, collectively, to 
avoid is atmospheric effect for its own 
sake. “We are very critical of each other 
about that,” winks Ste-Croix. “Sometimes 
Luc will say [unveiling a lighting flourish], 
‘Hey, that’s nice — do you like that?’ And 
I'll say, “Yeah, but that’s cute.’ And that’s 
the worst criticism. That means, like, it 
sucks. Sure, it’s pretty, but it didn’t convey 
anything other than beauty for beauty.” 

Ste-Croix sums up: “We try to create a 
very emotionally charged image, which is 
open to interpretation by the public. The 
music, the lighting, the characters that are 
on stage in front of you will convey some 
emotion, and you will feel more than just 
the stunt, more than just scared of some- 
body falling.” Q

Sandra Reaves kicks off the ART’s 
Fall Festival with blues and jazz

his year’s edition of the 
American Repertory The- 
atre’s Fall Festival, tradition- 
ally a forum for new and 
non-traditional theater 
pieces, is especially heavy on music, come- 
dy, dance, and solo performance. Singers, 
dancers, performance artists, monologu- 
ists, and comedians make up most of the 
line-up. 

Big names include previous ART visitor 
Karen Finley, whose notoriety as a choco- 
late-smeared performance artist was ce- 
mented by her notoriety as one of the 
“NEA Four,” who sued the National En- 
dowment for the Arts on 
the grounds that their 
funding was cut for ideo- 
logical and not aesthetic 
reasons. Her latest per- 
formance piece, The 
American Chestnut, will 
enjoy its world premiere 
at the ART (September 
12 through 17). The 
work uses plants and 
their diseases as social 
metaphors. Watch also 
for Finley’s satirical take 
on such worthy targets as 
Martha Stewart. 

Marianne Faithfull, 
whose last album was 
ironically titled Secret 
Life, brings her very pub- 
lic reputation as a weath- 
ered survivor of both 
heroin and the Rolling 
Stones’ inner circle to 
bear on her work. Her 
current show, a cabaret- 
style evening called Don’t 
Smoke in Bed! (Septem- 
ber 19 through October 
1), includes her own hits 
as well as some appropri- 
ately world-weary 
Brecht/Weill tunes and 
other art songs. 

Comic/monologuist 
Reno charges with politi- 
cal fury into Citizen Reno 
(September 17, 18, and 
25), her progressive take 
on the state of the union. 
Winter Circus (September 
12 through 17) is a dance 
work directed and creat- 
ed by local choreogra- 
phers Amy Spencer and 
Richard Colton. ART Se- 
nior Actor Alvin Epstein 
reunites with Robert

Epstein will perform Eh 
Joe, Ghost Trio, and 
Nacht und Trdume, three 
solo pieces Beckett wrote 
for television. 

The festival concludes 
with David Cale and Lisa 
Kron. Writer/actor Cale 
plays all the roles in Lillian (October 3, 5, 
6, and 7), a story about a woman who has 
an affair with a man 15 years younger, 
marries him years later, and then must 
cope when he vanishes. Kron puts a comic 
spin on her own most embarrassing mem- 
ories in 101 Humiliating Stories (October 
2, 4, 6, and 7). 

Opening the festival is a performer who 
combines all its elements: song, dance, 
monologue, comedy, and pathos. In The 
Late Great Ladies of Blues and Jazz, San- 
dra Reaves sings and acts the roles of six 
African-American musical matriarchs: Ma 
Rainey, Bessie Smith, Ethel Waters, Billie 
Holiday, Dinah Washington, and Mahalia 
Jackson. 

Reaves, who wrote and conceived the 
show and has been performing it for 15 
years, thinks of it as a tribute and an act- 
ing challenge, rather than an imperson-

ation or an act of mimicry. In the course 
of wearing these ladies’ clothes, she man- 
ages to channel their voices and spirits. 
“It’s like a little girl playing dress-up with 
the high heels and the feathers and the big 
wigs and the hats and the gorgeous 
gowns. Sandra gets removed for two 
hours. I get to float on a cloud for two 
hours. I feel weightless. My voice does 
things it doesn’t normally do. It’s awe- 
some. It keeps me in goosepimples. Espe- 
cially with Billie Holiday. We are so unlike 
in voice, statue, and skin color. It’s a chal- 
lenge to reach for her. That’s the moment 
in the show that pulls people in the most 
because it takes them by surprise.” 

That sense of possession by these 
singers is what caused her to create the 








show in the first place. When Reaves en- 
tered show business as a teenager, singing 
doo-wop and soul at amateur nights in 
Harlem in the early 1960s, “I was only in- 
terested in the big current hits — Aretha, 
Etta James. I got interested in my ancestry 
very late.” Her career took her to Europe, 
where she was ashamed to discover how 
much more educated European music fans 
were about artists like Rainey and Smith 
than she was. (Too young to have seen 
any of the six perform live, she gleaned in- 
spiration for their visual performing styles 
from film and television clips.) Slowly 
Reaves began to incorporate their songs 
into her act. “I put my R&B show aside 
for a couple of nights and found songs 
that would say something I wanted to say 
about my life.” 

It was a painful process because the 
emotions evoked by the songs and the sad 


lives of their singers touched raw nerves in 
Reaves’s own life, like her never knowing 
her father, or her working in the fields of 
South Carolina as a child, where she first 
learned to sing a cappella to pass the time 
during the workday. “I was not happy,” 
she says of her early versions of Great 
Ladies. “I was not honestly paying tribute 
to them. I was putting my life on the line, 
which is very painful. Finally I moved the 
parts of the puzzle around to make it more 
palatable to myself. This is when the ladies 
became characters and began to talk 
through me as I was making the show, out 
of necessity to remove myself from the 
show. That’s when the show seemed ready 
to sail.” 

She first performed it in 1980 at 
Harlem’s legendary Cotton Club, and 
though she has done a lot of other work in 
the last 15 years — she appeared as a 
blues singer opposite Dexter Gordon in 
Round Midnight, as a music teacher who 
sings the title song in Lean on Me, and op- 
posite Ann-Margret in last year’s TV 
movie Following Her Heart — the ladies 
keep calling her back. “Every time I put it 
aside, it takes on new momentum.” 

These days, happy and ebullient, Reaves 
is finally comfortable talking. on stage 
about her painful past. Her new perfor- 
mance piece, called Bold and Brassy Blues,

features songs by the subsequent genera- 
tion of blues performers (B.B. King, Bo 
Diddley, Big Mother Maybelle) and her 
own stories. “I’ve now grown to the point 
where I can talk about my life, emote about 
it, cry about it, and the audience can relate. 
I don’t just take a song and sing it. I take it 
to where I was in my own life. When I sing 
‘Tobacco Road,’ I remember how hard I 
worked in the fields for $4 a day, and how 
I started singing a cappella to forget how 
hot the sun was. When I sing ‘Drown in 
My Own Tears,’ I think of how I travel all 
over the world and live in great hotels and 
am surrounded by crowds, and I sleep in 
king-size beds, but there’s no king. Many 
people can relate to that.” 

Still, she never tires of Great Ladies. “It 
hasn’t gotten stale. I fall in love with each 
character. An actress gets to fall in love 
with a character for two hours. I only 
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have 15 minutes to fall in love with each 
one, and 90 séconds to get out of each 
character. 

“I have to give a lot of credit to the au- 


dience. I do a lot of interplay with them. | 


That’s what keeps it very much alive. 
Many people still don’t know who these 
ladies are. The music is fresh to the audi- 
ence too.” 

Even if audiences know the music, they 
may not know about the singers’ hard lives, 
especially those of Rainey, Smith, and Wa- 
ters. “I never take the show to a low level, 
even when I’m going through the degrada- 
tion part of these ladies’ lives. I do it with 
honor. I have tailored their language be- 
cause these ladies were quite outspoken. 
They said what they thought and didn’t 
care where they said it. They had to fight 
and struggle for their position. It was a 
man’s world that many of them went into.” 

A white man’s world at that. “Once 
Bessie had to stand toe-to-toe with the Ku 
Klux Klan [members of whom wanted to 


stop a performance]. Where a man might | 


stand back, she said, ‘We have a show to 
do,’ and she must have had fate and God 
on her side. Ethel, they had to smuggle her 
out the back door, out of town one time, 
because she cussed someone out. So I’m 
grateful to them because it makes it a 
whole lot easier for me today.” 

Reaves is also grateful 
to ART audiences, who

he Day the Sun Turned Cold 
sounds like a sci-fi film, one 
that could be the fantasy of a 
lot of heat-prostrated Bosto- 
nians. Actually it’s from an- 
| other genre: tragic Chinese peasant films 
| in the Zhang Yimou vein. Like the recent 


Red Firecracker, Green Firecracker, writ- 
er/director Yim Ho’s The Day the Sun 
Turned Cold bears some similarity to a 
Zhang film (this time it’s Ju Dou instead 
of Raise the Red Lantern) while lacking 
Zhang’s artistry and intensity of feeling. 
Based on a true story, the movie is yet 
another variation on The Postman Always 
Rings Twice, this time adding the twist of a 
son who suspects his mother of poisoning 
his father. The film begins with the grown 
son, Guan Jin, presenting his accusation to 
the police. Given that it’s been 10 years 
since the father’s death, the captain who 
investigates the case is skeptical. When Jin 
is asked why he hates his mother, he says 
that he doesn’t — he loves her. Yim tries 
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OEDIPAL CONFUSION: “Raise a son, you've brought up a resentment,” says Jin’s mother.

to explore the ambivalence of this moth- 
er/son relationship, but his choppy narra- 
tive and his failure to create vivid charac- 
ters limit his achievement. 

The title is accurate in the sense that the 
dominant figure here is the wintry, frozen 
landscape of northeast China; but the im- 
plication that there was a time when things 
were better is misleading. For this family, 
the sun may never have existed. Much of 
the film is a flashback to the year Jin’s fa- 
ther died, when Jin was 14. We learn that 
his mother tried to divorce his father early 
in the marriage but was not allowed to. 
They now have three children, but there’s 
little love lost between them, and they 
barely survive on the meager earnings

from the bean curd she sells in the street. 

When a young, handsome local woods- 
man saves the lives of Jin and his mother 
after they are snowbound (in a poorly real- 
ized, confusing scene), good fortune soon 
becomes fate. His mother falls in love with 
her rescuer, but don’t expect the passion- 
ate reds, oranges, and yellows that sur- 
round Ju Dou’s lovers — Yim’s palette is 
limited primarily to drab blues and grays 
that suit his gloomy tone. After Jin spies 
on a liaison between the lovers and tattles 
to his father, she denies the accusations of 
adultery and tries to bring her husband 
and her friend together. But before that 
can happen, her husband becomes ill while 
eating dinner. He recovers, then succumbs 
after eating yet another meal she prepared 
for him. 

Suspicious of his mother, who then 
marries the woodsman and leaves her fam- 
ily, Jin tries to report her to the police, but 
his childish writing is dismissed. When his 
mother flees from her new husband and 
returns, Jin burns his statement, only to 
lose her again when her husband takes her 
away to care for their baby. 

At this point, Yim returns to the present 
investigation, and the film begins to lose 
its center as the focus moves beyond Jin’s 
memories. Jin tries to get his mother to 
admit that she poisoned his father. She re- 
fuses to admit or deny her guilt, angrily 
telling Jin that when you “raise a son, 
you’ve brought up a resentment.” 

Yim has Jin reconcile with his mother 
and her husband in the oddest of places, a 
karaoke bar, but he spurns a happy ending 
— and destroys the film’s point of view — 
by abandoning Jin’s consciousness and en- 
tering into the painful memories of his 
mother and stepfather (destroying also our 
uncertainty about what happened). If we 
had a better sense of Jin and his mother, 
Yim’s structural problems mightn’t matter 
so much, but both remain enigmatic and 
distant. Tuo Zhong Hua, as the adult Jin, 
and Sigin Gaowa, as the mother, convey 
almost no sense as to why they behave the 
way they do or how they feel about their 
disturbing actions. Ultimately, Yim doesn’t 
seem to know how he feels about them ei- 
ther, so that the film is oddly emotionless. 

What is memorable about The Day the 
Sun Turned Cold is the barrenness of their 
impoverished world and the physical man- 
ifestations of the characters’ frozen feel- 
ings. Hou Yong’s cinematography cap- 
tures the despair in the smoky light of yet 
another chilling blue-gray day, as the 
mother prepares and tries to sell frozen 
bean curd that nobody wants. If it’s relief 
from the heat you want, films don’t come 
much icier than this. Q

Ithough Dreaming of Rita 
means to be a lighthearted 
comedy, Swedish director 
Jon Lindstrém cleverly 
keeps its conclusion, and 
thus the film’s intentions, unclear until the 
very end. Will Rita (Marika Lagercrantz) 
choose her fairy-tale lover and ride off 
with him into the sunset? Or will she re- 
turn to her family, and to all the joys and 
sorrows of everyday life? Riccardo Mon- 
talban and Fantasy Island long ago 
drained any originality from the plot line 
where someone discovers that real life is 
better than fairy tales. Lindstrém, howev- 
er, gets a lot of ambiguity into his film by 
creating characters who can be sympathet- 
ic and warm-hearted one moment and in- 
| tensely dislikable the next. 
| There are actually three Ritas in Dream- 
| ing of Rita. First is Lagercrantz’s charac-

but passionate love affair more than 40 
years ago. Then there’s Hollywood legend 
Rita Hayworth, whom Bob dreams about 
as he watches her movies on a film projec- 
tor at home. Sabine, who once looked — 
and danced — like Hayworth, is the third 
Rita, falling somewhere between fantasy 
and reality. Unlike a movie-star image, she 
actually exists off-screen. All the same, 
Bob’s idea of a secret, distant, ongoing re- 
lationship with her is pure fantasy. 

When Bob’s wife dies, he begins to con- 
sider his own mortality; he decides to em- 
bark on a journey to recapture Sabine and 
what he thinks is his true love. Concerned 
for her father and tired of her humdrum 
marriage to Steff (Philip Zandén), a cold 
computer consultant, Rita goes along. On 
the way, the two meet Erik XIV (Patrik Ers- 
gard), a roving free spirit who’s everything 
Steff isn’t. Erik is eager to display his affec- 
tion for Rita. What’s more, he’s a hacker — 
the computer consultant’s worst enemy and, 
perhaps, a rebellious hero for the ’90s. 

While Erik and Rita fall in love, Steff, 
left behind with an infant son, decides he’s 
been a selfish husband and an incompetent 
father. In desperation, he takes the baby 
and his teenage daughter, Sandra (Yaba 
Holst), and pursues Rita across Europe. 
What ensues are two different sets of fa- 
thers and daughters searching for two very 
different Ritas. Along the way, both fathers 
begin to form a deeper bond with their 


daughters. Rita and Bob are romantics 
who come to realize that having a dream 
doesn’t mean having to live it. Steff and 
Sandra, the more practical pair, learn that 
it’s okay to show affection for others. 
These are obvious themes and they’d 
seem heavyhanded except that Lindstrém 
develops them through a series of amus- 
ing adventures. Rita and Bob crash their 
car, get lost in Scotland more than once, 
and eventually figure out a secret code 
that leads them to Sabine. Meanwhile, 
Steff and Sandra are busy tracking the 
location of Rita’s credit-card purchases, 
fighting with each other, and learning 
how to change a diaper. The director 
plays Steff’s relationship with the baby 
for laughs while managing to avoid senti- 
mentality. At one point, Steff’s car 
breaks down, but he finds a motorcycle. 
He resumes the trip with Sandra hanging 


on to his back and the infant sitting in 
the sidecar. 

If only Lindstrém didn’t feel he has to 
go the extra mile to deliver his message. 
The contrast between Steff’s profession 
and Erik’s is just one of his unnecessary 
and annoying symbols. At one point, Steff 
encounters a drunk who recalls how his 
wife left him because he didn’t show her 
enough affection. He has no way of know- 
ing that Steff’s in an identical predica- 
ment; all the same, he warns, “Do not be 
like me.” 

In the end, though, it’s not too hard to 
forgive Dreaming of Rita its flaws. The 
characters, their physical and emotional 
journeys, and the way Lindstrém keeps 
undercutting your opinion of who Rita 
should wind up with will have you ponder- 
ing serious questions while keeping you 
entertained. Q

Never mind the presumptuous title — The 
Amazing Panda Adventure is basically Free 
Willy with fur and a better locale. 

The adventure begins as Ryan (Ryan 
Slater), a rather bratty bucktoothed grade- 
schooler, arrives in China to vacation with 
his father, whom he hasn’t heard from in 
the two years since his parents’ divorce. It 
seems that Dad, a renegade panda lover 
and sort of Indiana Jones of the WWF, has 
lost all track of time while trying to hang 
onto Chinese government funding for his 
panda reserve. When Ryan and Lin, his fa- 
ther’s pretty teenage “assistant” (we 
hope), get lost in the wilds after rescuing a 
panda cub from some bumbling Chinese 
Home Alone-type poachers, the supposed 
excitement really begins. 


What is over the top is Harmon’s comeup- 
pance; he changes from an insensitive 
workaholic into a blithering fool who be- 
lieves Orky has inhabited his body. Magic 
is a cute rainy-Sunday-afternoon flick, but 
only for kids too young to be in Kids. At 
the Copley Place, the Fresh Pond, and the 
Allston and in the suburbs.

You say the kids have seen Pocahontas so 
often they’re tired of it? And you’re thinking 
of taking them to Arabian Knight? Think 
again. This animated effort by Roger Rab- 
bit’s Richard Williams has the kiddie basics, 
including music and a feel-good ending, but 
it’s no substitute for the real thing. 

The animation itself is two-dimensional, 
and though the Islamic-art-inspired back- 
drops are pleasing to the eye, the story is 
sketchy at best. The main characters — a 
peasant boy, an Arab princess, and a blue- 
colored magician — are all too reminis- 
cent of a certain recent Disney film. The 
music doesn’t measure up either. Even 
with a passable cast of voices — Matthew 
Broderick, Eric Bogosian, the late Vincent 
Price — Arabian Knight falls as flat as its

Of course there’s never any doubt that 
Johnny (what kind of panda name is that?) 
will be returned safely to the reserve. Thus 
we’re left with the fantastic scenery, the ob- 
vious cute-endangered-animal factor, and 
numerous action scenes to entertain us. It’s 
amazing to see the panda (never mind the 
two whiny prepubescents) survive being 
swept along a raging river, getting thrown 
from a moving horse-drawn cart, sliding off 
a large waterfall, and being shot at by those 

_wacky poachers. The bear (or his stuffed 
stunt double) takes a lot of abuse, and 
those with a warped sense of humor may 
well find the shot of the furry fake flying 
through the air in an Army surplus pack hi- 
larious. But the film requires too much sus- 
pension of disbelief for the average viewer. 
Kids may get caught up in the panda’s 
plight; adults will just have to grin and bear 
it.

THE FOUR CORNERS 
OF NOWHERE 


Purporting to be a parody, writer-director 
Steve Chbosky’s first feature troops out a 
cast of characters we’ve already seen ad 
nauseam since Douglas Coupland’s publi- 
cist latched on to Gen X. Namely, the 
whining what-about-me-ers who feel de- 
graded schlepping coffee but aren’t willing 
to compromise their ideals by finding work 
that might challenge their ideas. 

Communing in ’90s Ann Arbor, this 
bunch includes Duncan (Mark McClain 
Wilson), a trust-fund drifter with a perma- 
nent pout; Toad (Eric Vesbit), a long- 
haired performance artist; and their various 
girl and guy friends, all with too much time 
in their lives and not enough interest in 
anything else. You already know these peo- 
ple and you don’t like them in the real 
world. They’re no more pleasant on film. 
Four Corners may want to be the picture of 
a generation, but most real twentysome- 
things are working hard to pay the rent and 
create something meaningful in their lives; 
they don’t have lots of time left over for 
moping and self-pity. 

Friends this movie ain’t. Actually, it 
thinks it’s much deeper. But low budget 
isn’t always synonymous with insightful. 
And though the cast and crew deserve ku- 
dos for bringing this together on a 
shoestring, one hopes that in their future 
cinematic efforts they’ll be able to venture 
outside their small circle of experience.

Neil Gaiman and Matt Wagner’s 
Sandman Midnight Theatre

t was the golden age of comics, an 

era when Superman (1938), Batman 

(1939), and Captain America 

(1940) rose to prominence for the 

first time and publishers like Marvel 
and DC established themselves at the center 
of a superhero boom. In April of 1939 a 
gas-masked crimefighter named “The 
Sandman” made his first appearance in an 
issue of DC’s New York World’s Fair 
Comics. He went on to star in Adventure 
Comics until 1946, when the classic team of 
Joe Simon and Jack Kirby drew the final 
episode. Almost 50 years later, in 1988, 
Neil Gaiman revived the name “The Sand- 
man” just in time for another creative and 
commercial boom in comics. This month 
the original Sandman, a bespectacled fellow 
named Wesley Dodds by day, meets 
Gaiman’s supernatural Sandman for the 
first time in DC/Vertigo’s Sandman Mid- 
night Theatre ($6.95), a graphic novella 
that also marks the meeting of two contem- 
porary major talents in the realm of comic- 
book writing — Gaiman and Matt Wagner. 

“Sought by police and criminals alike, 
aecused of crimes he never committed, foe 
of evil and all wrongdoing” — that de- 
scription is lifted from the pages of the 
original Sandman, but it would have fit 
just as well in Batman, The Green Hornet, 
or The Shadow. Like Bruce Wayne, Wes- 
ley Dodds was a mysterious millionaire 
who spent his nights fighting criminals the 
police couldn’t handle, a do-gooder vigi- 
lante with an mini-arsenal of snazzy secret 
weapons. The Sandman’s weapon of 
choice was a specially designed gas gun 
that put his victims to sleep — a fate 
Dodds himself escaped by wearing his tell- 
tale gas mask. And like most of the super- 
heroes of that era, the Sandman was a 
righteous man of action who mirrored 
America’s transformation from isolationist 
nation to active world power and partici- 
pant in WW2. 

Two years ago Wagner 
brought Dodds and his noc- 
turnal alter ego back to life 
in the DC/Vertigo title 
Sandman Mystery Theatre, a 
monthly title that benefitted 
from the popularity of 
Gaiman’s Sandman series. 
Wagner’s stories, the first of 
which is now collected in the 
DC graphic novel The 
Tarantula, are set in the pre- 
war days of the original, but 
they’re infused with a con- 
temporary flair. With its film 
noir look and hard-boiled 
tales of crime and corrup- 
tion, Sandman Mystery The- 
atre harks back to the ’30s 
and 40s, but prickly issues 
like sexism and racism are 
woven into the plot in ways 
that would never have been 
acceptable then. 

In Sandman Midnight 
Theatre, the link between 
Dodds’s Sandman and 
Gaiman’s, which has been 
alluded to in Wagner’s se- 
ries, is finally made as the 
two characters come face to 
face in the basement of an 
old English mansion in 
1939. Gaiman’s Sandman 
has no alter ego — he is 
Morpheus the supernatural 
and eternal ruler of the 
Dream Realm, a denizen of 


tales are played out on a grand scale in 
beautiful impressionistic panels, skillfully 
intertwined plots, and allusions as dis- 
parate as rock songs and the Book of Job. 

Sandman Midnight Theatre catches up 
with Dodds and Morpheus during the lat- 
ter’s imprisonment by a Magus who had 
hoped to capture Death but instead ended 
up with the Lord of Dreams. (The story is 
told in Sandman 1 through 8, which are 
compiled in the graphic novel Preludes 
Nocturnes.) Dodds is investigating the sui- 
cide of an old friend of his late father, fol- 
lowing a trail that leads him to a party at 
the mansion in which Morpheus is captive. 
It’s basically a Sandman Mystery The- 
atre—style drama in which Dodds, with the 
help of not altogether willing partner Dian 
Belmont, snoops about and uncovers a 
crime, in this case a blackmail ring run by 
the bitter son of the Magus who captured 
Morpheus. 

No, Sandman Midnight Theatre isn’t 
about Dodds freeing Morpheus or any- 
thing quite so trite. A neatly wrapped plot 
line of that sort would spoil the elegant 
complexity of Gaiman’s Morpheus tales. 
In fact, Dodds encounters Morpheus just 
once in the mansion, for a single, 
exquisitely drawn spread in which the gas 
mask faces the kindly, shrouded dream 


weaver and is told, “There is some of me | 


in you.” 

That’s the idea behind Sandman Mid- 
night Theatre — that Dodds was, in effect, 
Morpheus’s agent during his years of con- 
finement. But as is often the case with 
Gaiman and Wagner, the means are more 
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important than the end, and the art is in | 


the dark crafting rather than in any ulti- 
mate illumination. Sandman Midnight 
Theatre is riveting and rich in detail, but 
it’s not meant to tie up all the loose ends 
that dangle between Morpheus and 
Dodds. Because loose ends are the stuff 
from which the Sandman’s countless 
dreams are woven, and it would be a 
shame to tie them all in knots. QO

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FULL SPECTRUM VOICE: 
THE ART OF 
THOMAS BUCKNER 


There’s a tradition of avant-garde 
American art song that begins with 
Charles Ives and continues into the 
present with Robert Ashley. You 
might get a hint of why this tradition 
is worthy of your attention from a 
comment by Ives inscribed on one 
song: “Not sung by Caruso, Jenny 
Lind, John McCormack, or the Vil- 
lage Nightingale.” The ideal vocalist 
for interpreting pieces as dissonant 
and thorny as these would be a musi- 
cian bold enough to reject surface 
prettiness and enter into their spiky 
hearts. Baritone Thomas Buckner 
(who has previously recorded an al- 
bum of Ives songs for the Musical 
Heritage Society) fits that descrip- 
tion. 

Three new CDs showcasing Buck- 

ner’s talents as the vocalist of New 
Music have surfaced in recent 
months, and if you’re a lover of 
adventurous songs, you should 
hear them pronto. Pilgrimage, 
by the Roscoe Mitchell New 
Chamber Ensemble (Lovely 
Music), finds him in the com- 
pany of Mitchell on various 
saxophones and winds, Vartan 
Manoogian on violin, and 
Joseph Kubera (who has 
meshed beautifully with Buckn- 
er on a number of recordings) 
on piano. The Mitchell revealed 
here will be unfamiliar to listen- 
ers who know his music 
through the Art Ensemble of 
Chicago and other jazz units. 
This is modernist chamber mu- 
sic in a classical vein, but com- 
posed in such a way as to leave 
generous room for group im- 
provisation. 

Musical settings of romantic 
poetry by e.e. cummings, Thu- 
lani Davis, and Lord Byron 
provide opportunities for 
Buckner to improvise with lan- 
guage, and indeed he turns 
these poems into tours-de- 
force of elegantly executed 
tones, full of shimmering 
swoops and cries (the cum- 
mings poem concludes with a 
futuristic-sounding rooster 
squack only Buckner could 
bring off). Mitchell picks some 
ungainly poetry to execute, but 
Buckner’s pellucid diction, vo- 
cal flexibility, and obvious love 
of complex mouthfuls of poetry 
make these pieces provocative. 

Even more involving music 
can be found on Act of Finding 
(O O Discs), by a quartet 
comprising Buckner, jazz 
bassist Ratzo B. Harris, gui-

Modulating be- 
tween conversational speech and art 
song, between extreme states of con- 
fidence and doubt, his baritone as- 
sumes a majestic power, a spiritual 
presence, singular and stunning.

This 
may look flat and prosaic, but hearing 
Buckner sing it you realize its poetry

EDWYN COLLINS: 
SWEET SCOT POP 


There is a good chance Edwyn 
Collins will not be asked to Lolla- 
palooza any time soon. It might have 
something to do with his lyrics. On 
the tongue-in-cheek “Campaign for 
Real Rock,” from his third solo al- 
bum, Gorgeous George (Bar/None), 
Collins sings, “It’s a truly detestable 
summer festival.” But that might also 
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Joe Jackson, Elvis Costello, the Police, 
the Boomtown Rats, Graham Parker 
and the Rumour. And we saw them as 
opportunist pub rockers jumping on 
the punk-rock bandwagon. We want- 
ed to do something different, which 
was Orange Juice — semi-acoustic, 
retro guitar styles taken from Pet 
Sounds and Rubber Soul.” 

Since Orange Juice’s break-up, 
Collins has continued to release criti- 
cally acclaimed solo albums of soul- 
ful, sometimes funky, pop, all of 
which gave OJ cultists a heyday. But 
nobody anticipated the success of 
Gorgeous George, and the single from 
it, “A Girl like You.” Nearly a year 
old, the album is still propelled by its 
monster single, countries falling for it 
like dominoes — with the US catch- 
ing up only just now. 

George is pure Collins, his smooth 
voice coating moodily soulful, 
fuzzbox-tinged songs about twisted 
relationships (“Girl” finds him croon- 
ing “My hands are bleeding and my 
knees are raw/You’ve got me crawl- 
ing on the floor”) and delusion 
(many of his protagonists are happy 
ignoramuses, as on “Subsidence,” 
where he sings, “As your whole life 
subsides . . . you took it all in your 
stride”). The title track, he says, is 
about “a media archetype. He proba-

have something to do with the riot he 
caused at England’s Reading Festival 
four years ago.

Postcard, the label they start- 
ed, first gave voice to bands like Aztec 
Camera and the Go-Betweens; over 
the years their quirky guitar pop lega- 
cy has made Juice the Big Star 
of Scotland. Says Collins from his 
home in London, “There swas this new 
wave which we detested, which was 


bly considered himself to be a radical 
when he was younger, but now he’s 
in his mid 40s, he’s been married 
twice, he has an Armani suit, a pony- 
tail, a penchant for snorting ‘nose 
candy,’ as he calls it, and is having an 
affair with his PA who’s 22. I en- 
counter these types all the time.” 

But mostly George is about how 
Collins, a guy who tagged his early- 
"80s record label “the sound of young 
Scotland” (after the Motown 
moniker), is finally seeing the rest of 
the world. fall in step with his pop 
whimsy and lyrical absurdities.

But we’re all playing pop, even if peo- 
ple deny it as such. It’s just boys and 
their guitars, isn’t it?”

Closing in on 60, Jerry Lee 
Lewis still has Young Blood 


by Franklin Soults 


hen Rhino released the 

Jerry Lee Lewis an- 

thology All Killer No 

Filler! in 1993, there 

was good reason to be- 
lieve this two-CD, three-decade retrospec- 
tive was the final word on the stormy story 
of a rock-and-roll and country legend. Af- 
| ter all, the only thing that has kept Lewis’s 
name in the news over the past 15 years 
has been his string of personal misfortunes 
and scandals. 

His first studio album in nearly a decade 
has changed all that. Young Blood (Sire) 
takes us back to Jerry Lee’s home turf of 
Louisiana circa 1957 with a brand new 
collection’of Sun Records-style rock and 
roll, neo*trad C&W, and New Orleans 
R&B. From start to finish, the album is a 
loving roots move, a rip-roaring good 
time, and an altogether stunning achieve- 
ment. I don’t know that it’s his “greatest 
album ever!!!”, as Lewis exclaims in the 
liner notes, but it certainly proves like 
nothing else in recent memory that the 
only time rock and roll has to be youth 
music is when young people make it. 


In fact, Lewis’s advancing age is part of 
the attraction. At 59 and barely holding 
(his birthday is September 29), he’s lost 
the supple ease and precision that in the 
50s distinguished him from the other 
founders of rock and roll and in the ’60s 
helped him become a major country star. 
Yet his worn vocals now bear the mark of 
living history. On Young Blood he sounds 
so Southern and rural — so redneck — 
that he makes most young rock-and-rollers 
sound like geeky mall rats in comparison. 
And if his aging voice colors the album’s 
straight rockers with new authority, it also 
brings them closer to the flavor of those 
non-rock numbers that are “supposed to” 
sound old, like the beautiful pop song 
“Miss the Mississippi and You” or the fine 
new country number “Restless Heart.” 
Suddenly, Lewis’s status as a quintessential 
rock-and-roll rebel and his lifelong ambi- 
tion to be one of the century’s great 
“stylists” no longer seem incompatible. 

Needless to say, none of this would have 
happened without the right material and 
production. As Lewis graciously notes in the 
CD booklet, the credit belongs to songwrit- 
er, musician, producer, and longtime Jerry 
Lee fan Andy Paley. Working with talented 
sidemen like former Elvis Presley guitarist 
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James Burton and former NRBQ member 
Al Anderson, Paley updates and toughens 
the classic Sun sound without clutter or 
overstatement. He also makes sure Lewis 
has plenty of opportunity to show off differ- 
ent aspects of his brilliant piano playing. 

Most impressive of all, Paley’s song se- 
lection pays unerring respect to Lewis’s 
legend. The standards, like the hard-bo- 
ogying version of Hank Williams’s “I'll 
Never Get Out of This World Alive” and 
the bluesy reading of the Leiber & Stoller 
title track, are so musically and lyrically 
apt, it’s a wonder Jerry Lee never recorded 
them before. Some of the new cuts display 
an even finer custom build. The group- 
composed rocker “Crown Victoria Custom 
’5f,” for example, finally presents the 
Killer with a believable love object. And 
Paley’s Dixieland rag “It Was the Whiskey 
Talkin’ (Not Me)” pokes modest fun at 
Jerry Lee’s excuse for a thousand lost 
weekends over the years. 


PROPERLY AGED: he’s lost that supple ease, 
yet his wom vocals now bear the mark of living history. 
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The one problem is that because the al- 
bum focuses so clearly on Jerry Lee’s per- 
sona, you’re left thinking about the man 
behind the legend a lot more than you oth- 
erwise might, and the “gentle fun” of 
songs like “Whiskey” can seem slightly 
tasteless. As charming as the song is, 
you’re reminded that alcohol may have 
played a large part in the scandal and mis- 
fortune that has so badly damaged Lewis’s 
name. You’re led to wonder whether 
booze didn’t help him earn the sobriquet 
“Killer” when his fourth and fifth wives 
both died under suspicious circumstances. 
It has even been suggested that the only 
reason Lewis is a free man today is that he 
enjoys the same kind of good-ol’-boy priv- 
ilege in his Mississippi hometown as, say, 
Bob Packwood seems to enjoy in the US 
Senate — a special immunity for famous 
white males that makes it easy to under- 
stand why so many blacks hope O.]. 
Simpson gets acquitted. 

Of course, Lewis 
isn’t the first SOB 
to make worth- 
while art (or even, 
by my count, the 
first SOB to make 
a good 1995 al- 
bum — take a bow 
from your cell, Tu- 
pac). But he is def- 
initely the first 
rock-and-roll 
founder to prove 
nearly 40 years lat- 
er that his talents 
are completely in- 
tact. The only 
competition is 
Johnny Cash, who 
came back last 
year with the folk- 
sy American Re- 
cordings, an album 
that avoided rock 
and roll entirely. 
My guess is that, 
after he listens to 
Young Blood, Jerry 
Lee’s old Sun 
partner will vow 
never to make that 
mistake again. QO

Highland fling 


Capercaillie, Runrig, and Talitha 


MacKenzie are a Gael force 


by Jeffrey Gantz 


oré ho hao reoho, hu- 

raibhi dhiti ho-roho . . . 

okay, maybe waulking 

songs from the Outer 

Hebrides, in a language 
— Scottish Gaelic — hardly anyone un- 
derstands, aren’t about to oust Green Day 
and Soul Asylum from the top of the rock 
pantheon. But chant broke into the pop 
charts last year, with the Benedictine 
monks of Santo Domingo de Silos selling 
CDs to millions whose only Latin is et 
cetera. And the Chieftains collected their 
first Grammy with a release — The Long 
Black Veil — that opened with Sting 
singing in Irish, another “lost” language. 
(Clannad’s new Lore, due later this 
month, has more Irish than any CD 
they’ve released since 1982’s Fuaim.) So 
perhaps it’s not surprising that Scotland’s 
Capercaillie are more popular than ever in 
Britain and making inroads in America. 
Or that albums from Runrig, who started 
the current Gaelic renaissance back in 
78, are starting to turn up. Meanwhile 
Talitha MacKenzie has left the chart-top- 
ping Mouth Music to go solo with Sdlas, 
and Mairi Mac Innes has a new disc, This 
Feeling Inside. 

Waulking? That’s the slapping and 
pounding that thickens woven cloth into 
Harris tweed. Waulking songs, with their 
call-and-response patterns, and puirt-a- 
beul (“mouth music” — when piping 
was banned after the rising of 1745, 
dance music for jigs and reels was sung a 
cappella) have characterized Capercail- 
lie’s music since their first release, Cas- 
cade, in 1984. Following Crosswinds, in 
1987, and Sidewaulk, in 1989 (both 
available here on Green Linnet), this 
group from Oban, who take their name 
from the largest of the Highland grouse, 
went with BMG, which chose not to give 
their subsequent albums American re- 


|| lease. Now that they’ve returned to 
| Green Linnet, Secret People (1993) has 


appeared, and the label is promising that 


| 1991’s Delirium and a pair of live/remix 
| albums, Get Out (1992).and Capercaillie 


(1994), will follow soon. 

Crosswinds and Sidewaulk were divid- 
ed between songs (some in English, 
some in Gaelic) and traditional dance 
tunes, with some synthesizer (chillingly 
moody and mysterious behind Karen 
Matheson on “Soraidh Bhuam gu Bar- 
raidh” — “Farewell to Barra”) but most- 
ly anchored by folksy strummed guitar. 
Secret People is anchored by a heavy 
backbeat, and it rocks; but it’s also trad 
(frequent fiddle, flute, bouzouki, and ac- 
cordion breaks), rad (after a while you 
start to notice that puirt-a-beul is really 
just Scottish rap), and even funky (check 
the outro of the opening “Bonaparte”). 
The 14 tracks include a full measure of 
waulking songs (“Tobermory,” “Hi Rim 
Bo”) and mouth music (“Seice Ru- 
airidh”), plus sets of reels and 9/8 jigs. 
“Bonaparte” is a traditional number 
(imagine how Scotland’s history would 
have changed if Napoleon had invaded 
the British Isles) in a tough, ironic ar- 
rangement; “An Eala Bhan” (“The White 
Swan”), Domhnall MacDonald’s hymn 
to home from the trenches of World War 
I, shows off Matheson’s soft soughing 
soprano. The band’s own songs in En- 
glish can verge on new age, as in Manus 
Lunny’s “Grace and Pride” (“To see the 
boys and the girls/Stepping out with 
grace and pride/As honesty flows by | 
their side”). But John Saich’s “Four 
Stone Walls” cuts deeper (“It’s not char- 
ity we seek/Just honest wages once a 
week”), and so does “Crime of Passion,” 
Donald Shaw’s meditation on the mas- 
sacre of Glencoe in 1692. 

All that’s missing from Secret People is 
a lyric sheet — no texts, no translations. 
Which itself is a crime, since these are 
songs that count. Fortunately Survival 
(Capercaillie’s British label) didn’t make 
the same mistake with Delirium, whose 
mix, similar to Secret People’s, includes 
the charting waulker “Coisich a Riin” | 
(“Come On, Love”) and the haunting | 
Gaelic title ballad, “Breisleach” (“I went 
yesterday to the hazel wood/Looking to 
gather hazel nuts/But what I saw on ev- 
ery branch/Was your face coming after 
me”). There’s even a number. in Irish, 




















“Rann na Mona.” Green Linnet should 
have this out soon, and there’s still better 
news in the offing: a US tour for Caper- 
caillie next year. Perhaps eventually we’ll 
also get The Blood Is Strong (recorded 
for a documentary TV series in 1988) 
and the video Two Nights of Delirium. 

You’d hardly believe all this started just 
17 years ago with a folky quartet from 
Skye — but then, you’d hardly believe 
what Runrig (the name alludes to an old 
Highland land-distribution system) have 
grown into. Back in 1978, the group 
stunned Scotland with an album called 
Play Gaelic (now available on Lismor) 
— one dance track and 11 Gaelic songs, 
| most of them Runrig compositions. The 
arrangements are right out of the Ameri- 
can 60s — think the Lettermen with 
perhaps the Everly Brothers for back-up. 
After a bit the strummed-guitar-with- 
| backbeat medium-tempo 4/4 gets 
monotonous, and the lyrics (no texts or 
translations provided) are innocuous 
| apart from the poignance of Calum Mac- 
donald’s “Chi Mi’n Geamhradh” (“I See 
Winter”). Still, it was enough to suggest 
Gaelic might not be dead after all. 

Play Gaelic was followed by three al- 
bums — Highland Connection, Recovery, 
and Heartland — the band released on 
their own Ridge Records label. Those 
have yet to turn up here, but we are now 
getting three subsequent Chrysalis re- 
leases, Once in a Lifetime (1988), 
Searchlight (1989), and The Big Wheel 
(1991). 

What a difference a decade makes: 
Once in a Lifetime, recorded live during 
Scottish tour stops, could qualify as are- 
na rock. It’s not the instrumentation 
(though the guitars are now electric and 
they have a real drummer) so much as 
the way the music stomps. Calum’s lyrics 
are tougher too: “Once in a lifetime/You 
love and long/Once in a lifetime/You 
die/Once in a moment/The sun goes 
down/Protect and survive.” The material 
is mostly English, but there’s an im- 
proved version of “Chi Mi’n 
Geamhradh” plus a jackhammer waulk- 
er, “Cnoc na Féille”; and Gaelic sneaks 
into the explosive “Nightfall on 
Marsco/’S Tu Mo Leannan/Skye” segue, 
where the percussion detonates, the gui- 
tars are as jagged and black as the peaks 
of the Cuilithionn (in south Skye), and 
the lyrics allude to the great Skye poet 
Somhairle MacGill-Eain. Runrig make 
even “Loch Lomond” sound like a rock- 
er. No texts or translations, but the sto- 
ry’s in the music. 

With Searchlight and The Big Wheel 
we finally get lyric sheets (not to mention 
a detailed map of the coast of North Uist 
to accompany “Flower of the West”). 
The bad news is that these studio efforts 
find Runrig regressing to their sensitive 
period — Cars-era without the melodic 
hooks and toothy lyrics. And mostly in 
English — there are just two Gaelic 
numbers on each. Having Karen Mathe- 
son guest on Searchlight would have 
been a great idea if they’d given her more 
to sing than just “horé.” Stick with Once 
in a Lifetime. 

You don’t need a band to be part of 
the Gaelic revival. Mairi Mac Innes was 
born in North Uist, in the Outer He- 
brides, so her Gaelic credentials should 
be impeccable. And indeed, on This Feel- 
ing Inside (Greentrax) you'll find slow, 
hushed traditional ballads — “Fraoch a 
Rodnaidh” (“Heather from Rona”), “Fear 
a’ Bhata” (“My Boatman”), “Eilean 
M’Araich” (“My Isle of Arran”) — and 
the sharp-tongued waulker “Mile Marbh- 
phaisg air a’ Ghaol” (“A Thousand Curs- 
es on Love”), plus two tracks of mouth 
music. 

Unfortunately you also get a number 
of songs in English written by S. Evans 
(perhaps the “Steve” she thanks in the 
credits — my guess is it’s her husband) 
that wouldn’t be out of place on The 
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CAPERCAILLIE: Secret People is anchored by a heavy backbeat, 
and it rocks; but it’s also trad, rad, and even funky. 





Lawrence Welk Show, with sentiments 
like “Endless roads and people that I 
meet/Make me want to be with you” and 
“My life, my family and home/Mean so 
very much to me.” The traditional tracks 
are backed by fiddle, cello, clarsach (a 
Scottish harp), and some nice fingered 
guitar; the contemporary ones (including 
Calum Macdonald’s “Cum ‘ur n-Aire” 
— “Keep in Mind”) get Burt Bacharach/ 
Vince Guaraldi lounge piano and cheesy 
church organ accompaniment. It all 
comes together in the closing title track, 
where the inspirational/embarrassing “I 
am a Gael/So gentle and proud/I trust in 
God and my people” refrain is, at the 
end, followed by a minute of bittersweet 
pipes-and-clarsach that says more about 
what it means to be a Gael than this en- 
tire album. Yet the good tracks are worth 
hearing. Well, that’s what programmable 
CD players are for. 

You won’t want to unprogram a single 
note of Talitha MacKenzie’s electrifying 
Sdlas (“Solace”), which is now available 
here on Shanachie. In 1991, MacKenzie 
(a native New Yorker who learned Gaelic 
from a teach-yourself book) and Martin 
Swan brought out Mouth Music (Ryko), 
which melded puirt-a-beul numbers (one 
of which, “Mér a’ Cheannaich,” you can 
hear on the opening track of Crosswinds) 
and waulking songs with African drum 
rhythms to create a true world music. 
Swan and new vocalists Michaela Rowan 
and Jackie Joyce went on, in 1993, to re- 
lease the more Afro-oriented Mo-Di 
(Ryko) under the Mouth Music name, 
but it’s MacKenzie who’s continued in 
the Mouth Music tradition, reprising two 
tracks from the original album (“Seinn 
©” and “Chi Mi na Mérbheanna”) and 
singing almost entirely in Gaelic. _ 

Not that Sdlas is any less eclectic — or 
keen-edged. The album opens with the 
sound of waves crashing against He- 
bridean shores, but that quickly gives way 
to a backbeat-rich 6/8 waulking#thythm 
and MacKenzie’s nasal rap — “Hoireann 
o, heachaigh 0” — overdubbed with 
heathery whispers in English. Her scat- 
like puirt-a-beul in “Sheatadh Cailleach” 
(“The Old Woman’s Reel”) is backed by 
rainmaker, talking drum, and dumbek 
(with a fiddle/snare-drum break); “Funky 
Bird Medley” sports a duck call, samba 
whistle, funky bird pipe, and “the sound 
of a cow being milked.” “E ho hi” has an 
a cappella chorus of eight backed by sim- 
ple pounding — whether Scottish women 
waulking cloth or African women slapping 
clothes against a rock, it’s the sound of 
honest work heard ’round the world. 

There’s a little bit of everything here. 
MacKenzie stutter-steps her way through 
mindboggling mouthfuls on “Seinn O” 
(even more kinetic than on Mouth Music), 
then softens for “Uamh an Oir” (“Cave of 
Gold”). The swaying waltz tempo and 
misty synthesizers of “Chi Mi na Mérb- 
heanna” (“I See the Great Mountains”) 
give way to fragments from John 
Kennedy’s inaugural address (the tune of 
this song was played at Kennedy’s funeral, 
and MacKenzie’s son was born on his 
birthday in 1990). Sdlas ends with the lul- 
labye “Théid Mi Dhachaigh” (“I Will Go 
Home”), which, with lines like “Tomor- 
row I will be with the cattle/Headed for 
the slaughter,” is made of sterner stuff 
than the “Precious Days” lullabye on This 
Feeling Inside. A new album is expected 
next year. 

If you want to return to where it all be- 
gan, you can go to the Outer Hebrides 
and wade into the weirdly fractured ho- 
mophony of Gaelic Songs from Lewis or 
the work rhythms of Waulking Songs 

from Barra (both part of Greentrax’s 
Scottish Tradition series). But if you 
want a look into the future, listen to Ca- 
percaillie, Runrig, and Talitha MacKen- 
zie. They’re making Scottish Gaelic a 
language that can live, breathe, and, yes, 
rock into the 21st century. Q

| Island, over the weekend. “When we start-

professional careers the rest of the week. 
Today, the Lizards are a full-time touring 
outfit serving up an overflowing musical 
platter — the meat-and-potatoes elements 
of bluegrass and country (complete with 
steel guitars, weeping fiddles, and tinkling 
banjos) spiced with raucous satire aimed 
at roots-music conventions and American 
society in general. 

“We’re like comic relief,” Deisler ex- 
plains, describing their festival bookings. 
“Everybody starts walking around at the 
things holding their mouth a certain way. 
We give ’em a chance to hold it a different 
way for 45 minutes — in a big, broad, and 
goofy grin. Then they can get back to the 
more serious work.” 

The Lounge Lizards trace their origins 
back to the late ’70s, when Deisler, then a 
Princeton student, hooked up with Hank 
Card to indulge their shared folk and 
country interest playing in progressive folk 
bands. The two landed in Austin in 1980, 
where they met Tom Pittman, a banjo and 
pedal-steel player who'd just moved to 
town from Georgia. They combined the 
sounds of Pittman’s bluegrass heritage 
with the folk and country forms from 
Deisler and Card’s college-band days up 
north. 
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Not content with playing covers, the 
group decided to take a crack at their own 
revisionist version of roots-music song- 
writing. “Everyone realized just how silly 
some of the lyrics in some of these songs 
were,” Deisler recalls, “and we figured out 
that we could take some of the conven- 
tions of country and roots music and sati- 
rize them as part of ours. So that’s what 
we did on songs like ‘Paint Me on Velvet’ 
— which takes the whole Waylon Jennings 
archetype and speaks some thoughts he 
might not ordinarily have. ‘Put the Oak 
Ridge Boys in the Slammer’ is another ex- 
ample — we’re criticizing them in our 
song for the low intellectual level of their 
lyrics, but at the same time we’re mimick- 
ing their style, singing in their own broad 
four-part harmonies and everything. It’s 
kind of an inside joke.” 

One wonders whether Republican whip- 
ping boy Newt Gingrich will be laughing 
after the band finish paying tribute to him 
on Small Minds with “Gingrich, the 
Newt.” The song, set to a fife-and-drum 
cadence, explains the glaring difference 
between the small harmless amphibian and 
its more malevolent human cousin by 
pointing out that real “newts are open- 
minded and flexible and cute” and that

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“you will never catch a newt with some- 
thing up his sleeve.” 

Gingrich is just one stop on the line for 
the Lizards, whose new disc ends up tak- 
ing a crack at nine other topics ranging 
from the Nashville music scene to the rele- 
vance of humidity in the universe. The lat- 
est barbs will probably float across the fes- 
tival grounds at Escoheag when the group 
slither in this weekend, sporting much the 
same line-up they’ve had for years — 
Deisler, Card, Pittman, and fiddler/man- 
dolinist Richard Bowden — plus new 
bassist Boo Resnick. 

“He’s much more of a nutcase than 
[former Lizard bassist] Kirk Williams 
was,” Deisler says, noting that Resnick of- 
ten uses the tall and somber Pittman as a | 
straight-man foil on stage. “Tom’s the 
Tower of Dour.” 

The Tower of Dour? 

“Well, yeah. After all, in a band like this, 
you can’t travel with a bunch of guys for 
years without coming up with a few de- 
scriptive terms — you know?” QO

1:00pm- Downtown Crossing 
3:00pm- Simmons College 
4:30pm- Faneuil Hall 


Available At All Fine Record 
Stores Everywhere 














by Chris Flisher 


ith the Cox Family 

and Robin & Linda 

Williams on the bill 

at this weekend’s 

Cajun & Bluegrass 
Festival in Escoheag, Rhode Island, at- 
tendees will be hearing the sounds of an 
era of country music that once seemed 
long past. Which is appropriate, since 
the last track on the Cox Family’s latest 
CD, Beyond the City (Rounder), begins 
with the simulated click and pop of a 
vintage 45. A cover of an old Louvin 
Brothers tune titled “Broken Engage- 
ment,” the song features the collected 
voices of the Coxes led by eldest sister 
Lynn. The year is 1974 and the group, 
who also include sisters Suzanne, Eve- 
lyn, brother Sydney, and father Willard, 
are singing and playing as if they were 
one step away from the Ryman Audito- 
rium footlights. 

“We really thought we hit the big time 
on that one,” laughs Sydney Cox from 
his home in Cotton Valley, Louisiana. 
“We thought the Opry was right around 
the corner. Little did we know we 
wouldn’t be there for another 20 years!” 

It may have taken this tenacious fami- 
ly 20 years to hit what in the meantime 


Duritz, who requested that the Cox 
Family open on a recent string of shows 
for his band. Success is a heady brew, 
but they remain realistic about their ca- 
reers. 

“You gotta go when you’re hot and 
you have to take the success when you 
can, and there is no other way around 
it,” Sydney concludes. “It’s hard for 
people to understand why we left the in- 
dependents [Rounder], but we hope this 
will take us to a higher level, and we just 
want to see if it works. If it does, then 
that’s great. If it doesn’t, then we’ll find 
that out too.” 

” 

Robin Williams (not to be confused 
with the other Robin Williams) answers 
the phone in a thick, gruff voice far re- 
moved from the deep, rich sound you 
typically hear on the CDs he records 
with his wife and collaborator, Linda. 
Then he starts to laugh, realizing I’m 
not who he thought. After a quick re- 
covery, some initial embarrassment, and 
a few more laughs, Williams puts his 
music, and his pitch, into a more realis- 
tic perspective. “Sorry about that. But 
you need a sense of humor in this busi- 
ness. Lord knows it’s a tough one.” 

For more than 20 years, Robin and 
Linda Williams have been building a 
loyal following of fans from all points

turned into Opryland, but the style and 
down-home family sentiments of this 
Northern Louisiana clan are the simple 
staples that permeate a lot of country 
music. “It’s all I’ve ever known,” admits 
Sydney. “Ever since I can remember — 
and I was nine on that particular 45 — 
music has been a way of life for the 
whole family. We really know no other 
way of life. It’s like going to church 
down here. We deal with the music 
business the same way we deal with our 
lives. We are a family from word go, 
and we all respect each other and we 
know each other’s strengths and weak- 
nesses, so criticism and the confidence 
come much easier that way.” 

The Cox Family hover just outside the 
mainstream with strong ties to roots 
music and contemporary bluegrass. Be- 
yond the City features several covers by 
established writers including “Beautiful 
Bouquet,” written by Dusty Rose and 
Rose Maddux, Roy Orbison’s “Blue 
Bayou,” and John Sebastian’s “Lovin’ 
You.” Each boasts the distinct har- 
monies and arrangements that charac- 
terize the family’s sound. The album, 
produced by bluegrass-fiddle prodigy 
Alison Krauss, also offers tracks penned 
by Sydney. His “Cowboy’s Dream” re- 
calls the gunfighter songs of Marty Rob- 
bins (think “El Paso”); the title cut 
tackles urban issues. 

The family are currently riding high 
with a new recording contract with Asy- 
lum, several studio engagements, and 
the attention of Counting Crows’ Adam 


along the American music spectrum. As 
regulars on Garrison Keillor’s Prairie 
Home Companion, they have blended a 
soothing concoction of country, blue- 
grass, gospel, and the blues. They epito- 
mize the roots-based artists who sit hap- 
pily on the bank of the mainstream. 

“American country music is so di- 
verse, it’s easy to find yourself a little 
pocket,” Williams explains. “It’s what I 
grew up on as a kid. It’s all you would 
hear on the radio. Of course, I heard the 
Beatles and all, but the stuff that really 
appealed to me was the down-home 
country sound.” 

Over the course of their joint career, 
Robin and Linda Williams have inter- 
preted, performed, and written in just 
about every subgenre of country imagin- 
able. Their latest release, Good News, is 
devoted to gospel and spiritual music. 
The couple approach this weighty mate- 
rial with musical reverence and humor, 
drawing on gospel standards, traditional 
spirituals, and their own songs. Neither 
limited in scope nor narrow in its ap- 
peal, Good News uses spirituality as a 
vehicle, not a pedestal. 

“Spirituality is a broad term and 
means a lot of different things to a lot of 
different people,” Robin sums up. 
“We’re not trying to preach or prosely- 
tize. It’s just great music and one of the 
real backbones of country music. My fa- 
ther was a Presbyterian minister for 50 
years, so my appreciation of the music is 
obvious. Besides, it is very uplifting, re- 
gardless of what you believe.” Q

TREES (Koch Jazz). Emanuel fol- 
lows in the wake of jazz harpist 
Dorothy Ashby — but whereas 
she was content to sound like an 
acoustic guitarist executing cool 
bop, Emanuel explores the far 
reaches of what a harp can sound 
like without electronic enhance- 
ments. Her version of John Zorn’s 
“Tasmanian Devil” includes pluck- 
ing loose rattling strings, creating 
a sound somewhat similar to that 
of a “prepared piano” with silver- 
ware between its wires. But her 
most arresting moments come 
during a relatively traditional piece 
by accordionist Guy Klucevsek. 
The meeting of violin and accor- 
dion with a harp playing sweetly 
sweeping lyrical lines is a marvel. 
And Emanuel doesn’t treat her 
instrument in any manner that 
wouldn't have been appreciated 
centuries ago.

Until the major 
labels figure out that weird, home- 
made records really aren't the next 
big thing, we can probably look 
forward to a few more fine, oddball 
releases like this one. 
Sparklehorse is Mark Linkous, a 
writer/singer/guitarist who 
released a pair of decent, poppish 
albums on Relativity with his '80s 
band Dancing Hoods. Since then 
he’s been holed up on a farm in 
Virginia. And he’s apparently for- 
gotten everything he knew about 
musical polish; this album is even- 
ly divided between acidy acoustic 
fragments and one-chord guitar 
pounders, with tape-splice segues 

and near-zero production values. 
Linkous’s songs are catchy 
without having any real hooks, and 
his lyrics are incoherent in a sug- 
gestive, film-noir way; | caught 
borrowed catchphrases from “After 
the Goldrush,” “Pale Blue Eyes” 
and “Bad Moon Rising.”

**x1/2 Joe Ely, LETTER TO 
LAREDO (MCA). Ever since he 
left Lubbock, Joe Ely has had little 
luck making it without the song- 
writing savvy and country-rock 
restraint of his old Texas buddies 
in the Flatlanders, Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore and Butch Hancock. But 
lately — thanks maybe to his 
advancing years and his move to 
Austin — he’s made an effort to 
recall their calming influence. On 
this tender, Spanish-flavored, all- 
acoustic album, Ely’s melodies 
and vocals are among his most 
relaxed and assured ever. 
Unfortunately, now that his playing 
and singing are in control, his 
words often get in the way. 

Many of the early cuts try to 
capitalize on the mood of Ely’s 
1977 classic “She Never Spoke 
Spanish to Me,” which Hancock 





wrote. But whereas the imitation 
Mexican music in that song was 
made poignant by the smart, bit- 
tersweet lyrics, the words to these 
corn tortillas are all mush. 
Sometimes Ely’s story line is so 
weird he gets away with it, as in 
“Gallo dei Cielo” (“Sky Rooster”); 
usually he just spews trite roman- 
tic bombast (Hancock’s sequel 
contribution is no _ better). 
Fortunately, the final few numbers 
are more pedestrian in ambition, 
and no less pretty in execution.

(Sub Pop). The fun of this Tucson 
instrumental quintet is in the artful 
way they blend’ Ennio 
Morricone-style sand-blasted 
spaghetti-Western scores with 
airy, languid Southwestern roots 
arrangements — and then throw in 
cocktail-jazz flourishes to shake 
up the joint.

toys, and a little mood organ) and 
hot, dusty, steel-slide reverb. With 
cameos by surf and country, you 
might label this the new Western 
exotica. Bring me a martini in a 
cowboy boot and we'll call it even.

TOMORROW (Arista/L.O.G.1.C.). 
The canny German studio unit 
known as Snap have switched 
from the rap-centered muscle 
music of World Power, their debut, 
to something like the filmy tones, 
fast-flying zephyrs, and coolly lush 
thump music invented during the 
1970s by Boris Midney and Alec 
R. Costandinos (who are famous 
for Beautiful Bend and Love & 
Kisses r ). All of which 
was concept disco at its most 
atmospheric. High-flying fantasy 
abounds in Snap’s new songs. 
The theme of the CD, says the 
publicity, is the “25th anniversary 
of man’s walking on the moon,” 
and with titles like “The First, the 


Last Eternity,” “Waves,” and 
“Welcome to Tomorrow” circulating 
in the pink-hued airs of the dream 
music, you half-expect something 
scientific to turn up — perhaps the 
sound of spaceships taking off and 
landing. But the more you listen to 
Snap’s ethereal female choir, 
echoey melodies, and rapid-fire 
thump songs, the more you realize 
that “Where Are the Boys, Where 
Are the Girls,” the super-fast 
“Rame,” and the definitive “Dream 
on the Moon” are indeed dreams 
and only that. Enigma and Deep 
Forest fans will understand.

**1/2 Tim O'Brien, ROCK IN 
MY SHOE (Sugar Hill). Neither 
O’Brien’s bluegrass with bygone 
Hot Rize nor his neo-trad country 
with sister Mollie play much of role 
on this acoustic country/rock/con- 
temporary-folk CD, whose sound 
is far mellower than its often rest- 
less lyrics. O’Brien’s confident, 
hearty tenor sounds sensitive with- 
out turning sappy, and the country 
heartbreak stops short of tearjerk- 
ing. His sprightly mandolin and 
producer Jerry Douglas’s ebullient 
dobro are a joy as ever. 

Glancing backward, “Daddy's 
on the Roof Again” modernizes 
the traditional “Papa’s on the 
Housetop” from Tim and Mollie’s 
Sterling CD Take Me Back. “Jonah 
and the Whale” is, in Tim’s words, 
a “song of epic Biblical indiges- 
tion.” “Melancholy Moon (Not)” 
examines Nashville's tried and 
true figures of speech. But the ref- 
erences in the lyrics and liner 
notes to quality time, cellular 
phones, and visits to Switzerland 
prove we're hearing what long ago 
would have been thought an oxy- 
moron — yuppie country music.

** V.M. Bhatt, Taj Mahal, N. 
Ravikiran, MUMTAZ MAHAL 
(Water Lily Acoustics). Taj Mahal 
Straps on his acoustic guitar here 
and mixes it up with two great 
musicians of India, N. Ravikiran on 
the sitar-like vina and V.M. Bhatt 
on his self-constructed Indian slide 
guitar. Bhatt won a Grammy in 
1994 for his collaboration with Ry 
Cooder, but here the chemistry 
peculiar. E: this is 
a Taj Mahal record with the two 
indian players selling themselves 
way short in an effort to play music 
they clearly aren’t familiar with. 

Taj’s' minimalist opener, 
“Coming of the Mandinka,” offers a 
simple melody, true and plain when 
he plays it, but tentative 
when the others join in. Taj seems 
comfortable stretching out a rubato 
intro on “Mary Don’t You Weep” to 
synch up with the Indian players’ 
traditional arrhythmic exploration of 
a mode, or raga. But once they 
settle into the song, the Indian ele- 
ments become ornamental. 

This approach works still less 
well on “Stand by Me.” The Indians 
seem constrained by pop chord 
changes, and even Taj’s singing 
begins to sound forced after seven 
minutes. Taj's bluesy reggae swing 
on “Johnny Too Bad” has no paral- 
lel in Indian music, and the brilliant 
improvisers are reduced to 
noodling. Bold cross-cultural 
experiments may be the stuff of 
musical breakthroughs, yet as this 
one shows, the proof lies not in the 
concept but in the music itself.

Until its inex- 
orably tragic climax, this is a 
pleasant if ordinary picaresque 
tale of an epileptic 10-year-old 
delinquent (Hugh O’Conor, who 
played the similarly sallow-faced 
young Christy Brown in My Left 
Foof) and an almost equally child- 
like and impulsive priest (Liam 
Neeson) plagued by doubt. Posing 
as father and son, they run away 
from a Catholic reform school run 
by the patronizing and coolly dicta- 
torial Brother Benedict (lan 
Bannen). In squalid London, the 
priest dreams of adopting the boy, 
but this possibility becomes 
increasingly remote in a world of 
suspicions and rigid rules. Nee- 
son, Bannen, and O’Conor give 
incisive performances, and Colin 
Gregg’s direction is nicely under- 
stated. But Bernard MacLaverty’s 
screenplay, adapted from his 
novel, is obvious.

*1/2 LORD OF ILLUSIONS 
(1995). Director/screenwriter/nov- 
elist Clive Barker would like to 
show you the heart of evil — as 
well as the liver, kidneys, and pan- 
creas. Nix (Daniel Von Bargen) is 
a Charlie Manson/David Koresh- 
type shaman who regales his 
swooning worshippers with a 
goofy Satanic rite involving fire 
juggling, chicken carcasses, levita- 
tion, and a baboon. After a mutiny, 
the would-be antichrist gets his 
heart blown out, has an iron mask 
screwed onto his face, and is 
buried deep in the desert. Thirteen 
years later, two of Nix’s followers 
search for their messiah’s grave 
with predictably sanguinary 
results. Blundering into the case is 
Harry D’Amour (Scott Bakula), the 
PI recycled from Barker's first film, 
Nightbreed.
